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School Finances 
Are Summarized 


A summary of the financial re- 
ports of county and city school 
systems for the fiscal year end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1955, shows that 
87.2 per cent of all current public 
school expenditures were for sal- 
aries of teachers, bus drivers. ans 
other school employees. The pay- 
ment. of salaries. plus fixed 
charges made up 91.4 per cent of 
the total cost of operating schools. 
This ;left only 8.6 ‘per cent for 
gas and oil for school buses, for 
repairs, and for maintenance. ' 
Fixed charges include debt serv- 
ice, Insurance, pensions, and fuel 
which cannot be reduced by 
shortening the school term. 

Alabama school boards continue 
to face urgent need for rigid 
economy in school operation in 
their efforts to provide the best 
teachers, but 8.6 per cent of the 
expenditures for non-salary and 
fixed charges does not leave much 
leeway to find additional dollars 
for teachers’ salaries. 

Adult school bus drivers av- 
eraged $17.00 per week and stu- 
dent drivers were paid less. 

Even though school boards have 
neglected building maintenance in 
order to find as ‘many dollars as 
possible to plow into teachers’ 
Salaries, they were forced to em- 
ploy 3,650 teachers. with emer- 
gency certificates because they 
could not get teachers with regu- 
lar certificates. 


-Dog Licenses 


Residents of Montevallo are re- 
minded that licenses for dogs are 
to be obtained at the City Hall 
during the month of January. 

In order for a dog to be licens- 
ed, it must have a record of inoc- 
ulation for rabies. 

Some folks seem to look at the 
dog license as a joke, but it is a 
Serious and determined effort on 
the part of the City to do two 
things: (1) To get rid of the 
many worthless, unwanted and 
pilfering dogs that run at-large 
with apparently no home and no 
one to care for them; and (2) To 
eradicate from this community 
the constant thréat of the terrors 
of rabies, which would be done if 
the dog population were properly 
controlled. x- 

Every dog that runs at large 
should bear the guarantee that he 
is in no way a menace to the 
health and welfare of the public.

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Editor Presents Southern Viewpoint 
On School Segregation Problem 


The real reasons that most 
Southerners are against school 
desegregation were laid before 
the nation today for the first 
time by a prominent Southern 
newspaper editor in the January 
issue of Harper’s Magazine. 


Thomas R. Waring, editor of 
the Charleston (S. C.) News ‘and 
Courier, writes the frank expres- 
sion of Southern sentiment—a re- 
port which, he charges, the 
Northern-controlled press has 
never published before. 


The Charleston editor accuses 
national news magazines and 
metropolitan newspapers of aban- 
doning “fair and objective ‘re- 
porting of the race story.” He 
says their “one-sided” reports 
frequently substitute propagencs 
for facts. 


Harper’s Magazine is the first 
national periodical to present the 
Southern viewpoint in full. Its 
editors said the article ought ‘to 
be widely read, although it does 
not express their point of view. 


Waring, in his article, warns 
Northern readers at the .outset 
that they may be “infuriated” 
by it. But, he adds, Southerners 
also have been “outraged” by the 
interpretation the Northern press 
has given to the desegregation 
problem. 

He lists five differences in the 
Negro and white races which, he 
says, do not encourage white par- 
ents to permit their children to 
mingle freely with Negro chil- 
dren in school: 

1. Health. “The incidence of 
venereal disease, for instance, is 
much greater among Negroes 
than among whites .. . Fas- 
tidious parents do not favor joint 
use of school washrooms when 
they would not permit it at home 
—and there’s no use to tell them 
that it is unlikely that anyone 
will catch venereal disease from 
a toilet seat. They just don’t want 
to take risks of any -kind with 
ee children.” 

-Home Environment. - “For 
Aa colored children in . the 
South the cultural background is 
different in many ways from that 
of their white neighbors — and 
while these differences may have 
various explanations, they add up 
in the public’s mind as racial. 
Slavery is so long in the past 
that nobody thinks about it any 
more, but the master and ser- 
vant, or boss and: laborer, rela- 
tionship, between whites and Ne- 
groes is still the rule rather than 
the -exception.” : 

_ 8. Marital habits: “Onthe ay- 
erage one Southern. Negro child 
in five is illegitimate ... . Many 
white persons believe that morals 


white counterparts . . . Some ad- 
vocates of integration say the 
way to-.cure these differences is 
to let the children mingle so that 
the Negroes will learn from the 
whites. The ‘trouble with this 
theory is that even if it works, a 
single generation of white chil- 
dren will bear the brunt of the 
load.

Mansion on December 28 from 4 
to 7 p.m.

Special Session Opens

Though 
the legislature has been required 
by the present Constitution to re- 
shuffle the legislative seats after 
each 10-year census, to keep pace 
with Shifts in population—as is 
the case with Congress—the law- 
makers have failed to do this ev- 
en once during the past 54 yéars, 

The Chief Executive said this 
«meant that many taxpayers were 
therefore without proper repre- 
sentation. 


Therefore, the Governor said, 
thongh elected delegates to a 
Fair Vote Convention would re- 
view the entire Constitution, his 
own prayer would be for a reap- 
portionment of the legislature in 
accordance with the existing 1955 
population pattern of Alabama.

William Woods, Negro, was 
carried to a Birmingham hospital 
last Saturday with a- broken leg, 
the result of a gun fight between 
him and police officer Jiggs 
Reeder, of Walton. 

Woods is under arrest charged 
with larceny in several cases, as- 
sault, resisting an officer, and vi- 
clating the prohibition law. 

Last week Police Chief Harry 
Kendrick obtained information in- 
dicating that Woods was impli- 
cated in a series of thefts that 
have been going on for some time 
at homes in Montevallo. When 
Kendrick and Reeder went to the 
home of Woods in Evansville to 
search for the stolen property, 
they met the Negro in the road 
near his home. He had a gallon 
of moonshine whiskey in his pos- 
session and was placed under ar- 
rest, but ran away from the of- 
ficers. 


The officers then went to the 
home of Woods where their 
search revealed many things that 
had been reported stolen from 
various homes in this community; 
also three more pints of whiskey. 

The allegedly stolen ‘ pfoperty 
was taken by the officers. Identi- 
fication of much of it has been 
made by the people from whom it 
was stolen. 

If you know of anything that 
stolen from you, 
contact Chief Kendrick. He may 
have recovered it. He reports that 
his investigation of the Woods 
case is turning up more things

has recovered is a fraternity pin 
that has not yet been claimed. 


After eluding the officers last 
week, it was reported to the of- 
ficers Saturday that Woods was 
hiding in a home in Wilton. Of- 
ficer Reeder went to the place 
and found Woods in the bed. 


He ordered Woods to get up 
and dress and come with him. 
When Woods had put on his 
clothes and shoes, he flew into 


officer’s gun away from him. It 
was a tough fight for a while, 
according to Reeder, during 
which the pistol was discharged, 
hitting Woods in the hand.

Reeder shot 
at him and broke his leg. That 
ended the fracas and Woods was 
taken to the hospital.

AWOL from sanatoria. The past 
year the clinic has - discharged 
20 patients whose tuberculosis is 
considered arretsed. 

For this year plans being con- 
summated to skin test a large 
group of children, X-ray the pos- 
itive reactors and treat any pri- 
mary lesions which appeared act- 


‘ive, and thus prevent the future 


development of active reinfection. 
The parents and other close con- 
tacts were to be X-rayed in order 
to find the active sdurce cases 
who caused the child to have a 
positive. skin test. 

Such a program, we believe, 
will lead to eventual eradication 
of tuberculosis, but it can not be 
done without the voluntary help 
of the people.

U. S. Supreme Court race mixing 


order is one of the commanding] 


events of the Resistance. 


It is a dull one indeed who can 
not read the signs by the light of 
this fire. 

Virginia is the most disting- 
uished of American states. It is 
the womb of this nation. Its 
people are the descendants of au- 
gust figures in the founding of 
this republic and the heirs to .a 
matchless tradition of statesman- 
ship. ‘ 

Virginia .is the Upper South, 
bordering the North. It is no iso- 
lated Deep South State. , 

America’s capital is established 
upon a plot of earth carved out 
of Northern Virginia. ' 
Our impression is that most 
members of the Supreme Court 
live across the river from Wash- 
ington in Virginia and vote in 
Virginia. So do most of the chief 
officers of the Washington gov- 
ernment. 

The state’s leading newspapers, 
its foremost political leaders and 
the people were as one Monday 
in voting by the overriding ma- 
jority of 2 to 1 to defy the court’s 
rfce mixing order. 

Virginia is acting in the best 
and oldest American tradition of 
defying the Supreme Court. It 
learned the ropes from the Hart- 
ford Convention in New England, 
from thg North’s snarling defi- 
ance of the court in the case of 
the Fugitive Slave Law, and 
from Abraham Lincoln’s folksy 
contempt of the court and habeas 
corpus. 

Thé significance of the Virginia 
vote is that Virginia leadership 
is pure of rabble rousers, that its 
best brains took a 14-month look 
at the problem before contriving 
this artful dodging of the race 
mixing order. Then its citizenry 
amidst whom . dwell Supreme 
Court justices adopted the dodge 
by a vote of 2 to 1. 

It couldn’t have been any more 
in the teeth of the Supreme Court 
had they counted the ballots und- 
er the white dome of the Jeffer- 
son Mémorial in Washington. 

This event will resound through 
the South. It wili warn the. rest 
of the country more than Sf it 
had happened in any other South-

Alabama Sets Road 
Building Record in 1955 


Last year Alabama smashed all 
previous records in the miles of 
new roads built in the State dur- 
ing any 12-month period. 

’ The State Highway Department 
annual report shows that 1,414 
miles of new blacktop roads were 
added to the State’s highway sys- 
tem, This exceeded by 204 miles 
the previous record established 
during the 1953-54 financial year. 
Highway officials believe, how- 


ever, that this new record will be: 


easily beaten this’ year. Judging 
from the number of contracts let, 
roads already under construction, 
plus blueprints of roads scheduled 
already for construction this year, 
it, is expected that Alabama may 
end 1956. with almost 2,000 miles 
more ‘of new blacktops. s 
The number of new farm-to- 
market blacktop roads will cer- 
tainly, increase considerably this 
year, a highway engineer said. 
He’ added that this will’ be “be- 
cause of Governor\Folsom’s em- 
phasis on this type of road pro- 
gram, and-the cooperation he is 
giving to the various counties 
through spending more secondary 
federal aid road money on farm- 
to market roads.”

The second session of the 84th 
Congress opened January 3 with 
an abundance of major issues be- 
fore it. These will be considered 
against the background of a pres- 
idential election year that also 
poses the question of whether or 
not President - Eisenhower wil} 
seek reelection. ; 

Against this backdrop, issues 
that will certainly engage the 
Congress are “What farm policy 
for the future?”, whether there 
will be tax revisions, and whether 
military and foreign spending 
will be expanded. : 

The House in its last session 
passed a bill to restore supports 
on basic commodities to 90 per 
cent, replacing the present flex- 
ible supports. The Senate did not 


- act, but the problems of the far- 


mer will receive early considera- 
tion in the current session. 

Private debate on tax revision 
could be heard even before Cong- 
ress reconvened, and future de- 
bate will center on how to give 
tax relief and provide the neces- 
sary national revenues at the 
same time. 

The administration is expected 
to ask for an appropriation of 
$35.5 billion for defense, an in- 
crease of $1 billion over present 
expenditures. In the foreign aid 
field, the administration’ has +e- 
vealed that it will ask for $4.9 
billion in foreign military and 
economic aid, an increase of ap- 
proximately $2.2 billion over the 
1956 appropriation. In my opin- 
ion, this requested increase in for- 
eign spending of almost 82 per 
cent, will face strong opposition. 

Warrior Lock Funds 

Domestic issues facing the Con- 
gress include a public highway 
program, federal aid to schools, 
the_exemption of natural gas pro- 
ducers from federal controls, a 
reconsidération of the reserve 
program, extension of social se- 
curity benefits, and programs re- 
lating to water resources. 

There will undoubtedly be more 
funds in the budget for the con- 
tinued construction of the War- 
rior Lock and Dam, and I believe 
we can be confident of their ap- 
proval by Congress. 

The highway improvement is- 
sue will probably hinge on its 
method of. financing — by appro- 
priations from the general fund 
or by taxes on fuel and equip- 
ment purchased by road users. 
rejected proposals 
based on both approaches in the 
last session. The Senate approved 
an appropriation financing plan. 

In the field of federal aid for 
school construction, the House 
last year adjourned before con- 
sidering a measure that would 
have authorized $1.6 billion in 
grants for four years. The Cong- 
ress, however, undoubtedly will 
grapple in the very near future 
with the problem of building and 
maintaining adequate schools. 

The House passed a bill in 1955 
exempting natural gas producers 
from federal regulation.

consideration in the Senate, but 
strong opposition is expected. 

Also passed by the House last 
session was a social security bill 
that will extend coverage and, at 
the same time will liberalize age 
requirements.- Senate considera- 
tion is sscheduled for an early 
date. 

The House Armed _ Services 
Committee has already begun its 
hearings on the operation of the 
current program. designed to 
build up a ready reserve of 2,- 
900,000 men by 1960. So far, only 
a comparatively small number 
have responded to the six months 
service provision of the present 


law, which is followed by 7% 
years of reserve’ service. 


President’s Message 


President Eisenhower covered 

most of the forthcoming issues 
in his State of the Union Mes- 
sage. Due to his convalescence, 
this was the first time since he 
has been in office that he has 
not personally delivered his State 
of the Union address. 
- Considerable attention was foc- 
used on the President’s announce- 
ment that he expects the budget 
to bein balance during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1956, and 
that a balanced budget will be 
proposed for the next, fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1957. Whether 
this will be achieved in the face 
of the inevitable drive for- tax 
reduction will be one of the maj- 
or questions of the year.

Both the House and the Senate 
Agriculture Committees are hold- 
ing extensive hearings on ithe 
farm program at this moment, 
and legislation will probably be 
presented for House and Senate 
action at an early date. These 
committees are expected to con- 
sider carefully not only the Pres- 
ident’s recommendations but also 
a number of other proposals that 
might offer a solution to declin- 
ing farm income and the disposal 
of surplus commodities.

Helping Hands 


_ It’s often claimed that the hand 
is quicker than the eye. Our manual 
swiftness probably accounts in part 
for the fact that most of us reach 
old age without some permanent 
hand injury. 
_ Since many of 
us depend heavily 
on our hands for 
a livelihood, even 
a minor injury can 
be serious. Despite 
modern safety 
measures, one out 
of every four in- 
dustrial accidents 
‘involves the hand. 
Regardless of 
the cause, all hand 
given immediate 
care is the key 
prevenfing permanent dis- 


injuries should De 
attention. Promp 
factor in 
ability. 

Everyone should be taught first 
aid for hand injuries, Dr. Robert H. 
Kennedy stresses in the New York 
State Journal of Medicine. He says 
that protection is the all-important 
consideration — protection from in- 
fection, from added injury, and from 
future disability. 

In the pre-antibiotie era, even 
relatively slight hand injuries some- 
times led to mutilating surgery, 
amputation, and even death. Doctors 
still must resort to surgery for some 
bad hand injuries. But antibiotics 
protect the entire. body against in- 
fection and ward off serious compli- 
cations that may follow even a mi- 
nor hand éut. Dr. Kennedy, for ex- 
ample, uses antibiotics such as Ter- 
ramycin and Tetracyn to prevent in- 
fection complications when treating 
hand injuries. 

Dr. Kennedy offers these first aid 
rules for hand injuries: 

Cover the injured area with a 


sterile dressing, if available, or with | 


the cleanest material at hand. No 
matter what, cover it. Do not appl 

antiseptic of any kind to the wound. 
Bandage hand and separate each 


finger with gauze. Immobilize hand ° 


in position of rest. Contact a physi-

Return on Wages Paid 


Farm operators who have paid 
as much as $100*in cash wages 


- to any farm employee during the 


year 1955 should file an employ- 
er’s tax and information return 
for agricultural employees, -George 
D. Patterson, District Director, 
Internal Revenue Service, Bir- 


‘mingham, announced today. This |. 


tax return will be filed with his 
office at 1531 Third Aye., North, 
together with the social security 
taxes on the wages shown on the 
form. 


Mr. Patterson emphasized that 
this annual report of wages paid 
for agricultural labor must be 
filed with the Internal Revenue 
Service before Jan. 31, 1956. The 
return must show the name, so- 
cial security number, and wages 
paid every employee whose cash 
wages from the same farmer 
amounted to $100 or more. 

Tax return forms are mailed 
out about Jan. 1 to hose who 
have previously notified the Dis- 
trict Director of having agricul- 
tural employees. Farmers, who 
must make these tax returns and 
have not yet written for proper 
forms, should write the District 
Director of Internal Revenue, 1531 
Third Ave., North, Birmingham, 
immediately in order to be sure of 
getting the report filed» before 
the Jan. 31 deadline, Mr. Patter- 
son urged.

Last week President LEisen- 
hower sent his annual budget 
message to Congress. The new 
budget, precariously balanced, is 
now being examined and re-exam- 
ined by the Appropriations Com- 
mittees of the House and Senate. 

The proposed budget for 1957 
indicates a small surplus, in spite 
of the fact that the President 
has recommended increased spend- 
ing. Expenditures are estimated 
at $65.9 billion, an increase over 
his. last two budgets. However, 
estimated income is expected to 
be higher, covering the increased 
spending and leaving a small sur- 
plus of $400 million. 

No tax cut was proposed by 
the President, although some be- 
lieve he may make such a recom- 
mendation later in the session. 
But unless estimated income is 
much higher than expected, any 
tax cut would immediately throw 
the budget out of balance. 


Uneasy Balance 


The precarious’ balance of the 
1957 budget is also-illustrated by 
the fact that the President~ has 
asked Congress to approve a ten- 
year, multi-billion-dollar highway 
program without including the

his application to the Veterans 
Administration itself, thereby los- 
ing 45 days in the consideration 
of his loan. 

I also found that the VHMCP 
loans are more expensive than 
those loans granted directly by 
the ‘Veterans Administration. This

Shortage Relieved 


The recent shortage of polio 
vaccine has been relieved and the 
vaccine is now available to all 
children from 6 months of age-up 
to their 15th birthiay, and to ex- 
pectant mothers. 

The County Health Nurse will 
visit the schools in the near fu- 
ture in order to immunize the last 
age group which became eligible 


to receive the vaccine. These chil- 


dren are from 10 to 15 years old. 

Teachers are being requested to 
have their pupils in the 5th and 
6th elementary grades and the 
first two years junior high school 
bring notes from: their parents 
stating that they wish them im- 
munized. Children who do not 
have notes will not be immunized. 

It is especially important to 
immunize against polio at- this 
time since two to three months 
are requ red for\immunity to de- 
velop ~a another polio season 
will soon be with us. 

We have been informed that it 
is improbable that any additional 
age groups will be eligible in the 
near future because of inability 
of producers to meet the demand 
for vaccine. However, 85 per cent 
of polio cases occur in the age 
groups now eligible. 

' Polio shots can also be obtained 
at the health office or from your 
family doctor.—E, F. Sloan, Coun- 
ty Health Officer.

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Selden Bills To 
Aid Cotton Farmers 


Two bills designed to alleviate 
the problems of the cotton farm- 
ers, were introduced in Congress 
last week by Rep. Armistead 
Selden of Alabama’s Sixth Dis- 
trict. 


The first of these bills attacks 
the cotton surplus problem and at 
the same ‘time raises the states’ 
1956 cotton acreage allotments to 
the. 1955 level. It also prohibits 
future acreage reductions. 

The first section of this bill di- 
rects the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to use authority existing 
since 1947 to’ sell surplus cotton 
for export at competitive prices. 
Prior to the first of this year, 
the Secretary had not used the 
authority previously granted by 
Congress. 

Commenting on this provision 
of his bill, Rep. Selden pointed 
out that our share of the world 
export market for cotton has 
dropped from 60 per cent to 30 
per cent. He said, “Reducing the 
surplus through competitive ex- 
port pricing. will also help us to 
regain our historical position as 
a major cotton exporting nation, e 


The second section of the meas- 
ure provides protection for / our 
cottof manufacturers who might 
face . serious competition from 
foreign cotton products manufac- 
tured from our lower-priced. cot-. 
ton exports. Imp on of for- 
eign» products made from our 
“cheap”. export .cottan. would. be 
limited, 

The final section of this legis- 
lation requires that if the 1956 
acreage allotment for any state 
is less than the 1955 allotment, 
it must be raised to the 1955 
level. The inerease for each af- 
fected state would -be added to 
the national acreage total. In 
other words, the Selden Bill es- 
tablishes 1955 allotments as a 
minimum, However, it does not 
prevent allotments from going 
higher. 


Rep. Selden pointed out that in 
setting up the 1955 cotton allot- 
ments as a minimum level, re- 
ductions in acreage for cotton 
farmers would be prevented this 
year and, at the same time, ad- 
ditional loss of cotton acreage to 





the western states would be 
stopped. 
Congressman -Selden’s second 


bill would eliminate the charges 
that farmers are required to pay 
when they request that their acre- 
age be measured prior to plant- 
ing under the loan-support pro- 
gram.

Across the top of the world in 
Russia’s capital, a few men un- 
doubtedly sat down today and dis- 
cussed foreign affairs. We cannot 
know what they decided, but as 
world events develop we encount- 
er the effects of their decisions. 

Here in Washington, foreign 
affairs are handled quite Aiffer- 
ently. Our foreign policy is shap- 
ed by the President, the Congress 
—and by you, through your vote 
and through your views which 
make up public opinion. 

Foreign Affairs Committee 

One of the most important con- 
gressional committees influencing 
our foreign policy is the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the House 
of Representatives, of which I am 
privileged to be a member. I 
would like to give you a close-up 
of the functions of this commit- 
tee from my vantage point as a 
Congressman serving on it. 

The history of this committee 
began even before the Declara- 
tion of Independence when the 
old Continental Congress had a 
secret committee that kept close 
contact with those abroad - who 
sided with us in the Revolution. 
Today, with_the United States in 
a position of world leadership, 
the present Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee has assumed greater im- 
portance than ever before. 

This committee is charged with 
maintaining a close watch on the 
operations of the State Depart- 
ment and the activities of the 
executive branch in the field of 
foreign affairs. During the first 
session of the 84th Congress, it 
considered such legislation as the 
mutual security or foreign aid 
program and the resolution toa dis- 
courage further Communist ag- 
gression against Formosa and the 
Pescadores. 

Foreign Aid Funds 

Because all proposals to appro- 
priate money must begin in the 
House of Representatives, the 
House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee has the duty of examining for 
the House all foreign aid authori- 
zations. The committee recom- 
ments approval, disapproval, or 
modification of these authoriza- 
tion requests made to Congress 
by the executive branch of the 
government. 

The committee’s workload and 
responsibilities have grown tre- 
mendously. For example, in 1933- 
34, the amount of authorizations 
approved by the Foreign Affairs 
Committee was only $102,000. In 
the first session alone of the 
present 84th Congress, the ap- 
proximate total considered by the 
gommittee, and passed by the full 
House, was more than $3 billion. 

Heavy Work Load 

How does the Foreign Affairs 
Committee handle its job? It is, 
indeed, one of the busiest con- 
gressional committees. The full 
committee and various subcom- 
mittees spent a total of 177 hours 
in session during my membership 
last year. In addition to the légis- 
lation it handles, the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee meets periodic- 
ally to receive information from 
the Secretary of State, the heads 
of our armed forces, and from

our ambassadors to the various 
countries. 

The full committee. is broken 
down into eight “specialized” sub- 
committees which devote atten- 
tion to certain areas such as Eu- 
rope, the Far East and the Pa- 
cific, the Near East and Africa, 
and to particular subjects such 
as national security -and foreign 
economic policy. 

Through the Foreign Affairs 
Committee passes all legislation 
dealing with foreign policy that 
is considered by the House of 
Representatives. The ~committee’s 
importance in this atomic and 
hydrogen era in which we live 
cannot be overemphasized.

And if 
I am not wrong, another of Bir- 
mingham’s good folks is a Wilton 
product. I’m talking about Clint 
Milstead, of the public relations 
department of TCI. 

Clint’s mother still resides down 
there and Clint and I. had it all 
framed up several times to go 
down and spend the day, which 
we'll surely do. Might be some 
good country sausage down Wil- 
ton way or maybe at Montevallo,

Selden Seeks Funds 
For Fish Hatchery 


Congressman Armistead I. Sel- 
den of Alabama’s Sixth District 
has urged a House’ Appropria- 
tions subcommittee to approve 
funds for the repair and moderni- 
zation of the federal Fish Cultu- 
ral Station at Marion, Ala, 


He presented to the subcommit- 
tee a Fish and Wildlife Service 
plan which would improve the 
Marion station at a cost of $380,- 
000. 


The ‘congressman’ called the im- 
provements “essential,” pointing 
out that the Marion station was 
unable to fill orders for nearly 
1,500,000 fish during the last dis- 
tribution season. The station sup- 
plies largemouth black bass and 
bluegills for stocking waters in 
Alabama, Georgia, Mississippi 
and Florida. 

Rep. Selden said that because 
of a ceiling placed on hatchery 
funds by the Bureau of the Budg- 
et, the Fish and Wildlife Service 
was unable to include the Marion 
improvements in its budget. 

The Marion station has been in 
operation for 20 years without 
major change, the congressman 
said, and is no longer able to 
meet demands that have grown 
tenfold. 

He cited the station as one 
idealy located for the study of 
warmwater pondfish problems of 
disease control and nutrition, It 
is the only hatchery in the na- 
tion where on-the-job training is 
provided for federal fish cultur- 
ists, Rep. Selden pointed out. 

The improvements at Marion, 
largely a revision of the pond 
system and repair and construc- 
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tion of buildings, are contemplat- 
ed in two phases. The first would 
cost $250,000 and the second 
$130,000. 

Subcommittee Chairman Mi- 
chael J. Kirwan said his group 
would give consideration to the 
“fine presentation” of the Marion 
station needs made by Congress- 
man Selden.

A measure that will benefit 
many farmers of our district was 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week without a 
dissenting vote. This legislation 
provides annual refunds by the 
federal government of the present 
two cents a gallon federal excise 
tax on gasoline used on the farm 
for farming purposes. ‘These re- 
funds are payable directly to the 
farmers. A_ similar exemption 
from the federal excise tax on 
Diesel fuel and special motor 
fuels is also provided in the same 
bill. 

If approved by the Senate, 
these exemptions will be retroac- 
tive until January 1, 1956, and 
will provide an estimated $60 mil- 
lion in tax relief each year. Rec- 
ommended by the President in his 
farm message, this measure is 
scheduled for early consideration 
in the Senate.

In Shelby County about 956 
people 65 and over are getting 
old-age insurance payments, Mr. 

Some of them 
have retired, and others like Mr.

65-year-old wives and dependent 
husbands of retired workers. So- 
cial security benefits going to 
this group amount to about $42,- 
513 per month. 

An additional $2,561 in monthly 
benefits goes to the 66 aged wid- 
ows and aged dependent widowers 
of deceased workers. 

Monthly benefits to children 
amount to approximately $11,997 
each month. Mr. Overstreet esti- 


mates that 103 mothers with chil-

Mr. Overstreet pointed out that 
the figures are estimates, and 
that it will be several months be- 
fore exact figures for different 
areas will be available.

Calera Bandit 
Found Guilty 


An Associated Press ‘news dis- 
patch from Atlanta, published in 
the Montgomery Advertiser Wed- 
nesday, gives the following ac- 
count of the court trial of a no- 
torious character who seems to be 
somewhat known around here: 


A smiling bandit from Calera, 
Alabama, who said he chose Geor- 
gia for his crimes because of its 
leniency with lawbreakers today 
was sentenced to a maximum of 
36 years in prison. 

Known variously as Harry La- 
tham, Jack Brown and Alabama 
Shorty, the stubby and bald 43- 
year-old man’t demeanor changed 
abruptly when the jury foreman 
reported a verdict of guilty on 
five counts of robbery. His accus- 
tomed smile faded quickly. 


Brown, as he was tried, was 
charged with being the flippant, 
kiss-blowing bandit who terroriz- 
ed Atlanta area super markets. 
He once was conked on the head 
by a can of\pork and beans toss- 
ed by a customer. 


He-was quoted after his arrest 
January 13 as saying he picked 
this area for his crime spree be- 
cause it is “generally known” 
that punishment is. lighter in 
Georgia than in most other plac- 
es. 


The prosecutor pleaded for the 
maximum of 100 years, 20 for 
each count,: allowed by law. | 


He charged that Brown “tried 
to make mockery of the state of 
Georgia—blowing kisses, bowing 
and scraping and robbing.” Actu- 
_ ally, he declared, the man is a 
“skilled robber who made this 
thing a laughing matter’. 

At the time of his arrest Brown 
or Latham was wanted by the 
FBI on a charge of transporting 
a stolen car from Greenville, S. 
C., to Marvel, Ala., last year. A 
spokesman said this charge prob- 
ably now will be dropped in view 
of the State court sentence.

Cecil R. Busby, 30-year-old ma- 


chinist, has been awarded a 
bronze plaque as Alabama’s_ out- 
standing apprentice for 1955, in 
ceremonies held at the United 
States Pipe and Foundry Co. in 
Bessemer. 

The award is made annually by 
the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers to one apprentice in 
each state. Hugh P. Bigler, presi- 
dent of Southern Steel Co., Bir- 
mingham, made the presentation. 

Busby is a former three-letter 
man at Montevallo High School, 
where he played football, baseball 
and basketball. He began work 
at the U. S. Pipe and Foundry 
Co. in July, 1950, and was recom- 
mended by his foreman for ma- 
chinist apprentice. 

Soon after the foreman’s rec- 
ommendation was made, Busby 
began. the 8,000-hour program 
which has now resulted in his 
promotion to Class A machinist, 
plus the coveted honor of being 
selected as one of the best 48 
apprentices in the nation, accord- 
ing to George H..

Rabies Inspector 


Mr. Bloomer Wilson has been 
reappointed County Rabies Inspec- 
tor by the County Board of 
Health and approved by the State 
Health Officer and State Veter- 
inarian. Mr. Wilson has full auth- 
ority to enforce the State Dog 
Control Act and will appoint his 
deputy or deputies, who will have 
like authority. Since the Dog Con- 
trol Law was passed by the’ legis- 
lature solely for the protection of 
each individual, enforcement 
should not be necessary, and com- 
pliance with the law should be 
without question. 

There are many dogs whose 


owners have abandoned them and. 


they are therefore forced to séek 
their food supply by going from 
one garbage can to another, fre- 
quently scattering its contents 
over the premises. A strenuous 
effort will be made to humanely 
dispatch these animals. All others 
must be given anti-rabies vaccine 
once each year. 

Mr. Wilson did an excellent job 
last year and will be still better 
equipped to eliminate rabies as a 
threat to you and your family 
this year. 

In order to rid their towns of 
stray dogs and aid in controlling 
rabies some of the progressive 
town authorities have adopted a 
dog licensing law which requires 
that a certificate of. inoculation 
against rabies be presented before 
a dog license will be issued. This 
is a most commendable ordinance 
and its purpose is to protect the 
public—Dr. E. F. Sloan, County 
Health Officer.

from feeding steers. New methods 
lead to weaning pigs at 7 to 14 
days of age and in Maryland 
researchers produced 1 pound of 
meat (broiler) with 1.64 pounds 
of feed. Automation is coming to 
agriculture even in a fashion al- 
most unbelievable, Devices make 
it possible to turn a switch off 
and the light gives you time to 
get inside before it. goes off. 
Numerous other devices contrib- 
ute to efficiency in production. 
Farming involves” much work 
and study and the good farmer 
must be able to do many and va- 
ried things if he is to be success- 
ful. He must be economist enough 
to know when to buy and when 
te sell, and bookkeeper enough to 
spot weaknesses and strong points. 
He must be engineer enough to 
run $10, 000 worth of machinery, 
and mechanic enough to spot- 
weld. He must be a veterinarian, 
an agronomist, a diplomat, a psy- 
chologist, a capitalist, and a day 
laborer. He has to have brains 
enough to make 40 decisions a 
day and brawn enough to toss 
around bales of hay and bags of 
fertilizer. Yes, the farmer of 1956 

must be a real man. 

Presently the U. S. has been 
producing about 35 per cent of 
the products; yet. only 6 per cent 
of the population of the world is 
in America. This has contributed 
to the cause of some of our sur- 
pluses. 

Placement, opportunities for Fu- 
ture Farmers with the know-how 
will continue to be numerous, but 
the man without the know-how 
may only be a reserve or unem- 
ployed. A challenge goes out to 
all those entering farming. It will 
be necessary to make use of new 
and modern methods and a broad 
knowledge of their implications is 
also necessary. As the young men 
of today face the challenge be- 
fore them, the FFA is ever on the 
alert to get into its programs 
those essentials which may con- 
tribute to the success of its mem- 
bers. It is through FFA and vo- 
cational agriculture that the fu- 
ture farmer of today keeps 
abreast of the times. Through 
‘study of the outlook, statistics, 
government releases, agricultural 
publications, and books students 
of agriculture today have an op- 
portunity to meet many of the 
challenges that will come to them 
later in life. [ is evident that 
FFA must ever live as a vital 
force in our American way of 
life.

Director Lists Incqame 
Tax Return Errors 


George D. - Patterson, district 
director of the Birmingham In- 
ternal Revenue Office, stated to- 
day that most taxpayers are do- 
ing a good job in preparing their 
tax returns this year. 

Returns received in January re- 
veal only one area where errors 
are more frequent than’ last year, 
according to Patterson. “A sub- 
stantial number of taxpayers did 
not use the proper space to list 
their names. and addresses,” Pat- 
terson. He mentioned a tendency 
to put the name above the prop- 
er space, or to crowd the address 
in the space intended only for 
the name. He said that many tax- 
payers failed to list their street 
addresses, or the towns in which 
they live. “These errors result in 
delayed refunds, erroneous de- 
linquency notices, and excessive 
processing costs,” the director ex- 
plained. 


Patterson listed seven other er- 
rors which are common to 1955 
and prior year returns as follows: 
1. Signature omitted, wife’s sig- 





nature omitted, or her name 


signed by husband. 2. Income 
from odd jobs, tips, etc., omitted. 
3. Income from interest omitted 
(savings accounts, credit unions, 
bonds, etc.). 4.. Deductions claimed 
for tobacco taxes (not deductible). 
5. Deductions claimed for health 
insurance premiums (deductible 
only as medical expense, subject 
to limitations). 6. All withhold- 
ing statements forthe year not 
attached. 7. Wifé’s. exemption is 
claimed but her income is not 
reported, or it is reported on a 
separate return.

Election year finds the farm program far behind. 
The farmers all over the U. S, ate trying to figure 
how they can get more crops, better crops, and real- 
ize more money for their crops. They are worried 
because there are so many surpluses.

Economists agree that the financiers or 
farmers with money could probably make it on 
their own. | 

As yet, much is unsettled about the fatm pro- 


gram. We still study and watch future news releases,-”’ 


magazine articles and the Congressional Record to 
see what happens. Some seem to think an election 
year is a bad time to try to solve a problem like the 
farm problem.

THE F F A -- ALWAYS ACTIVE 
By FRANK THIEMONGE, Jr. 


The FFA is a national organization of farm boys 
who are studying vocational agriculture at school. 


Our chapter has been studying the farm program 
and has given study 'to the possible outcome of this 
session of Congress. 

Much haste is necessary if the program is to best 
serve our. nation this year. 

We have been active ‘in group projects, among 
which was the building of a concrete walk from the 
elementary building to the school lunchroom. The 
PTA financed the walk and the FFA chapter did 
the work of pouring and finishing it. 

We have studied everything from bees to beef 
cattle. 

When I started agriculture last year, I did not 
realize how many things I would learn. Last year 
we learned how to use the farm shop and to weld. 

The FFA is ‘not all class work. We have rodeos, 
possum hunts, and other recreational activities. We 
have a band, a judging team and a committee set 
up for each major activity planned. 

During our field projects we set some orchards, 
pruried trees, and castrated some calves and pigs. 

The chapter is active during all 12 months of the 
year.

Funds to operate the Treasury 
and Post Office Departments du- 
ring fiscal year 1957 were. pro- 
vided in the first appropriation 
bill to pass the House during the 
current session of Congress. This 
appropriation measure, passed 
last week and sent on to the Sen- 
ate, contains $645.4 million for 
operating the Treasury Depart- 
ment, $2.9 billion for Post Office 
Department expenditures, and 
$1.4 million for the operation of 
the United States Tax Court. 

This bill is the first of four- 
teen appropriation measures that 
are normally considered by Con- 
gress before adjournment. 

Rigid Price Supports 

Last week in a vote on the 
farm bill, the Senate Agriculture 
Committee approved for the next 
two years rigid supports of 90 
per cent of parity on the five 
so-called basic commodities—cof- 
ton, corn, rice, wheat and peanuts. 

You will recall that during the 
last session of Congress’. the 
House of Representatives ap- 
proved supports at 90 per cent 
of parity through 1957 on these 
basic commodities. This legisla- 


There is every indication that 
the vote on rigid price supports 
in the Senate will be very close. 
Should the Senate act favorably, 
many feel President Eisenhower 
will veto the bill. The President’s 
decision may depend, however, on 
the importance he attaches to 
other provisions that are included 
in the same measure, such as his 
recommended soil bank program. 


New Plans Considered 


The action of the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee is an indica- 
tion of the efforts now underway 
in Washington to find an equit- 
able and workable solution to the 
problem of falling farm prices 
and mounting farm 





tion, which I supported, passed 
the House by a very narrow five- 
vote margin. The Senate failed 
to act on the measure before ad- 
journment last August and, since 
that time, farm prices have con- 
tinued to drop.

Legislation will undoubtedly be 
enacted in the nat too distant fu- 
ture that is designed to give 
emergency relief. Many members 
of Congress realize,‘ however, that 
such short-range approaches do 
not offer a permanent solution 
to the farmer’s problems and that 
an imaginative long-range pro- 
gram must sooner or later be pre- 
sented. They believe that such a 
program should be based on the 
premise that the welfare of the 
farmer has a wide effect on the 
rest of the economy and that the 
farmer must be assured of a con- 
tinuing share of the 
prosperity. 

Open hearings are- being con- 
ducted by the House Agriculture 
Committee at the present time on 
all farm legislation that has been 
introduced by Members of Con- 
gress. On Thursday of this week 
I will appear before the commit- 
tee in behalf of farm legislation 
I introduced earlier in the session.

In order to operate the FFA 
chapter efficiently it is necessary 
to plan ahead and anticipate the 
needed funds.

The President’s veto of the 
Harris-Fulbright natural gas bill 
was the top news item in Wash- 
ington last week. This measure, 
passed by the House in the last 
session and by the Senate only 
this month, would have freed nat- 
ural gas producers from federal 
regulation. These producers had 
become subject to such regula- 
tion only Yecently as a result of 
the U. S. Supreme Court’s de- 
cision in the so-called Phillips 
case. 


Highly Controversial 


The advocates of the highly 
controversial Harris-Fulbright bill 
argued during its debate that fed- 
era] regulation was not only. un- 
called for: but, if imposed, would 
destroy the necessary incentive 
for future natural gas explora- 
tion. They alsd argued that com- 
petition, among independent pro-| 
duc ld be relied upon to 
prote tural gas consumers. 
Thos opposed the measure 
argue th equal vigor that com- 
petitive economic forces in the 
natural gas field are practically 
non-existen or at best weak, and 
that federal regulation is neces- 
sary to protect the consumer. 

By only six votes (209-203), the 
House of Representatives passed 
the natural gas bill before ad- 
journment last year. I was among 
those in the House who felt the 
consumer would not-be adequately 
protected by this legislation and 
therefore I voted against it. Sen- 
ate action on this measure, de- 
ferred until the present session 
of, Congress, got unferway in 
January. 


Case Bombshell 


In the closing days of Senate 
debate on the Harris-Fulbright 
bill, Sen. Francis Case (R., S. 
Dak.) disclosed to the full Senate 
that he had ~rejected a $2,500 
campaign contribution from a 
lawyer interested in the passage 
of this legislation. 

Although ‘this disclosure pro- 
longed the Senate’s debate, the 
bill was passed on February 6 by 
a 53-38 roll call vote. The follow- 
ing day the Senate unanimously 
adopted a joint resolution setting 
up a Select Committee to investi- 
gate the campaign contribution 
offered to Senator Case. 


President’s Veto 


After approval by both the 
House and Senate, it was the 
concensus of opinion on Capitol 
Hill that the President would 
sign the MHarris-Fulbright bill. 
Early last week rumors began 
to circulate that a Presidential 
veto might be forthcoming... On 
Friday, these rumors proved to 
be well founded. 

In vetoing the natural gas bill, 
President! Eisenhower denounced 
the “highly questionable” and “ar-

rogant” activities used in lobby- 
ing for it. He said that he did 
not. believe he would be discharg- 
ing his duty if he approved the 
measure before these activities 
had been fully investigated by the 
Congress and the Department of 
Justice. 4% 

The President sdid, however, 
that legislation conforming to the 
basic principles of the bill was 
needed. But he added that any 
new legislation “should include 
specific language protecting con- 
sumers in their right to fair 
prices.” 


Mixed Reaction 


Reaction to the President’s veto 
was mixed. Some members of 
Congress criticized his action, 
others praised it, and still oth- 
ers, primarily Republicans, re- 
mained silent. A substantial num- 
ber believed the veto indicated 
the President would seek a sec- 
ond term. All agreed, however, 
that the number of votes neces- 
sary to override a Presidential 
veto were not available and that 
no further attempt would be made 
during this session to pass simi- 
lar legislation.

Home Ec. Students 
Study Nursing 


How to be a good home nurse 
has been the goal of the members 
of the Home Economics II class 
at Montevallo High Schéol for 
the past two weeks while they 
studied home care of the sick. 

The unit was begun by_'a brief 
survey of prevalent. diseases in 
the community that are causing 
absenteeism in the school. 


The girls then studied the re- 
sponsibilities of the home nurse 
in caring for a patient. Some o 
the duties are: ability to recog- 
nize symptoms of illness, routine 
to be followed in putting a pa-; 
tient to bed, the taking of tem- 
perature, the giving of medicine, 
bathing a patient, making a bed 
with a patient in it and feeding 
the | patient. These were taught 
through demonstrations and prac- 
tice by the students. 

The class made a study of the 
types of diets that a _ patient 
might need and ways of making 
the food attractive to the sick 
person. Exhibits of colorful and 
attractive trays were set up as 
examples of inexpensive ways in 
which food for the sick can be 
made appealing. 

The arrangement of the home 
medicine cabinet was demonstrat- 
ed and decisions were made as to 
what medicines and medical sup- 
plies should go into a medicine 
cabinet. Several of the students 
have planned the rearrangement 
of their home medicine cabinets 
as a home experience to follow up 
class work in home care of the 
sick. 

Several students expressed in- 
terest in the nursing profession 
and have learned that the wise 
homemaker will be prepared when 
sickness strikes—Margaret Hol- 
lingsworth, Student Teacher.

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Report from Washington 





In recent weeks I have received 
numerous letters concerning the 
proposed revisions of the Social 
Security Act. Realizing that many 
others throughout the district 
may also be interested in social 
security revisions, I shall devote 
todays’ column to this subject. 

You may recall that in July 
of last year the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a measure ex- 
panding social security benefits. 
Senator Harry Byrd (D., Va.), 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, to which the House- 
approved bill was referred, called 
for extensive hearings on the 
proposed legislation. As a result, 
Senate consideration of the so- 
cial security bill was necessarily 
postponed until the second session 
of the 84th Congress. Hearings 
were begun by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee several weeks 
ago, and a host of witnesses have 
, already testified in connection 
with this legislation. : 

If changes are made by the 
Senate in the House version of 
the bill, it will be returned to 
us for further consideration. If 
not, it will be sent directly to 
the President for final approval 
or disapproval. 


Provisions of House Bill 


As passed by the House of 
Representatives, the bill lowers 
from 65 to 62 the minimum age 
at which women can qualify for 
social security benefits. It also 
lowers from 65. to 50 the age at 
which totally disabled workers 
can become eligible. 


Under present law, benefits re- 
ceived by disabled children are 
discontinued after they reach the 
age of 18. The House bill would 
continue these benefits if total 
disability had occurred before the 
child’s eighteenth birthday. 

The House bill would also 
broaden social security coverage, 
extending it to most professional 
groups (doctors excluded). About 
90 per cent of the working popu- 
lation is now covered, and, under 
the terms of the new legislation, 
coverage would be extended to an 
additional 250,000 workers and 
their families. 

To pay for these expanded so- 
cial security benefits, the payroll 
tax paid by workers and their 
employers. will be raised by this 
legislation from 2 per cent to 2.5 
per cent during 1956. By 1975, 
the rate for both groups will rise 
to 4.5 per cent. For self-employed 
persons now paying a 3 per cent 
social security tax on their in- 
come, the rate will be raised by 
three-fourths of 1 per cent. 


Food Stamp Amendment 


A number of suggested amend- 
ments to the House bill are be- 
ing considered at the present 
time by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. The most publicized of 
these amendments is the food 
stamp plan that has been pro- 
posed by Senator Robert Kerr 
(D. Okla.). This plan would make 
it possible for persons getting va-

rious’ forms of state aid to also 
obtain surplus food commodities. 


The original Kerr proposal is 
now being revised to include sur- 
plus fibers as well as foods. Un- 
der this revised plan, - stamps 
could be exchanged for manufac- 
tured fiber products, such as cot- 
ton clothing, as well as for items 
of food. 


Those eligible for stamps under 
the Kerr proposal would be per- 
sons receiving assistance through 
the following state-administered 
aid programs: (1) public assist- 
ance, (2) unemployment compen- 
sation, (3) old age assistance, (4) 
aid for dependent children, and 
(5) aid for the blind and handi- 
capped. 


Whether the Kerr amendment 


or other amendments to the 
House bill will receive favorable 
consideration is a matter of con- 
jecture at this time. However, 
there is: every. indication that a 
Measure expanding social security 
benefits and coverage will be 
passed before the adjournment of 
the present session of Congress.

R. V. Robertson, plan number 
784, owns 80 acres on the south 
slope of German Hill, near Colum- 
biana. He had SCS workers make 
a preliminary survey for a 300-ft. 
dam about 12 feet high that will 
make an unusually good. lake. 
This hollow is very long, and 


deep water can be held over a 
large proportion of the proposed 
lake. 

The newly constructed Hoyt 
Stephens dam has developed a 
leak that lets water escape 
through the. drain pipe. It seems 
the pipe must have been dis- 
jointed or crushed while the dam 
was being built over it. At pres- 
ent the pipe is being uncovered 
to locate the trouble. 

Other newly constructed lakes, 
like R..M. Lester’s. at Lester’s 
Chapel, and Frank Harwell’s at 
Westover, have filled and are free 
of troubles.

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Report from Washington 





Last Sunday evening I had an 
opportunity to present my views 
on Alabama’s current racial prob- 
lems to an estimated television 
audience of 75,000 in the Wash- 
ington area. I appeared on Sta- 
tion WMAL-TV as the guest of 
Joe McCaffrey, well-known Wash- 
ington news commentator. 


Although my time was limited, 
I explained briefly the tremen- 
dous progress that had been made 
by the Negro race under the 
South’s traditional system of 
segregation, pointing out that this 
had been done with the help of 
Southern white people and wit 
a minimum of strife. 


Present racial tension in the 
South, I said, results directly 
from the’ Supreme Court’s de- 
cision on segregation and the con- 
stant prodding of the NAACP 
and other determined integration- | 
ists. 

Left alone, I told Washington 
television viewers, the responsible 
leaders of the South will continue 
their efforts to work out in peace 
and harmony a satisfactory solu- 
tion. But prodded by the NAACP, 
an organization now - bitterly re- 
sented by the majority of the 
people of Alabama and the South, 
tension will probably increase 
rather than diminish. 


Although the television station 
reported to me the day following 
my appearance that they had re- 
ceived some unfavorable cbmment 
from individual members of the 
NAACP, the mail I received in 
my office has beer most favor- 
able. For example, a lady who 
stated she was a native of Min- 
nesota wrote, “Everything you 
said made sense I agree 
wholeheartedly.” 

If presented the facts concern- 
ing racial problems in the South, 
I am _ convinced the people . of 
other sections of this country will 
be, more. sympathetic and less 
critical, Unfortunately, I am 
afraid’ they are not getting the 
true picture at .the present time-

is $23 million under the budget 
request and $77 million less than 


the 1956 appropriation. Unless 
increased by the Senate, the Hill- 
Burton program will be the re- 
cipient of $111 million for the 
construction of hospitals and med- 
ical facilities. 

The combined amount of $2.3 
billion allowed both these depart- 
ments and their related agencies 
is $116, million less than they 
received for the current fiscal 
year. 











Independent Offices 


Funds appropriated by the 
House for the independent offices 
total $6 billion and will be di- 
vided among 18 governmental 
agencies. The largest share, $4.7 
billion, goes to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. During consideration 
of this measure, the House voted 
to continue in effect the present 
requirement that federal civil 
service employees must retire at 
age 70. A proposal which would 
have prevented any compulsory 
retirement solely because of age 
was’ rejected. 

Compared with 1955, the House 
is ahead of schedule on its ap- 
propriations legislation. Four ma- 
jor money bills have already been 
passed. and sent to the Senate, 
while last year at this time no 
appropriation measures had re- 
ceived House approval.

We have a law that imposes on drivers of automobiles the duty 
of pulling over to the curb and stopping when the fire alarm is 
given and STAYING THERE until the firemen get on the job and 
get away with the fire truck. Instead, it seems that most people - 
would break their necks to get to the scene of the fire ahead of 
the firemen and thus clutter up the area and hinder the firemen ° 
instead of helping them. 

If this practice is not stopped, somebody.is going to land in 
eourt charged’ with willful violation of the law and interfering 
with the fire department. Then somebody will get mighty mad, 
perhaps. If a wreck happens in one of these wild rushes and 
somebody gets killed, then you will be mighty sad. 


The public interest simply can not tolerate the reckless behavior

Congress on Monday of last week 
was a joint declaration of con- 
stitutional principles. This docu- 
ment was signed by 19 members 
of the Senate and 82 members of 
the House of Representatives.

ing out that the unwarranted ex- 
ercise of power by the Supreme 
Court is creating chaos and con- 
fusion in the states principally 
affected, the signers pledged 
themsélves “to use all lawful 
means to bring about a reversal 
of this decision which is contrary 
to the Constitution and to pre- 
vent the use of force in its im- 
plementation.” At the same time 
an appeal was made in the declar- 
ation “not to be provoked by the 
agitators invading our states and 
to scrupulodsly refrain from dis- 
orders and lawless acts.” 

Although those who signed the 
manifesto constituted less than 
one-fifth of the membership of 
the Congress, many of these men 
hold positions of extreme import- 
ance and power in both the House 
and Senate. Eight chairmen of 
the House’s nineteen standing 
committees were among those who 
signed in the House of Represen- 
tatives. Senate signers included 
the chairmen of nine of the Sen- 
ate’s fifteen standing committees. 

The psychological effect of this 
document will, in my opinion, be

Excise Taxes Extended 


Present exicse taxes on cigar- 
ettes, liquor, special motor fuels, 
automobiles and gasoline will con- 


tinue for another year if the 
Senate approves a bill that was 
passed by the House last week. 
This measure, passed by a vote 
of 366 to 4 in the House, also 
extends until April 1, 195%, the 
current corporate income tax. 
Both of these taxes were origin- 
ally fevied during the Korean 
War and have been extended sev- 
eral times since. . 

Should these tax reductions go 
into effect next month as sched- 
uled under the present law, the 
government would lose approxi- 
mately $3 billion in annual reve- 
nue, and there would be no hope 
of balancing the national budget 
during the next fiscal” year. 

The House-approved bill con- 
tinues corporate income tax, rates 
at 30 per cent on the first $25,- 
000 of earnings and 52 per cent 
on the remainder. Under exist- 
ing law, they are scheduled to 
drop to 25 and 47 per cent re- 
spectively on April 1. 

‘Tax Changes Sought 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee, which is responsible 
for writing tax legislation, re- 
ported the excise and corporate 
income tax extension: bill without 
a dissenting vote. At the same 
time, it was revealed that a 
Ways. and Means subcommittee 
has drafted about 70 proposals 
for excise tax revisions. The pur- 
pose of these revisions is to elim- 
inate certain inequities and to 
simplify administrative details 
without changfng existing rates, 

Of course, the subcommittee’s 
proposals must first be approved 
by the full Ways and Means Com- 
mittee before a bill containing 
the recommendations can be pre- 
sented to the House for cénsid- 
eration.

Housewives Should Be 
Prepared for Kitchen Fires 


Grease fires.in the kitchen need 
not spread very far or inflict 


painful burns if the «housewife 
takes certain safety measures. 
Dr. D. G. Gill, state health of- 
ficer, said today that grease fires 
in or on the stove tisually startle 
the housewife. But if she has pre- 
pared earlier to handle such 
emergencies, she can act delib- 
erately to control the fire. 


Such a fire which starts in the 
oven of the stove, for example, 
can be stopped simply by closing 
the oven door and shutting off 
air from the blaze. For a grease 
blaze on top of the stove, baking 
soda or salt can be used to 
sprinkle the fire. The soda, es- 
pecially, forms a cloud and tends 
to shut off the air supply, Dr. 
Gill explained. 


The state health officer cau- 
tioned against using such items 
as flour and meal. Such material 
is highly combustible, and may 
cause an explosion, he pointed 
out.

On September 15, 1953 the 
Town of Calera entered into a 
contract with the State Planning 
Board, whereby the Town of Ca- 
léra would pay the state a cer- 
tain sum of money annually and 
the State of Alabama matches 
this' amount. This contract was 
for the purpose of employing the 
aid of the State Planning Board 
in making plans and studies to 
help the city grow in a proper 
manner and to the best interest 
of the public. \ 

Subsequently the Town Council 
created the Calera Town Planning 
Commission of nine members. The 
present members are Cecil Wells, 
chairman, Warren Findley, secre- 
tary, Sidney Bird, W. H. Craw- 
ford, J. L. Hill, T. W. Lawrence, 
Roy Downs, O. C. Farris, and J. 
W. Martin Sr., city building in- 
spector. 

The planning commission works 
with the Town Council and any 
legislation or acts adopted by the 
planning commission must be ap- 
proved by the Town Council be- 
fore they become law. 

A zoning ordinance was or- 
dained by the Town of Calera in 
July, 1954. This ordinance pro- 
vides for establishment of dis- 
tricts and to regulate the height, 
size of buildings, the percentage 
of lot that may be occupied, the 
size of yards and _ other open 
spaces, the density of population, 
and the use of buildings and the 
land; and to provide methods of 
administration/ and penalties for 
violation thereof. A zoning map 
of Calera is a part of the ordi- 
nance and is filed in the office of 
- the Town Clerk. 

The system of having a builder 
or subdivider obtain a permit was 
adopted. The procedure for ob- 
taining a pbuilding permit is as 
follows: ¢ 

1. Obtain an application for a 
permit from the Town Clerk. 

2. Upon completion of the ap- 
plication, return same to the 
Town Clerk, accompanied with $3 
fee. ' 

8. The application must also be 
accompanied with the plans and 
specifications or blueprints of the 
proposed structure. These will be 
returned after the planning com- 
mission passes on them, 


4. The Town rk will then 
submit to the City Building In- 
spector, Mr. J. W. Martin 8r., 
the application and accompanying 
papers. 

5. The Building Inspector will 
then consult with three members 
of the Planning Commission, to- 
gether they will either approve 
or disapprove the application. 

6. In case of approval, a cer- 
tificate of compliance will be is- 
sued. If the application is disap- 
proved, thé coficerned people will 
be notified. 

The foregoing is published in 
the public interest at the request 
of Warren G. Findley,’ secretary 
of the Calera Town Planning 
Commission.

A couple days ago, some of us were 
discussin’ ways to rais¢ more money 
for our country. A feller down the 
road came up with an excellent sug- 
gestion: tax every political speech 
made in this country.

His plan would take a lot of 
doing, but it would give us an 
opening wedge to reduce taxes. A 
wedge such as this would be impor- 
tant, just as wedges are important 
in the lumbering of big trees — the 
kind of trees they grow up in Ore- 
gon, Washington and British 
Columbia. Unlike taxation, how- 
ever, a wedge used in timber work 
— following a saw cut — prevents 
pinching. I es it easier to com- 
plete the cut. In felling trees, a 
wedge can be used to tip the tree 
in the desired direction. Maybe an 
opening wedge is just what we need 
— for timberin’ or politickin’. 

* * * 

Many fellers use wooden wedges in 
the timber, particularly when they're 
working with soft woods. Wooden 
wedges are cheap, and they can be 
home-made. Hardwood is best: dog- 
wood, ironwood, hard maple and 
beech. But wedges made from green 
timber don’t stand up very well. 

* * * 

I find it’s best to use a wedge 
that’s been cut with a saw. It seems 
to work better than one shaped 
with an axe. The roughened sur- 
face left by the saw holds better. 
And it’s good to use a wooden 
wedge with a chain saw. Since the 
wedge is apt to come in contact 
with the moving chain on the back, 
steel wedges would only damage 
the saw. 


” 


* * 

Sométimes, however, if you're 
workin’ a crew in the woods, it's. best 
to use steel wedges. A crew can split.a 
heap of wooden wedges during a day. 
You can buy steel wedges from any 
saw dealer or you can have them made 
up in a blacksmith shop. I've found 
the best metal wedges are those that 
are laft untempered. If you strike a 
tempered steel wedge witha tempered 
steel sledge, the wedge is apt to spall 
and the flyin’ fragments can be 
dangeroys enough to send you to your 
doctor.

Due to a shortage in the sup- 
ply of polio vaccine the County 
Health Nurse has been unable to 
visit some of the schools to give 
first shots to the last eligible 
group—10 through 14 years. 


A few hundred doses of vaccine 
have just been received by the 
Health Department and_ these 
schools will be visited by the 
nurse within the next two weeks. 

Second shots for this age group 
may not be giver in the schools 
during the present term unless 
considerably more ,vaccine becomes 
available. 

The Health Department, how- 
ever, will endeavor to keep some 
vaccine at the office at all times 
for giving second shots~and to 
supply the physicians of the 
county. 

One dose of vaccine gives a 
considerable amount of protection 
against polio but it is most de- 
sirable to get the second shot if 
possible.—Dr. E. F. Sloan, County 
Health Officer.

Report from Washington

Without a dissenting vote; the 
House of Repfesentatives con- 
curred last week in the Senate 
amendments to a measure provid- 
ing additional authority during 
the current fiscal year for both 
the special school milk program 
and the _ brucellosis-eradication 
program. 

This measure (H. R, 8320), as 
passed in February by the House 
of Representatives, provided an 
additional -$10 million for the 
school milk program as well as 
an additional $2 million for bru- 
cellosis eradication for fiscal 1956. 
The Senate, by amendments to 
the House bill, extended both of 
these programs for an additional 


two years with increased authori- 
zations. 

These amendments extended the 
school milk program through fis- 
cal 1958 and increased te $75 


million the amount of Commodity 
Credit Corporation funds avail- 
able for this purpose during each 
of the next two fiscal years. At 
the same time, the brucelosis- 
eradication program received a 
similar extension and its funds 
were increased to $20 million an- 
nually for fiscal 1957 and 1958. 

The Senate amendments also 
extended the milk program to 
child care centers, nursery schools, 
settlement houses, summer camps, 
and similar non-profit institutions.

4 Foreign Aid Request 


The President recommended~ to 
Congress last week a foreign aid 
program of $4,859,975 for the fis- 
eal year beginning next July 1. 
Funds requested by the President 


include $2.9 billion for military 
aid to other nations. The remain- 
ing amount is to be.in the form 
of economic assistance. 

President Eisenhower, in his 
special foreign aid message, said 
that in order to meet new threats 
posed by shifting Soviet tactics, 
the new program! should assure 
continuity—for at least ten years 
—and also greater flexibility for 
the Administration in ‘spending 
funds where they are needed 
most. 


Committee Consideration 


In the House of Representatives 
it is the responsibility of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee to 
write an authorization bill which 
will limit expenditures for the 
foreign aid program. This com- 
mittee, of which I am a member, 
began hearings last Tuesday on 
the program and has already 
heard several high /government 
officials -testify in support of the 
‘Administration’s requests. They 
include the Secretary of State, 
John Foster Dulles; thé Under 
Secretary of State, Herbert Hoov- 
er, Jr.; the Commander of NATO 
forces, General Alfred Gruenther; 
and the Director of the Interna- 
tional Cooperation Administration, 
John B. Hollister. These hearings 
will continue for a number of 
weeks before the committee at- 
tempts to draw up the final draft 
of the bill. 4 

While testimony in behalf. of 
the President’s recommendations 
is being received by the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, opposition to 
several of the President’s -re- 


- 


quests has been expressed by key 
members of the Congress. Rep. 
Richards of South Carolina, chair- 
man of the House: Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee, has stated that 
he believes the. President’s re- 
quests are “sound in ‘principle, 
but that the amount is too high.” 
Senator Walter George, chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, has announced oppo- 
sition to the long term commit- 
ments recommended by President 
Eisenhower. 

Although there is every indica- 
tion a. foreign aid program will 
be passed by Congress again this 
year, the bill in its final form 
may differ considerably from the 
President’s original recommenda- 
tions.

Social Security 
Benefits For 
Farmers Explained 


“Many. Shelby County farmers 
have already filed tax returns 
for the 1955 calendar year,” J. 
W. Overstreet, Jr., Social Security 
Administration, Birmingham, an- 
nounced today. “This year for the 
first time they have paid self- 
employment tax for social secur- 
ity protection.” He emphasized 
that all farmers who netted $400 
or more in 1955 from farming 
must file these returns by April 
15, 1956. Proper tax returns and 
advice concerning taxes can be 
obtained from the District Di- 
rector of Internal Revenue, Bir- 
mingham. 


Mr. Overstreet explained, “This 
social security credit will mean 
much to farm families. Suppose 
we take the case of a young and 
prosperous farmer with a wife 
and child. His earnings up to 
$4,200 a year are taxable for so- 
cial security. In the event he 
should die soon after the close 
of his second crop year under so- 
cial security and had made the 
maximum of $4,200 in both years, 
the widow and small child would 
receive a monthly _ benefit of 
$162.80. 


“Few farmers make $4,200 a 
year,” Mr. Overstreet cohtinued. 
“Let us consider an _ instance 
where the farmer makes $1,200 
a@ year on an average. At that 
rate he can qualify for $55 per 
month when he is 65. His wife, 
after reaching 65, may qualify 
for $27.50 per month, or a total 
of $82.50 for the two. If a farm- 
er who makes $1,200 a year (two 
crop years is the minimum re- 
quirement) after 1954 should die, 
survived by a widow and two 
young children, $82.60 could be 
paid them every month, termin- 
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ating when the youngest child 
reaches 18. Payments to the 
widow could be resumed when 
she reaches 65. : 

“Write your Social Security Of- 
fice, 1825 First Avenue, North, 
Birmingham, for a booklet show- 
ing the benefits payable farm 
families under social security,” 
Mr. Overstreet invited. “And don’t 
overlook the filing of that tax 
return before April 15, 1956,” he 
cautioned.

Dear Editor: 


I am getting bored with wild 
projections and estimates of the 
costs of veterans’ benefits. Let’s 
keep the record straight, right 
from official government records. 

Back in 1890, veterans made up 
2.1 per cent of our population. 
The cost of bénefits they received 
represented 1.2 per cent of the 
national income. 

Today our veteran population 
represents almost 13 per cent of 
our total population. There are 
more than six times as many vet- 
erans as 66 years ago, yet today 
the cost of veterans benefits in 
the coming fiscal year will total 
approximately 1.5 per cent of 
our national income. In other 
words, we are expending only 
three-tenths of one per cent more 
of our national income to take 
care of the enormous increase in 
the number of our veterans. 

Compared with our foreign aid 
expenditures, the veteran cost is 
insignificant. — Mrs. C. E. Tid- 
well, Publicity Chairman, Ware- 
Crim Unit No. 56, Calera.

A car, like its driver, can benefit from a periodic check-up. 
And what more logical time for a really thorough going over than 
Spring? You may be changing from a winter to a summer weight 
oil and having the anti-freeze solution drained from the radiator, 


so why not go all out for a real tune-up? 


' What needs to be done? It will 
help you a great deal to get out 
your Owner’s Manual and study 
it for the needs of your particu- 
‘lar car. This booklet will give you 
‘a number of good pointers for 
‘general care of your car through- 
out the entire year. 

Here are some 
suggestions on 
general areas to 
check: 

: BRAKES. 
| Both brake ped- 
al and clutch 
’ pedal (if you 
- have standard 
transmission) 
~should be 
| Ses mee checked to see 
| MissChapman that they work 
properly, and the whole braking 
system should be gone over. 

MOTOR OIL. Engine oil should 
be changed according to the in- 
structions of the car manufacturer. 
This may vary from every 2,500 
to 5,000 miles, according to make 
of car and the type of driving you 
do. If you do much stop-and-go 
driving, you probably should 
change it more frequently. Also 
the oil filter cartridge should be 
changed at the recommended in- 
tervals to keep your motor oil 
clean. 
| LUBRICATION. Your car 
should be on a regular lubri- 
cation schedule, Again, your 
owner’s manual will list a number 
of lubrication operations that 
‘should be attended to at intervals 
of 1,000 miles. 
| ENGINE TUNE-UP. Your spark 
plugs may be a little fatigued 
-after all that winter driving. They 
‘are supposed to fire evenly so 
‘that you get the most perform- 
ance out of your engine and the 








gas you put into it. If you listen 
to the sound your engine makes 
as you drive along, you can tell 
whether the spark plugs are per- 
forming properly. If the “heart- 
beat” of the engine is regular, 
chances are it’s all right. If the 
plugs sound as though they are 
missing a beat, or if you do not 
get a steady forward pull when 
you step on the accelerator, bet- 
ter have your spark plugs looked 
at. 

AUTOMATIC TRANSMISSION. 
All automatic transmissions op- 
erate on a hydraulic principle— 
oil does the work. The transmis- 
sion has its own special oil which 
flows around the gears and 
“shifts” it from first into second, 
and so on. The proper level of 
oil must be maintained or the 
transmission will not work prop- 
erly. . 

WINDSHIELD WIPERS. The 
rubber blades may need replac- 
ing if they are worn down, and 
the ‘arms should be adjusted to 
get the most scraping power. 

HEADLIGHTS. Beams may 
need readjusting so that you get 
the best long-distance lighting. 

ELECTRICAL SYSTEM. It 
would be an excellent idea to 
have all wiring examined. 

With all these things taken 
care of, you should be able to 
breeze through summer with a

Instead of building then, Frank 
planted his meadow outlet and 
worked on the job of filling 
washes and plowing ‘down high 
spots. 

This March SCS technicians 
were able to lay out a very nice 
system of terraces on this field. 
No terrace is over 900 feet long, 
curves are long and gradual, -and 
an even number of pairs of rows 
lies between each two terraces 
except for one short “spur” ter- 
race near the top of his hill. 

In addition the meadow outlet 
has had a year to get ready to 
handle the water. 

A similar terrace system is be- 
ing laid out on Dr. R. C. Lewis’ 
farm near Chelsea, This coopera- 
tor also planted an additional les- 
pedeza bicolor wildlife border this 
spring.

Drinkard Explains 
New State Fishing 
License Law 


With fishermen throughout the 
state buying licenses in prepara- 
tion for spring fishing, W. H. 
Drinkard, director of the Depart- 
ment of Conservation, explained 
today that “rod and reel” and 
“pole and line” anglers need to 
purchase only one state fishing 
license although they use both 
kinds of tackle: . 


“It has come to my attention 
that many fishermen are con- 
fused about whether they are re= 
quired to buy both the $2 rod and 
reel and $1 pole and line license 
if they use both types of tackle. 
The new fishing license law as 
enacted by the 1955 Legislature 
allows the holder of a $2 rod and 
reel license to use any legal 
meafis of taking fish other than 
commercial fishing gear,’’ Drink- 
ard said. “Pole and line fishermen 
who don’t fish with rod and reel 
need only a $1 license,” he said. 


This law was not intended to 
cause any person to buy two li- 
censes. Its primary purpose was 
to place a license on the pole and 
line fisherman when he fishes out- 


side his eounty of residence; in 
the past, the rod and reel fisher- 
men have had to bear the finan- 
cial burden of fish conservation 
in Alabama and this law spreads 
the responsibility to all fishermen 
who gain benefit from the state 
fisheries program, the conserva- 
tion director said. 

Alabama’s fish hatcheries and 
stocking programs, part of its 
fishing law enforcement, acquisi- 
tion of public access areas to 
fishing waters, fish disease re- 
search, public lake construction 
and biological aid to pond owners 
are some of the jobs and projects 
paid for by fishing license money.

Last week I made three sepa- 
rate appearances before Congres- 
sional committees to request 
funds for river development proj- 
ects important to our District 
and State.'On Tuesday, in a state- 
ment to the House Appropriations 
Committee, I requested that the 
sum of $160,000 ‘be included in 
the Public Works Appropriation 
bill for a re-study of the pro- 
posed Tennessee-Tombigbee Wa- 
terway. 


This waterway,, designed to 
connect the Tennessee River with 
the Gulf of Mexico: via the Tom- 
bigbee River, was authorized by 
Congress. in 1946. However, funds 
have never been appropriated to 
begin construction. In 1951, after 
a special study of this proposed 
river development project, a sub- 
committee of the House Appro- 
priations Committee issued a re- 
port which concluded that the 
“proposed Tennessee - Tombigbee 
Waterway cannot be justified by 
the statutory criterion of a fa- 
vorable benefit-cost ratio unless 
economic conditions in the gen- 
eral area of the project undergo 
a drastic change.” 


My request for re-study funds 
was based on the premise that 
“economic conditions in the gen- 
eral area of the project” have 
undergone “the drastic change” 
referred to in the subcommittee’s 
report. 

Also testifying in behalf of the 
Tenness¢e” - Tombigbee Project 
were Representatives Frank Boy- 
kin and Carl Elliott of Alabama 
and Rep. Tom Abernethy of Mis- 
sissippi. \ 


Warrior-Tombigee 


The following day I appeared 
with several other members of 
the Alabama delegation before 
both the House and Senate Ap- 
propriations Committees to re- 
quest funds to continue the or- 
derly schedule of improvements 
on the Warrior-Tombigbee Wa- 
terway. 

In my statements I urged the 
committees to approve the sum of 
$4,580,000 for the Warrior Lock 
and Dam for fiscal year 1957. 
This installation, begun in Octo- 
ber 1954, is located on the War- 
rior River in our Sixth District 
between Eutaw and Greensboro. 
The Corps of Engineers has indi- 
catéd that the sum of $4,580,000 
will be sufficient to continue on 
schedule this important projest. 

In addition to my request for 
Warrior Lock and Dam funds, 1 
joined with my Alabama col- 
leagues in asking the committees 
for an initial appropriation to 
begin construction on the pro- 
posed Jackson Lock and Dam and 
also for sufficient funds to com- 
plete the “first-phase” deepen- 
ing of the Mobile Ship Channel.

Construction of 
Men‘s Dormitory 
To Begin Soon 


Construction of the new men’s 
dormitory at Alabama College is 
scheduled to start before May 1. 

The Board of Trustees of Ala- 
bama College will meet on the 
campus April 18 to officially ac- 
cept the construction bid by the 
A. W. Talbert Construction Co. 
of Selma. Cost of construction of 
the three-story dormitory to be 
located on Oak Street between 
Vine and North Boundary Streets 
will be $568,350.00. 

Other scheduled action of the 
Board of Trustees will be the ac 
ceptance of bids for $700,000.00 
in revenue bonds being offered 
by Alabama College. This sum 
will cover costs of construction 
of the new dormitory, furniture 
and fixtures for the new dormi- 
tory and $50,000 for repairs to 
Main Dormitory. 

-Other developments in the ex- 
pansion and coeducation plans for 
Alabama College include the con- 
struction of two brick apartment 
houses. Control of the apartments 
will be retained by Alabama Col- 
lege for purposes of providing 
housing for faculty members. The 
buildings will be financed by pri- 
vate capital. 

Each apartment building will 
contain four two-bedroom family 
size apartments. The buildings 
are expected to be ready for oc- 
cupancy by the opening of school 
in September, 1956.

IT’S UP TO YOU

Most of the goods and services 
referred in the UN Declara- 
tion of Human’ Rights do not 
exist. These desirable things have 
to be earned, to be produced. 

The term “rights” refers to 
things already in existence to 
which one may be entitled in the 
sense that one’s title is enforce- 
able against others or to things 
that belong to all of us with no 
individual being allowed to. pre- 
vent anyone from enjoying them. 

One cannot have a right to a 
trip to the moon for ft does not 
exist. Everyone cannot have a 
right to a bathtub for there are 
not enough in existence. We all 
have a right to freedom, a right 
to work and produce bathtubs or 
other goods which we may de- 
sire, but we do not have a right 
to take goods from others by 
force. 

As long as one does not injure 
others society has no right to in- 
terfere with ‘his life, liberty, pur- 
suit of happiness or the exercise 
of his abilities to acquire desire- 
able goods and services. One 
does not have a right, however, 
to enjoy these things if that 
means taking them from others 


' by force. 


The UN Declaration of Human 
Rights is wrong in proceeding 
on the basis that the desirable 
objectives it sets forth should, be 
conferred upon everyone by the 
coercive power of government— 
that is, forcibly taking from 
some such wéalth as they have 
in order to tonfer a portion of 
it upon others. In the first place 
the goods and services do not 
exist, and if they did, to take 
them by force from those who 
had them and to give them to 
others would be theft, and a vio- 
lation of the moral law. 

The objectives set up in the UN 
Declaration of Human Rights are 
goals to be attained, not rights 
to be enforced against others.

Complacency and TB 


By Dr. E. F. Sloan 
County Health Officer 


In very recent years the tuber- 
culosis picture has changed con- 
siderably. Because of the more 
specific methods of treatment and 
the consequent lowering of the 
death rate, many lay and some 
professional people have develop- 
ed an attitude of corhplacency and 
over-optimism. 

While many. patients are being 
restored to health who would for- 
merly have been lost, the fact re- 
mains that tuberculosis is a 
chronic communicable disease. Its 
treatment requires many months 
and relapses are common; and 
a not inconsiderable number of 
cases, after receiving the maxi- 
mum benefit from medical treat- 
ment have a residual lesion re- 
maining which can only be cured 
by surgical removal of a segment 
a lobe or the entire lung. 


When found early, many of the 
complications of tuberculosis can 
be prevented and the length of 
treatment can be shortened. It 
is, therefore, of great importance 
for every. individual to have a 
chest X-ray once a year or oft- 
ener. 

Considerable experimental work 
is now being done in the treat- 
ment of children under 12 years 


of age who have a positive skin 
test but no X-ray evidence of act- 
ive tuberculosis. There is a large 
number of these children and a 
considerable number of them will 
eventually develop active disease. 


The experimental work is not 
yet conclusive but it is entirely 
possible that in the near future it 
will be good practice to treat 
children with positive skin tests, 
The positive skin test shows that 
the tuberctlosis germ has entered 
the body and it can lie dormant 
in a small lung lesion or a lymph 
node for many years and then 
suddenly become active. 

From this large group of pos- 
itive skin reactors will tome our 
future cases of active tuberculosis 
and every effort is being made to 


devise some method of treatment 
of these primary infections.

| Report from Washington 





In probably one of the most 
important votes of the present 
session, Congress last week pass- 
ed a compromise version of the 
controversial farm bill. By a vote 
of 237-181, members of the House 
of Representatives approved the 
House-Senate conference report 


on the farm bill after rejecting 


a proposal to send it back to the 
Agriculture Committee for re- 
visions. Only a few hours after 
the action of the House, the con- 
ference report was also adopted 
in the Senate by a safe margin. 
Soil Bank Plan 

Among the important provisions 
of the bill are those that con- 
stitute the so-called soil bank pro- 
gram. Under this program, pay-

ments are authorized to farmers 
for voluntarily reducing their 
crops as well as for shifting crop- 
lands into forage, teees, or water 
storage. 

The soil bank plan, recommend- 
ed by President Eisenhower early 
in the session, is one of the few 
major provisions of the farm bill 
that the Administration approves. 

Rigid Price Supports 

In addition to the soil bank 
plan, the farm bill provides for 
rigid supports at 90 per cent of 
parity, effective for one year, for 
the five basic crops—wheat, corn, 
cotton, rice and peanuts. The 
adoption of this provisions con- 
stituted a significant setback for 
the Administration as it had urg-

from 82% per cent to 90 per cent 
of parity. . 

If the President vetoes the bill 
and Congress fails to muster the 
necessary two-thirds majority, to 
override it, price supports will 
revert back to the 75-90 per cent 
of parity formula of the basic 
law. The present formula, which 
applied to the 1955 crops, was 
enacted only as a 8 one-year 
amendment. 

Cotton Acreage Freeze 

During the first few weeks of 

the present session, I was among 


several members of Congress 
from the cotton belt who intro- 
duced legislation designed to 


freeze minimum cotton acreage at 
the 1955 lavel. Although this leg- 
islation was, not adopted, the 
farm bill as passed last week con- 
tains a provision- that will main- 
tain minimum cotton acreage al- 
lotments for the next two years 
at the present, level of 17.4 mil- 
lion acres. 


President’s Decision 


There are no easy answers to 
the complex farm problem, :and 
most of us who voted for the 
farm bill realize it is not the 
final answer. Yet, this legislation 
as passed by both the House and 
Senate does represent an effort 
to provide what seems to be the 
best solution possible at this time. 

As this report is written, the 
fate of the farm bill rests in the 
hands of President Eisenhower. 
Although most Republican con- 
gressional leaders have predicted 
the President will veto the meas- 
ure, a number of prominent Dem- 
ocrats believe he will sign it. By 
the time this report’ reaches you, 
possibly the President’s decision 
will have been announced.

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GRAND JURY REPORT 


State of Alabama, Shelby County 
—In the Circuit Court of Shelby 
County, Alabama 
To the Honorable A. L. Harde- 

gree, Judge of Said Court: 

We, the Grand Jury of Shelby 
County, herewith submit our re- 
port to Your Honor. 

We have investigated 53 cases 
during our deliberations and we 
return into Court 38 indictments; 
$2 of which are for felonies and 
the remainder are for misdeanors. 
These indictments are for the 
following offenses: burglary and 
larceny, 21; robbery, 4; man- 
slaughter and assaults 4; distill- 
ing, 3; gambling 6. We have ques- 
tioned 86 witnesses. 

We have examined audits of 
the accounts of various public of- 
ficials in Shelby County, prepared 
by the examiners of the State 
Department of Examiners of Pub- 
lic Accounts, viz: Office of Tax 
Collector, Office of Tax Assessor, 
Montevallo Cemetery Board, Town 
of Montevallo, Water Works 
Board, Montevallo, Board of Rev- 
enue and Control, County Treas- 
urer, Office of Judge of Probate, 
Consolidated Report, Justices of 
Peace, These audits reflect credit 
upon the public officials involved. 
We commend them for their good 
work. We do note that several 
justices of the peace have not 
submitted regular monthly reports 
as required by law. We have sug- 
gested to the Solicitor that he 
contact each of these officials 
and urge that they bring their 
reports upto date prior to the 
next meeting of the grand jury. 

We visited the jail and found 
the premises to be clean and san- 
itary. We saw. one of the meals 
that had been prepared for the 
prisoners and in our judgment it 
was adequate. It is our judgment 
that the jail is sufficient for the 
safe guarding of the prisoners 
and we commend Jailer Elvie 
Parker for the evidence of his 
good work that we found. 

We have by committee exam- 


ined the Courthouse Annex, the| 


Courthouse and the surrounding 
grounds. We found all of this 
property to be in an excellent 
state of cleanliness and we ex- 
press appreciation to those 
charged with the _ responsibility 
of maintenance. We note that the 
County Officials are having a 
new parking area made just west 
of the Courthouse annex. We sug- 
gest that the present parking 
lot and the new area be marked 
for parking spaces so that the 
manner of parking will permit 
full utilization of the space avail- 
able, 

Our inspections have revealed 
that the ladies’ rest room now 
being used by the public is lo- 
cated to the rear of the court 
room, accessible by climbing a 
rather steep flight of stairs. We 
would suggest that a ladies’ rest 
room be left unlocked on thé 
ground floor of the annex build- 
ing for use by the public. 

With refergnce to the court- 
house basement we recommend as 
follows: that a lavatory and mir- 
ror be installed; that compart- 
ment doors be installed and that 
seats be placed on the commodes. 

We understand that county of- 
ficials contemplate certain repairs 
to the courthouse building. We 
hope that this will include needed 
repairs to the roof of the build- 
ing and to the front porch. We 
believe it important to give early 
attention to these porions of the 
building in order to avoid more 
expensive repair bills later.

Out in California, more than 45,000 
acres of timber land were placed 
under the tree farm program last year 
— bringing the state’s total to some 
1,856,000 acres of privately-owned 
land that are devoted to growin’ tim- 
ber as a crop. And that means — in 
the nation as a whole —that tree 
farmin’ has spread to 7534 separate 
tree farms and 38 million acres in 40 
states!

I like to hear about farmers 
raisin’ all them trees, ’cause trees 
have played such a big part in our 
history. They saved the colony at 
Jamestown, y’know. Ever hear the 
story? 

* * * 

One mornin’ Captain John Smith 
received an angry letter from the 
London bankers who had financed the 
Jamestown colony. Bankers said that, 
since the colonists hadn't sent any gold 
or silver back to England, the bankers 
would abandon the colony if the next 
ship to England didn’t bring back 
enough products to pay the company’s 
expenses of about $8000. Well, sir, 
John Smith knew there wasn't no 
chance of findin’ gold or silver there- 
abouts, but he knew the English badly 
needed “naval stores’— tar, pitch, tur- 
pentine and rosin—which could be 
made from the pine trees that grew 
around the colony. 

* * % 


So he put his people to work — 
tappin’ pines for turpentine, cuttin’ 
trees for clapboards and wainscot- 
ing, burnin’ wood to make soap- 
ashes, and collectin’ frankincense 
from the trunks of the loblolly pine. 
When the ship returned to Eng- 
land, it carried a cargo of manu- 
factured forest products — the first 
from America: From then on, the 
Virginia colonists sent quantities of 
naval stores. And in May, 1620 — 
the same year the Mayflower set 

il for the New World — the bank- 

held a meetin’ in London, and 
decided to continue to support 
‘Jamestown as a sound business 
venture. Virginia’ s forestlands had 
saved the colony!

Good Drivers Have Five 





Visual Habits, Expert Says 


By Mary Lou Chapman 


All expert drivers possess five seeing habits which they use 
whenever they get behind the wheel, according to driver training 
specialist Harold L. Smith of Detroit. 

Your routine driving habits determine how many accidents 


you may have, Smith’s findings show. 


“Driving is therefore a 


matter of knowing what to look® 


for and knowing what it means,” 

he says. “If we know, our timing 

is correct, and we avoid even. the 

near-miss traffic problems.” 
The five habits are: 


1. Aim High in Steering. 
This means to steer for the cen- 
ter of your 

\ lane. Don’t hug 
sme: the center line 
© of the street, or 
: wander over to 
either side of 
your lane. When 
looking at your 
path don’t look 
just over the 
- hood of the car. 
: nstead, look 
Miss Chapman well ahead. Do 
this both in moving forward and 
in turning a corner. Your car then 
travels nicely on center in the 
lane ‘and. your eyes are free for 
watching traffic problems. At

night, watch beyond your head-. 


lights for dark shapes on the 
road. When visibility is poor and 
you must look low to find your 
path, the high-aim habit automati- 
cally holds your speed down to a 
safe level. 

2. Get the Big Picture. ‘Keep 
general watch over a wide, deep 
traffic scene. Few drivers . pay 
attention far enough ahead, and 
most drivers often limit their 
attention to a car just in front 
of them. View that car just ahead 
as ‘a tiny part of a bigger scene. 

3.. Keep Your Eyes Moving. 
Most traffic conflicts come from 
the sides. A driver with a fixed 
ferward stare is slow to see 
such conflicts. If he does manage 
to stop in time, his sudden stop

So 
force your eyes to move at least 
once each two seconds. Check 
both sides of the road far ahead, 
and glance into the rear mirror 
at least every five seconds. Make 
it a habit, so you will do it even 
when mentally preoccupied. 

4, Leave Yourself an Out. 
Keep a good stopping margin 
ahead, and also try as much 
as possible to keep open space 
on at least one side so you can 
swerve away from sudden danger. 
Do not ride in a cluster of vehi- 
cles any longer than necessary. 
Either get out front or drop 
back slightly. 

5. Make Sure They See You. 
This applies to any other driver 
or pedestrian in. a_ position 
where you must depend on him 
to stay put until you get past 
him. Unless you are sure he 
sees you and shows by his actions 
that he will keep out of your 
path, give several brief taps on 
the horn—or at night flick your 
upper and lower headlight 
beams. Give this warning as early 
as you can, so you can still take 
an escape course if necessary. 

After you make these five rules 
strong habits, Smith adds, remind 
yourself occasionally of three of 
them: Get the big picture; keep 
your eyes moving; make sure they 
see you.

Senator Robertson says it is now the South’s turn to 
appeal to public opinion. 
WASHINGTON, -D. C.—The present reaction of Southerners to 


the Supreme Court decision of 1954 prohibiti 
gated schools has been compared b 
of Virginia to the reaction of No

states. 
Explaining that he had en- 
joyed friendly relations in the 


Senate with Senator Lehman, 
although they had differed on 
economic and social problems, 
Robertson said it was without 
rancor or bitterness that he pro- 
posed to point out “how incon- 
sistent it is for a distinguished 
member of this body to make a 
strong and determined fight on 
one phase of States’ rights and 
attempt to deny a similar priv- 
ilege to others who invoke the 
same doctrine but on a different 
issue.” 

The declaration signed by 
Southern members of Congress, 
Robertson said, condemned the 
Supreme Court decision as un- 
warranted under the division of 
powers provided by the Consti- 
tution and unwise not only be- 
cause of the effect it would have 
on public schools but also be- 
cause of the damage it would do 
to our constitutional form of 
government. The declaration ad- 
vocated only “lawful” means to 
bring about a reversal of the 
Court’s decision. Robertson re- 
called that after the Eighteen 
(prohibition) Amendment and 
the enforcement act adopted by 
Congress had been ae by 
the Supreme Court a test 
case, Senator Lehman’s state 
had refused to cooperate in en- 
forcement of the law. He quoted 
the U. S. District Attorney for 
the Southern District of New 
York as saying repeal of the 
New York enforcement act was 
“the hardest blow the enforce- 
ment of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment had received.” 


What New York Did 


Robertson also quoted state- 
ments of New York officials as 
to the thousands of speakeasies 
which operated in that state 
during the prohibition period 
and recalled that former Mayor 
LaGuardia of New York City 
had said it would take 250,000 
policemen and an additional 
force of 200,000 “to police the 
the police” to enforce prohibi- 
tion in New York. 

Recalling that Senator Leh- 
man had been Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of New York during this 
period and was Governor when 
the Eighteenth Amendment was 
repealed, Robertson quoted 
Lehman as saying that repeal 
marked “the end, so far as this 
state is concerned, of a fifteen- 
qose long struggle carried on by 

ousands of devoted and patri- 
otic men and women against 
sumptuary legislation which at 
no time represented the uncon- 
trolled sentiment of a majority 
of the people of this country.” 
He said former Governor Alfred 
E. Smith of New York had ad- 
mitted, however, that those who 
fought against prohibition had 
been called nullificationists and 
enemies of the Constitution. 

Robertson asked if Lehman 
would not recognize “that the 
decree requiring the Southern

States to operate fnixed schools 
instead of requiring separate but 
equal schools for the races is in 
our eyes ‘sumptuary’.” 

The Virginia Senator said 
that in 1859 the State of Wis- 
consin had opposed a Supreme 
Court decision requiring return 
of fugitive slaves and the legis- 
lature of that state had passed 
a resolution denouncing the 
Court and saying that its order 
was “without authority, void 
and of no force.” 


Lincoln Quoted 


Robertson said it was with 
reference to this Wisconsin ac- 
tion that Abraham Lincoln in 
1861 had said: “If the policy of 
the government upon vital ques- 
tions affecting the whole Ya bes 
is to be irrevocably fixed by a 
decision of the Supreme Court 
the instant they are made, in or- 
dinary litigation between parties 
in personal actions, the people 
will have ceased to be their own 
rulers, having to that extent 
practically resigned the govern- 
ment into the hands of that emi- 
nent tribunal.” 

The Senator also quoted Elihu 
Root as saying at the New York 
convention to ratify repeal of 
the prohibition amendment that 
the American people had 
learned two vital lessons. “One 
is that our Constitutional gov- 
ernment rests upon two bases, 
national strength and local self- 
government, and that both are 
essential to the continuance of 
our free democracy. ... The 
other lesson is of higher and 
broader importance, that human 
progress, that advance along the 
road of civilization from brutish 
animalism to the conceptions of 
justice and charity ... has been 
made not by compulsion, but 
by the development of higher 
standards of conduct and nobler 
emotions among the people; a 
lesson that advance in all that is 
noble and good comes not from 
without, but from within.” 

Robertson said Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in a presidential cam- 
paign speech said prohibition 

ad failed because “we have de- 
pemded too largely upon the 
power of governmental action 
instead of recognizing that the 
authority of the home and that 
of the churches in these matters 
is a fundamental force on which 
‘we must build, ... The experi- 
ence of nearly one hundred and 
fifty years under the Constitution 
has shown us that the proper 
means of regulation is through 
the States, with contro] by the 
Federal Government limited to 
that which is necessary to pro- 
tect the States in the exercise of 
their legitimate powers.” 

“The principles declared in 
those utterances,” Senator Rob- 
ertson said, “are the same ones 
which are advocated by the 
signers of the 1956 Declaration 
of Constitutional Principles. 
New York and other Northern 
states objected to national pro- 
hibition. The Southern states 
now object to a prohibition 
against separate but equal 
schools.” 

He said Senator Lehman had 
hailed the repeal of prohibition 
as evidence that public opinion 
could do legally what many had 
claimed could be done only 
through nullification. 

“Tt is before the bar of public 
opinion that we of the South 
nov’ hope to make our case,” 
Robertson concluded.

Three Weekly Newspapers 


Along with his letter, Dr. Steel- 
man sent a clipping from the 
Washington Daily News, telling 
of his recent acquisition of three 
newspapers in Maryland. The 
story says: 

“Ex-Truman Assistant Is An 
‘Independent’ — New Montgomery 
Publisher Says His Aim Is Not 
Politics.” 

Continuing, the News story by 
Everet Clark, says: John R. Steel- 
man, who was a newspaper man 
once before, said his purchase of 
three Montgomery County (Md.) 
weeklies has nothing to do with 
politics. The question came up be- 
cause of Mr. Steelman’s back- 
ground and the history of the pa- 
pers themselves. 

The 55-year-old one-time econ- 
omics and _ sociology professor 
spent almost 20 years in high ap- 
pointive jobs in the government, 
all but three months under Demo- 
cratic administrations. 

In 1946 President Truman made 
hiim the nation’s first Assistant 
to the Pre@ident.

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Owen Blames Supreme Court For 
State's High Telephone Rates 


C. C. (Jack) Owen, president 
of the Alabama Public Service 
Commission, today laid the blame 
for Alabama’s present telephone 
rates squarely on the steps of the 
State Supreme Court. 


Owen, a member of the Com- 
mission since 1947, pointed out 
that the APSC has not voluntar- 
ily granted the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company a single rate 
increase in the past nine years. 

“In every single instance where 
Southern Bell received an in- 
crease,’ Owen said, “it was grant- 
ed after we turned them down 
and the Supreme Court ordered 
us to grant the increase.” 

In a review of the Commission’s 
actions in the past Owen stated, 
i“In October 1947, the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company filed a 
petition with this Commission for 
a rate increase. ‘After numerous 
lengthy hearings on this case, we 
issued an order in March 1948. 

“Immediately the  teleplione 
company appealed this order to 
the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County and the Circuit Court 
granted the company everything 
they asked for. 

“We appealed this case to the 
Supreme Court of Alabama and 
the Supreme Court upheld the 
Circuit Court in every respect. 
We had no choice other than to 
abide by the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision. We fought it tooth and 
nail all the way.. In addition to 
our own staff we had the account- 


ing firm of Crane, Jackson and 
Wilson of Montgomery, the law 
firm of Maurice Bishop of Biram- 
ingham, a field representative of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission and the Attorney Gener- 
al’s office working with us. 


“On July 21, 1952, Southern 
Bell filed a new petition with the 
Public Service Commission ask- 
ing a further rate increase. The 
Commission found that the com- 
pany’s return under. existing 
rates was 6.01 per cent which was 
considered fair and reasonable by 
the. Commission under the then 
existing conditions, and the rate 
increase was denied by order is- 
sued October 17, 1952, without ap- 
peal being made by the company. 

“On January 24, 1954, Southern 
Bell again filed for a state-wide 
increase in rates. After an ex- 
tended hearing, the Commission 
found that the existing rates were 
producing a return of about 6 per 
cent on actual net investment and 
we thought this was certainly 
enough, based on the record in the 
case. We therefore denied any in- 
crease in Southern Bell’s rates by 
order issued April 21, 1954. 

“The Company filed its appeal 
to the Circuit Court of Montgom- 
ery County on April 22, 1954, and 
the Circuit Judge permitted the 
increased rates to go into effect 
under bond by order issued June 
18, 1954, pending its final deter- 
mination of the appeal. 

“The Court rendered its decis-

lion on November 16, 1955, again 


granting the compariy everything 
it had asked for. The Public Ser- 
vice Commission appealed the Cir- 
cuit Court’s decision to the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court on Novem- 
ber 29, 1955, where the matter 
still awaits final decision. 

“In the meantime, the increased 
rates are continued in effect -un- 
der bond by the court order. 

“Alabama’s telephone rates now 
are lower than 26 other states. 
If we win this appeal, Alabama’s 
rates will be lower than 41 other 
states. We are doing everything 
the law allows us to do.”

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Report from Washington

The controversy over farm leg- 
islation continues unabated in the 
nation’s capital. President Eisen- 
hower vetoed the omnibus farm 
bill last Monday and an effort by 
thé House of Representatives on 
the following day to override this 
veto failed by a substantial num- 
ber of votes. 


Soil Bank Controversy 


In his veto message, President 
Eisenhower urged Congress to 
enact separate soil bank legisla- 
tion ‘fas promptly _as_ possible.” 
Within a matter of only a few 
days, the House Appropriations 
Committee approved the sum of 
$1.2 billion to be used for the 
soil bank program. In doing so, 
the committee contended that the 
President has ample authority un- 
der existing legislation to carry 
out a soil bank plan and that 
special legislation to authorize 
such a program is not necessary. 
However, Republican members of 
the committee issued a minority 
report challenging the commit- 
tee’s authority to vote funds with- 
out specific authorization. 

Administration forces are blam- 
ing the Democratic - controlled 
Congress for delaying the soil 
bank program. If the contentions 
of the Appropriations Committee 
are correct, the practical effect 
will be to lay the blame for the 
delay back in the lap of ‘the Re. 
publican administration. For. that 
reason, there is little doubt that 
the pros and cons of this ques- 
tion will be thoroughly presented. 


Cotton Acreage Floor 


An important section of the 
vetoed omnibus farm bill provided 
that the national cotton acreage 
allotment for 1957 and 1958 would 
not be less than the’ allotment for 


created new problems of diverted 
acres, reduction in gross income, 
high production costs, displaced 
labor and insecurity. The economy 
of the cotton belt cannot continue 
to absorb further cuts, particu- 
larly in the immediate future. My 
bill (H. R. 10696), as well as 
those introduced by other mem- 
bers of Congress from cotton- 
producing states, is designed to 
guarantee against further reduc- 
tion of cotton acreage. 

In addition, H. R. 10696 estab- 
lishes a small farm reserve, equal 
to one per centum of the national 
allotment, which will provide 92 
minimum of about 170,000 acres 


Come 


for the exclusive benefit of small 
farmers. This reserve will be in 
addition to the national allotment 
and will not take acreage from 
any state. H. R. 10696 also auth- 
orizes the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to allot to small cotton farm- 
ers a quantity of acreage in each 
state equal to the amount of al- 
lotted acreage that normally will 
not be planted. As in the case of 
the small farm reserve provision, 
this acreage will be in addition 
to the national minimum reserve 
and will. not take acreage from 
any state. 

If the small cotton farmer is 
to .remain in business, acreage 
reductions cannot continue. It is 
hoped that a majority of the 
members of, Congress will realize 
this fact and will act favorably | 
on H. R. 10696 or similar legis- 
lation before adjournment.

It makes me very proud to be 
an American when I consider that 
this nation has expended more 
than $51 billion on foreign aid 
since World War II. This is the 
greatest example of neighborly 
helpfulness in all the history of 
mankind.

We have in our midst thous- 
ands of our war veterans who are 
new reaching retirement age with 
little or no income to assure them| 
freedom from want.

By an overwhelming vote, the 
House of Representatives has ap- 
proved a gigantic highway con- 
struction program. The House bill 
authorizes a 13-year Federal- 
State road building. program at 
a cost of $51.5 billion, to be fi- 
nanced chiefly on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. 

This legislation, as passed by 
the House last Friday, incorpor- 
ates construction authorization 
features worked out by the Pub- 
lic Works Committee and tax fi- 
nancing proposals approved by 
the Ways and Means Committee. 


6th District Benefits 


Under the provisions of the 
‘House bill, an expenditure of 
$24.8 billion is authorized over a 
13-year period for work on the 
40,000 mile interstate highway 
system. Our own state and con- 
gressional district will receive di- 
rect benefits from this program 
since the interstate system cov- 
ers 947 miles in Alabama and 
includes all or part of U. S. High- 
ways 11, 29, 31, 90, 78, and 80. 
Approximately 175 miles of Ala- 
bama’s present interstate high- 
way system, or over 18 per cent, 
is in our Sixth Congressional 
District. Under the bill, a total 
of $42,782,000 in interstate sys- 
tem funds will be apportioned to 
the state of Alabama for fiscal 
years 1957 and 1958. 

The federal government will 
pay 90 per cent of the construc- 
tion costs under the interstate 
highway program and the states 
will furnish the remaining 10 per 
cent.

share will be paid from present 
revenue plus additional funds ob- 
tained from the following new 
sources: (1) a one-cent-per-gal- 
lon increase in the gasoline, spe- 
cial motor fuel, and Diesel fuel 
taxes; (2) an increase of three 
cents a pound in the tax on tires 
(now five cents, as well as a 
new tax of three cents a pound 
on camelback for retreading tires; 
(3) a two-percentage-point in- 
crease in the present eight- per 
cent manufacturers’ tax on 
trucks, buses, and truck trailers; 
and (4) a new annual tax of 
$1.50 per 1,000 pounds of “tax- 
able gross weight” for trucks and 
buses weighing over 26,000 
pounds if registered for use on 
the highways. 

In addition to the interstate 
program, the House bill author- 
izes increased funds .to continue 
the regular federal-aid primary, 
secondary, and urban highway 
projects. Under the House-ap- 
proved measure, Alabama’s share 
of these funds for fiscal years 
1957 and 1958 will be $15,434,000. 


Senate Approval Likely 


The number of registered auto- 
mobiles has doubled since 1946 
and there are approximately 62 
million operating on the nation’s’ 
roads today. Highway accidents 
have now increased to a, point 
where 100 persons are killed and 
8000 are injured daily. It is be- 
lieved that passage of Jegislation 
similar to the*House-approved bill 
will decrease substantially this 
tremendous number of highway 
accidents. 

The need for a greatly increas- 
ed highway construction program 
is obvious, and early Senate ap- 
proval of the House bill is ex- 
pected. 


A good mulch of oak leaves, 
pine straw, peat, or similar ma- 
terial put around all shrubs will 
conserve moisture and discourage 
weed growth this summer.

How Shelby County Can Obtain: a County-Own 


The people of Shelby County 
will vote on the proposed county 
hospital tax on May 29, to au- 
thorize or not authorize the Board 
of Revenue ta proceed with the 
necessary steps to establish a 
county hospital under the Hill- 
Burton’ Federal aid plan. 

For the information of those 
who may desire to know more 
about the proposed hospital plan, 
we publish herewith a digest of 
twenty questions and answers on 
the subject. 

You are urged~to read and to 
study this and give it to your 
neighbor in order that the sub- 
ject may have as wide publicity 
as possible before voting day. 

The only answer to Shelby 
County’s needs for hospital serv- 
ice and facilities is for us to 
build one of our own.

Does Shelby County need a hos- 
pital? 


Based on a population of 31,000 


/ 
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and a ratio of 2% beds per 
1,000 persons as established by 
the Commission on Hospital Care 
and adopted by the U. S. Pwblic 
Health Service and the State 
Health Department, Shelby Coun- 
ty should have_78 beds to provide 
adequate medical dnd _ hospital 
care for her citizens. A survey 
made ‘by the State Health De- 
partment in 1955 and revised an- 
nually since that time shows that 
there are 35 acceptable beds in 
the county. These are at Alabama 
College-—and are for students on- 
ly. The need in terms of human 
suffering, lost lives and life-long 
deformity due to the lack of hos 
pital facilities cannot be accurate- 
ly evaluated but ‘is nevertheless 
very real and of major impor- 
tance. 


Now that we ‘know that Shelby 
needs a modern hospital for the 
“eare of the sick and_ injured, 
how can we finance its con- 
struction and operation?

The Constitutional Amendment 
authorizing this tax specifically 
states that it must be used only 
to’ construct, equip, and maintain 
hospitals and health centers. 
Will. the hospital be a non-profit 

institution and explain the 

meaning of the term? 

The Hill-Burton Act requires 
that any hospital receiving these 
funds must be a non-profit has- 
pital for not less than 20 years. 
The term simply means that no 
individuals may benefit financial- 
ly from the operation of the hos- 
pital.

| Assuming that at times the op- 
eration of the hospital will re- 
sult in an excess in revenue, 
including the tax, over the op- 
erating expenditures, what may 
be done with this money? 
Any ‘profit’ from the operation 
of the hospital accounts for the 
purpose of improving the hospi- 
tal, purchasing new equipment, or 
reducing the rates. 


How will the daily rates and 
other charges be determined? 
In the beginning the hospital 

manager will set his rates after 
a study of similar charges in ex- 
isting hospitals. After sufficient 
operating experience has been 
gained the rates may be adjusted 
according to actual operating ex- 
penses. 

Will this hospital accept charity 
patients and to what extent? 
It must be emphasized that the

able to pay. Otherwise the hop- 
pital would be too much of a 
drain on the county finances and 
would, more than likely, be forced 
to close its doors. However, the 
hospital Avill be a public institu- 
tion to serve all people of the 
county. Therefore the hospital 
will accept some charity patients. 
The extent of the charity. work 
will be determined by the ability 
of the hospital to offer such ser- 
vices. The proceeds from the 4 
mill tax will assist the hospital 
to offer this muchly needed ser- 
vice to the county, 


How will the charity problem be 
handled? 
This is a matter for your Hos- 

pital Board -te decide. The hos- 

‘pital manager, the doctors in the 

'eounty, and possibly, the County 

Welfare Department will assist 

the Hospital Board to solve this 

problem, 3 


In several of the above questions 
and answers reference has been 
made to the hospital manage- 
ment. Just how will the hospital 
be managed? 
Your Hospital Board will be 

the owners of the hospital and 

and will represent the people of 
the county. They will, with the 
assistance of the docfors, ‘decide 
the policies of the hospital. One 
of their first duties will be to 
employ a good business man to 
actually conduct the business af- 
fairs of the hospital. Experience 
has shown that hospitals, like any 
other business, must be managed 
by a good business man if they 
are to serve the county in an ef- 
ficient manner. The business man- 
ager will, with the advite of the 

Hospital Board, select the other 

hospital personnel. 


How will the hospital be staffed? 
Can we secure the doctors, 
nurses, and other personnel re- 
quired to operate the hospital? 
As in any other line of bus- 

iness, good personnel is scarce. 
However, experience in other 
counties has shown that such per- 
sonnel can be secured. In regards 
to the securing of dottors it has 
been definitely shown that the 
are influenced in selecting a town 
in which to practice by the avail- 
ability of good hospitals. You 
may be ‘assured that a hospital 
such as will be constructed will 
be attractive to doctors, nurses, 
and other persons needed to op- 
erate the facility. 


Can any doctor in the County 
practice in the hospital? 

Yes, any doctor licensed to 
practice in the county and in the 
State can practice in the hospital. 
The Hospital Board will select an 
active staff composed of local 
physicians in nearby communities, 
and a consultant staff of special- 
ists who may live in the larger 
cities. In a hospital of this type

Suppose there is a bad wreck in 
the community some _ night: 
What will the hospital do and 
will there be -a doctor available? 
Immediately upon receipt of the 

information concerning the wreck 
or any other accident the nurse 
on duty will prepare the emer- 
gency room to receive the injured. 
The hospital will designate a doc- 
tor or ‘doctors as emergency doc- 
tors who will be on call at all 
times. The nurse will call the doc- 
tor who will arrive at the hospi- 
tal about the same time as the 
patient. This emergency duty will 
be divided among the doctors on 
the medical staff. 

Will the hospital have registered 
nurses on duty at all times? 
Yes, there should be one or 

more ,registered nurses on duty 

24 hours each day. . 

Mental patients are now put in 
the county jail pending transfer 
to Bryce or Searcy Hospitals. 
Will the hospital have a mental 
ward to take care of this situ- 
ation? 

This question must be an- 
swered by the Hospital Board. 
The State and U. S. Public Health 
Service recommend that a multi- 
purpose room or rooms be provid- 
ed. By making minor alterations

Dairymen Have 
Self-Help Program 


Alabama milk producers are 
participating ,in a nation-wide 
“self-help” program of increasing 
their income by broadening mar- 
kets for their product, according 
to H. A. Pauly, president of the 
Shelby County Farm Bureau. 


Through the Alabama section 
of the American Dairy ~ Associa- 
tion, many of the dairymen aré 
contributing two cents per 100 
pounds of their sales, through a 
“set-aside” in which the distribu- 
tor deducts a portion of the dairy- 
man’s milk check. 


The Alabama and Georgia ADA 
groups have employed a full time 
manager, Ed Roddy of Columbus, 
Ga., to promote the set-aside plan 
in the various marketing areas. 
Roddy reported to a recent state 
meeting that the system already 
had been adopted. in some areas, 
with 80 percent or more of the 
dairymen participating. 


The Milk Producers Organiza-| 


tion of the Alabama Farm Bvu- 
reau, through its county and area 
associations, also is urging par- 
ticipation in the advertising and 
promotion campaign in addition 
to the state activities. The ADA 
program includes newspaper, 
magazine, radio and television ad- 
vertising, both emphasizing the 
value of beverage milk and in 
cooperation with other products. 

“No matter what dairy prod- 
uct is advertised, the whole in- 
dustry benefits,” Mr. Pauly point- 
ed out. “This campaign, however, 
is for dairy farmers, with their 
contributions going toward the 
promotion of milk use, The Farm 
Bureau, extension service, and Al- 
abama Dairy Products Association 
(the processors’ organization) al- 
so are cooperating in plans for 
observing June Dairy Month. The 
theme will be ‘Refresh with Milk’. 
Restaurants will be asked to dis- 
play ‘Milk With Your Meal— 
Coffee Later’ placards, and pro- 
motional material wi] be distribu- 
ted by milk route men and oth- 
ers,”’

Dr. W. Nelson Guthrie, exec- 
utive secretary of the North Al- 
abama Conference program for 
the care of these retired minis- 
ters, says the Mother’s Day of- 
fering is the climax to a confer- 
ence wide program.

fifth. 


“While some new homes are be- 


ing built by churches and groups 
of laymen, many Methodists in 
their wills are making the Super- 
annuate Homes and Endowment 
program of the North Alabama 
Conference beneficiary of their 
homes when they die for use by 
retired ministers,” Dr. Guthrie 
says.

How soon can we expect to have 
the hospital ufider construction, 
and about when will it come?

The Hill-Burton Act requires 
that the hospital include facilities 
for all population groups. The fa- 
cilities such as waiting rooms and 
nursing units may be separate 
but must be equal in quality. Oth- 
er hospital departments can and 
should be- used by all races.. The 
number of bed rooms for each 


race depends upon the population 
ratios and the general economic 
conditions. 


How soon will the hospital belong 
to the community? 


The hospital is the property of 
the community through the Hos- 


pital Board from its inception. At}: 


no time is it the property of the 
State or Federal Government. Up 
until the time the hospital is op- 
ened the State Health Department 
and the U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice will exercise a certain 
amount of supervision to insure 
that the plans meet the State and 
U. S. Public Health Service hos- 
pital standards and that the plans 
and specifications are complied 
with. The sole purpose in this su- 
pervision is to insure that the 
community gets a modern, well 
designed hospital which will ad- 
equately serve the needs of the 
community for many years. After 
the hospital is opened the policies 
and operation are determined by 
the Hospital Board. 


What degree of supervision will 
the State and Federal Govern- 
ment, exercise over the opera- 
tion of the hospital? 


The Hill-Burton Act requires 
only three things after the hospi- 
tal is opened to receive patients. 


a. That, the hospital remain a 
non-profit institution for a period 
of not less than 20 years. This is 
to protect the public funds in- 
volved, including local, state, and 
federal. Since the hospital will 
be publicly owned and operated 
institution this requirement will 
unquestionably be complied with. 


b. That the hospital provide a 
reasonable amount of free patient 
care. This requirement is to in- 
sure that the hospital serve all 
of the people in the county. Con- 
sidering that one of the purposes 
of the Hospital Board is to pro- 
vide emergency and some charity 
care there can be no question but 
this, requirement will work no 
hardship and is in line with the 
wishes of the citizens of the coun- 
ty. : 

ce. That the hospital be inspec- 
ted at intervals to insure hospi- 
tal service and operation meet ac- 
cepted standards. -This require- 
ment is met by the Hospital Li- 
censure Act passed by the 1949 
Legislature which requires that 
all hospitals in the state be li- 
censed and inspected by the State 
Board of Health.

Is Scheduled For Installation at Calera| “ress Seniors 


A new telephone numbering 
plan essential for the participa- 
tion of Calera in the rapidly ex- 
panding direct distance dialing 
system is scheduled to be intro- 
duced in the late summer of 1956, 
it “was announced today by B. F. 
Lunsford, local manager of South- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. 

He pointed out that the new 
numbering system has been de- 
veloped as a part of a carefully 
planned program to make possible 
faster and more accurate long 
distance service, and in the case 
of Calera, will provide flexibility 
in the planning of local facilities 
as future demands require it. 


Adoption of the plan enables 
long distance operators in parti- 
cipating exchanges to dial tele- 
phone numbers in distant cities 
direct—much the same-as a num- 
ber is dialed for a local call. It 
also paves the way for customer 
direct distance dialing. 


To conform to the technical re- 
quirements of the new. system, 
all Calera numbers - must be 
changed, Mr. Lunsford said. 


Under the new plan, each tele- 
phone number consists of an of- 
fice named followed by five num- 
erals. All Calera telephone num- 
bers will be composed of the 
name NOrth and five numerals. 


A typical Calera number after 
adoption of the new system will 
be NOrth 8-9011,. 

In assigning office names, 
Southern Bell "is using ‘uniform 
names which willbe used through- 
out the United States and Can- 
ada because office names of local 
significance frequently present 
spelling and pronunciation diffi- 
culties to persons in other parts 
of the country. The standard 
names are generally familiar to 
residents in all parts of the na- 
tion.

This sometimes led to unfortunate

A measure was passed by the 
House of Representatives last 
week that should greatly enhance 
the development of public library 
service in our rural areas. The bill 
authorizes for five years a fed- 
eral-state program to improve 
and extend library services for 
those who live in areas of 10,000 
population or less. Senate approv- 
al of this or a similar bill is al- 
most certain. 


During the committee hearings 
on this important legislation, wit- 
nesses stated that about 27 million 
people in the United States are 
without local public library ser- 
vice of any kind and that 90 per 
cent of this group live in rural 
areas. In addition to those who 
have no service at all, about 53 
million others have inadequate lo- 
cal service. 


States Get $40,000— 


As approved by the House, the 
library services bill authorizes an 
annual federal appropriation of 
$7.5 million for the next five 
years. Afterward the states and 
local communities will be expected 
to continue the program and sup- 
port it solely from their own 
funds. Federal participation in the 
plan for the first five years is 
expected to stimulate sufficient 
interest to get the program well 
underway. 


Under the terms of the House 
bill, each state will receive a bas- 
ic annual allotment of $40,000. 
‘The balance of the federal appro- 
priation will be divided among 
the states on the basis of their 
rural population as compared with 
the rural population of the United 
States. 


A state receiving an allotment 
must, in turn, match the federal 
funds on the basis of its per cap- 
ita income as compared with the 
national per capita income. Poor- 
er states will not be prohibited 
from obtaining the maximum in 
federal funds, however, as they 
are required to match only 33 per 
cent of the money if the per cap- 
ita income does not enable them 
to pay more. 

In order to qualify for these 
funds, a state must submit to the 
U. S. Commissioner of Education 
and have approved by him a def- 
inite plan for the further exten- 
sion of public library services to 
rural areas where either there is 
no service or the service is inad- 
equate. 


The program will be adminis- 
tered by the various state library 
agencies, and the states will have 
complete authority to’ select 
books, materials, and personnel 
for the program. ‘

the House last Thursday for the 
operation of the Defense De- 
partment during fiscal year 1957.

COUNTY HOSPITAL 


Have you made up your mind about how you will vote on the 
Shelby County hospital tax next Tuesday? 

The editor of The Times-Herald has made a close study of this 
question and has discussed it with several people. My conclusion is 
favorable toward the tax for the following reasons: 


First, Shelby County needs the hospital. Our people have needed 
it in the past: they need it mnow—and the need will be greater as 
our-county continues to grow and develop. I have found nothing 
that derties this need, | 


Second, the county tax, applied through the Hill-Burton plan, 
will supply our needs for a hospital. Our county can afford to pay 
its part (one-third) of the cost through this plan. I know of no 
other plan presently available through which we may secure a hos- 
pital for our county. ' 


There are two questions which appear to arise in the minds 
of most people as they think “about and discuss this subject: (1) 
Where will the hospital be located? and (2) Who will constitute 
the board of management for the hospital? 


It has been said by some (and quite aptly, I think) that we 
should come ‘to decide the answer to these two questions after we see 
if our people are willing to levy the tax necessary to, get a hospital. 

As to where the hospital may be located, it is my understand- 
ing that there is incorporated in the hospital plan such pfovisions 
as will guarantee that it will be located in the place where it will 
best serve-the most people of the county. 

I understand that the hospital board of administration will 
be appoiffted by the County Board of Revenue, with the advice, 
counsel and recommendation of the people in the various communities. 
In this manner it seems reasonable to me to say that the Board of 
Revenue would pick good and able people without favoritism to any 
section, any group or any individual. 


_ Do you believe that one man or one community could manipu- 
late the hospital location and management to the unfair advantage 
of one community in the county over all others? 


If, you believe this, you will perhaps vote against the’ proposition, 
tax and all, from start to finish, and I wouldn’t blame you, if such 
is going to be the case. 

But I do not believe that any one man or one community will 
be able to gain such advantage. 


I hope the people will think through this question calmly 
and seriously and be guided in their votes next Tuesday by their 
unbiased judgment of what is best for the people of Shelby County 
in the face of a pressing need which none can deny.

Southern Bell 
Signs Contract 


Agreement was reached May 
19th, on a new contract between 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tel- 
egraph Company and Communi- 
cation Workers of America af- 
fecting about 55,000 non-super- 
visory employees in nine, sduthern 
states.

The new con- 
tract is effective May 20, it is 
for one year but will extend be- 
yond this initial period. unless 
terminated by 60 day notice by “éi- 
ther party. 

Frank M. Malone, personnel 
vice president of Southern Bell 
said the pay increases were in 
line’ with the upward wage move- 
ment which extensive surveys 
show has occurred in the South- 
eastern cities and towns, “The 
increases are necessary to fullfill 
our basic wage policy; that is, to 
keep the fay of Southern Bell 
employees in favorable compari- 
son with wage levels prevailing 
in the communities where they 
work and live.”

REPORT FROM WASHINGTON 


By Armistead 1. Selden, Congressman, Sixth District 


Funds for six river develop- 
ment projects in the State of 
Alabama, two of them located 
in the Sixth District, were in- 
cluded in the Public Works Ap- 
propriation bill passed by the 
House last week and referred to 
the Senate. 

An appropriation of $4,580,000 
was approved by the House to 
continue on schedule’ construc- 
tion of the Warrior Lock and 
Dam which is located between 
Hale and Greene Counties on the 
Warrior River. Ground was brok- 
en for this important installa- 
tion on October 21, 1954, and con- 
struction of the lock is now well 
underway. The completion’ date 
has been tentatively set for De- 
cember 1957. Funds appropriated 
to date for this lock and dam, in- 
cluding the amount just approved 
by the -House, total approximately 
$10.5 million. 


In addition to the funds for 


the Warrior Lock and .Dam, an 
amendment was approved that ad- 
ded to the bill the sum of $160,- 
000 for a restudy of the proposed 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway. 
Although this project was autho- 
rized by Congress in 1946, no con- 
struction funds have ever been 
approved for it. Since the issu- 
ance of an adverse report in 
1981 by a subcommittee of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
Congress has given no further 
consideration to the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee Waterway. 


Earlier this year I appeared 


with several of my colleagues 
before’ the Subcommittee on Pub- 
lic Works of the House Appro- 
priations Committee to request 
that the necessary funds for a 
restudy of this important pro- 
ject be included in the public 
Works Appropriation bill. The 
subcommittee recommended, how- 
ever, that an appropriation for 
such a study be postponed until 
next year. Whem the bill reA&ched 
the floor of the House, Repre- 
sentative Abernethy of Missis- 
sippi offered a $160,000 amend- 
ment to be used for a resurvey. 
I spoke for and supported the 
Abernethy Amendment which was 
adopted By a 179-170 roll call 
vote 


As you know, the Tombigbee 
River flows between the Sixth 
District Counties of Green and 
Sumter, and the construction of 
this waterway would be of great 
benefit, not only to our section 
of Alabama, but to the entire 
State. It is hoped that the pro- 
posed resurvey will provide the 
necessary justification for 
construction of the important 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway. 


Other Alabama projects receiv- 
ing funds in the bill are the Co- 
lumbia Lock and Dam, the Mobile 
Harbor, Fort Gaines Lock and 
Dam, and the Paint Rock River. 
The Senate will probably approve 
all. of these funds in substantially 
the same amounts as passed by 
the House. 


Other Alabama projects receiv- 


ing funds in the bill are the 
Columbia Lock and Dam, eth 
Mobile Harbor, Fort Gaines Lock 
and Dam, and the Paint Rock 
River. The Senate will probably 
approve alk of these funds in 
substantially the same amounts 
as passed by the House. 


New Farm Bill Approved 


The conference version of. the 
new farm bill, believed to be ac- 
ceptable to President Eisenhower, 
was adopted by both the House 
and Senate last week. The new 
measure does not contain the 
rigil price support provisions 
which were largely responsible 
for the President’s veto on April 
16 of earlier farm legislation. 


As sent to the White House, 
the bill establishes a $1, billion 
soil bank, and directs the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to put the 
soil bank in operation to the 
extent possible during the re- 
maining months of this year. It 
does not, however, provide the 
advance soil bank payments re- 
quested by the Administration. 


Under the terms of the bill, the 
Secretary of Agriculture is di- 
rected to sell up to five million 
bales of surplus cotton at compe- 
titive prices in the world market. 
Another important provision of 
the new bill freezes the national 
cotton acreage allotment for the 
next two crop years at the 1956 
level.

Rabies in humans is fortunate- 
ly rare due to the availability of 
rabies vaccine. The necessity of 
taking the vaccine, however, is 
an unpleasant experience lasting 
two weeks and is not without 
danger in itself of causing treat- 
ment paralysis and other most 
undesirable reactions. 

Children are most frequently 
the victims of dog bites and 
having to take anti-rabies vac- 
cine every day for 14 days is, to 
say the least, unpleasant to them. 
Should a human develop rabies, 
it is a most fearsome and hope- 
The mortality rate 
is 100 per cent. 


Mr. Bloomer Wilson, County 
Rabies Inspector, will soon start 
his round of clinics and will give 
every one in the county an oppor- 
tunity to have his dog inoculated 
against rabies. Mr. Wilson and 
his deputy have police power, 
vested in them by law, to re- 
quire all dog owners to have 
their dogs inoculated. However, 
any thinking person will comply 
readily with this law for the 
protection of himself and his 
family—Dr. E. F. Sloan, County 
Health Officer.

TB Association 
Hears Report of 
County Work 


The Shelby County Tuberculosis 
Association met recently in the 
office of Dr. E. F. Sloan. The re-. 
port of this meeting, is reflective 
of the good work being done in 
Shelby County by the Association 
which in turn is made possible 
by the generous support of the 
sale of Christmas Seals by the 
people and industries of Shelby 
County. ” 

Treasurer Roy Downs reported 
that a record total of $2,609.25 
was contributed by the people of 
Shelby County during the 1955 
campaign, 

Dr. Sloan stated that the fight 
against TB is being effectively 
waged. He stated that in the ten 
year period, 1980-40, there were 
250 deaths from TB in the county 
but that in the past two years 
the disease had caused only two 
deaths. Fifty five patients were 
treated in 1955 and of this num- 
ber 20 were released from treat- 
ment. Twelve men were put back 
to work, four house wives were 
retruned to duty and four teen- 
agers were returned to school, 
Five new cases have been dis- 
covered this year. ‘Chose released 
from -treatment will receive per- 
iodic check-ups. Dr. Sloan cau- 
tioned against becoming over op- 
timistic because of this favorable 
report. He stated that 600 child- 
ren in the county have a positive 
skin test and that experts esti- 
mate that a least 12 per cent of 
this number will ultimately be- 
come..victims. of. this. disease. 

Dr, Sloan stated that the work 
of our association in giving clin- 
ical and home treatment for tu- 
berculosis is attracting favorable 
notice from other sections of the 
state. The work of Dr. Sloan and 
his associates is supported by 
the Shelby County Board of Rev- 
enue and Control.

Progress in County Road Work 


County Engineer, J. L. Ray, Jr., sends us the following items about 
the progress of Shelby County road paving: 


The paving of the Harpersville-Arkwright-Gallups Crossroads 
road has begun. It is estimated to be completed by July, 1956. 
This paving consists of a double bituminous surface treatment. 
The length of this project is 12.8 miles. This will increase Shel- 
by County's paved road system to 154.5 miles. 


The grading and drainage is nearing completion on the Dargin

Facts and Fancies Concerning 
Electrical Storms 


Is it damgerous to carry an 
umbrella during a 
storm? Do television antennas 
create a lightning hazard? Should | 


you hide in a closet, go down cel- 
lar, or sit in your car when bolts 
of lightning start flashing? 
Separating the facts from the 
fancy has been one of the pro- 


‘jects undertaken by the Institute 


for Safer Living of the American 
Mutual Liability Insurance Com- 
pany in Boston. About 400 per- 
sons die each year because of 
electrical storms. More’ than 
43,000 fires a year-are attributed 
to lightning, causing damages 
estimated at $43,000. 


No, it isn’t dangerous to car- 
ry an umbrella, reports the In- 
stitute. The mass of metal is very 
small and the overall height of 
the person carrying the umbrella 
is not sufficient to greatly in- 
crease the ehances of being struck 
by lightning. Actually, the open 
umbrella issmore likely to result 
in a traffic accident through ob- 
struction of vision. 

As for radio and_ television 
aefials atop houses, it is true 
that points attract lighning. An- 
tennas should be provided with 
well-grounded lightning arresters. 
If at all possible antennas should 
be on self-supporting masts or 
poles. Antennas located . wholly! 


inside the building do not require 


lightning | lightning arresters. 


Hiding in a closet is the height 
of folly, ad¥ises the Institute for 
Safer Living. Getting under a bed 
is useless, too. There seems to be 
little point in going down cellar. 
The greatest hazard from light- 
ning is from a possible ensuing 
fire. Common sense would dic- 
tate staying at or above ground 
level to make certain of a rapid 
exit in case of fire. 

An all-metal enclosed automo- 
bile is a safe place to be in dur- 
ing an electrical storm, provided 
it is located free of the danger 
of being struck by falling ob- 
jects. Occupants of such an au- 
tomobile are safe as long as they 
remain in the car. It is possible 
for lightning to charge the car 
body so that a person leaving the 
vehicle could be seriously shocked 
or electrocuted. After such a hit 
or near miss, the Institute advis- 
es all occupants to remain in the 
ear from 10 to 15 minutes to al- 
low the charge to drain off. 


If you are caught outdoors 
and are unable to get into an all- 
metal enclosed automobile or a 
building, the safest thing to do is 
to head for a grove of trees. 
Don’t stand out in the open or 


under a_ single isolated tree, 
warns the Institute for Safer 
Living.

Summer School, which began

63 per cent increase in number) 


of students over 
enrollment. 


According to registration fig- 
ures released by Miss Virginia 
Hendrick, College Registrar, 510 
students are enrolled for the first 
term of the 1956 Summer School. 
Last summer’s first term enroll- 
ment was 312. 


One-hundred-fifteen men are 
enrolled, which represents 22 per 
cent of the total enrollment. 


Alabama College, since 1896 the 
State College for Women, official- 
ly became a coeducational state 
college of liberal arts at the open- 
ing of the summer session. 


In addition to regular 
schedules, six special workshops 
were started during the first 
week of the summer session. 


Eighty high school teachers 
from eight Southern states are 
registered for the College’s In- 
stitute for High School Science 
Teachers. The Institute, spon- 
sored by Alabama College and 
the National Science Foundation 
will run concurrently with the 
first term of the College’s sum- 
mer session. It is the only pro- 
gram of its kind in the South. 
Institute Director is Dr. Paul C. 
‘Bailey, Professor of Biology at 
Alabama College. 


The second annual residential 
speech and hearing clinic ‘for 
children in grades 1 through 8 
will continue through July - 20. 
Sponsored by the College’s De- 
partment of Speech, the Clinic is 
directed by Dr. Laura Wright, 
Head of the School’s Speech De- 
partment. Clinic supervisor is 
Miss Jessie Redding, former 
speech correctionist for Missouri 
Public Schools.

Census Report on Farm 
Products Sold in County 


The value of products sold in 
1954 by operators of 1,542 farms 
in Shelby County was $3,076,821, 
according to a preliminary report 
of the 1954 Census of Agriculture 
published by the Bureau of the 
Census, U. S. Department of 
Commerce. 

The value of all crops sold was 
$1,281,331 and included $1,259,219 
for field crops, $13,823 for vege- 
tables, $5,255 for fruits and nut:

Application Must 
Be Filed For Social 
Security Benefits 


“An application for old lage 
and survivors insurance, benefits 
must be filed before payments 
can begin,” is the advice given 
by J. W. Overstreet, Jr., distritt 
manager of the Birmingham go- 
cial security office. 

One of the basic requirements 
that must be met before benefits 
can be paid to a retired worker 
is that he must contact the near- 
est social security office and file 
an application for them. The same 
requirements must be met before 
survivors benefits can be paid to 
a deceased worker’s family after 
his death. 

“It is very important for the 
worker and his family to under- 
stand this requirement so _ that 
checks can be started promptly 
and so that no loss of payments 
will result,’ Mr. Overstreet said.

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The three statements which fol- 
low are important to every work- 
er and to every member of his 
family: 

1. The worker who is between 
65 and 72 years old should file 
his application at the nearest so- 
cial security office at the earliest 
opportunity after he. retires from 
work, © 


2. A worker at the age of 72 
need not retire to be eligible for 
payments. Payments may _ be 
made to an insured worker at the 
age of 72 regardless of his earn- 
ings. The worker still employed 
at the age of 72 should file his 
application at the earliest oppor- 
tunity after he attains that age. 

8. After the death of a person 
‘whose work was covered by so- 
cial security, some member of his 
family should inquire promptly. to 
learn what survivors, insurance 
benefits may be paid. '

Each year that I have been a 
member of Congress, I have sup- 
ported the appropriation of fed- 
eral funds for the construction of 
National Guard armories. This 
year was no exceptior. As a re- 
sult of the appropriation of these 
funds, our Sixth District, as well 
as the entire State of Alabama, 
has benefitted. 

Since January, 1953, federal 
funds have been provided for nine 
armory projects in the Sixth Dis- 
trict.

This year an armory has been 
completed in Livingston; the Holt 
armory project has, been’ ap- 
proved; and an expansion project 
for the existing National Guard 
facility in Tuscaloosa received the 
Secretary of Defense’s endorse- 
ment.

National Guard armory, most of 
them built during the past three 
years. ; 

Under this program, federal 
funds are provided for the con- 
struction of National Guard ar- 
mories in amounts up to 75 per 
cent of the cost of construction, 
provided the states furnish the 
matching 25 per cent and a suit- 
able building site, The utilization 
of these federal funds for an arm- 
ory expansion program was begun 
while GKen. Walter J. (“Crack”) 
Hanna was our state’s Adjutant 
General. This program has been 
continued successfully under our 
present Adjutant General, Gen. 
William ‘D. Partlow of our own 
Sixth District.

Generating Plant 


The Alabama 
Commission today 
Southern Electric Generating 
Company authgrity to issue and 
sell stock to tdild a $150,000,000 
electric power the 
Coosa River. 


Cc. C. (Jack) Owen, president 
of the APSC, said the proposed 
plant would be one of the largest 
steam generating plants in the 
entire’ South with a capacity of 
1,000,000 kilowatts. 


The Alabama Power Company 
and the Georgia Power Company 
will be co-owners of the proposed 
plant, and electricity generated 
will be split betwen the two com- 
panies. Alabama Power will sell 
10,000 shares of its common stock 
to The Southern Company for 
$1,000,000 (m) a pay that 
amount for 10,00 shares of 
stocky in the Southern Electric 
Generating Company. which will 
build the proposed plant. The 
Georgia Power Company also will 
purchase 10,000 shares of stock 
in the generating company. 

“The benefits to the State of 
Alabama from construction of 
such a plant will be enormous,” 
Owen pointed out, 

“In the first place, the proper- 
ty tax on such a steam generaing 
vlan will bring in thousands of 
dollars: The plant will consume 
more than 2,000,000 (m) tons of 
coal a year which will come from 
Alabama coal mines.

“Then, construction of the 
plant will be the first step toward 
development of the entire Coosa 
River area in central Alabama, a 
project which [ have been -push- 
ing for many years.

Following today’s action by the 
Alabama Public Service Commis- 
sion, the plan goes to the Fed- 
eral Securities and Exchange 
Commission in Washington for 
approval. 

When this is issued, the gener- 
ating company then must apply 
to the Alabama Public Service 
Commission for permission to 
build the plant. Officials of the 
company expect to be in a posi- 
tion to actually begin construction 
next year.

Soon after my mother and fath- 
er were married in 1870, that was 
five years after the close of the 
War between the States, they 
came to visit these graves. My 
father told my mother that his 
grandfather, Major John Mahan 
was an officer in ‘the Revolution- 
ary War and that he served in 
Indian Wars. He said that- his 
grandfather came from Ireland 
with two brothers and that all 
served through the Revolutionary 
War. 


My father died when I was 
twelve and of his many brothers 
and sisters I saw only two sis- 
ters. Qne of these died when I 
was 16 and I saw little of the 
other. Four of his brothers and 
sisters died before I was born 
and three moved to Texas. I knew 
few cousins so almost all of my 
family traditions came through 
my mother. 


When I was about sixteen and 
visiting one of my sisters, her 
two young sons had “The. Youth’s 
Companion”, a weekly published 
in Boston. In it I read about the 
newly-formed Daughters of the 
American Revolution, I at once 
thought of my Revolutionary an- 
cestor. In later copies of the pa- 
per there were small advertise- 
ments of persons who would do 
research for those wishing to 
join the D. A. R, There was little 
I could do except ask questions 
of members of the family still 
alive but with little results. But 
I still took great interest in read- 
ing o¢casiondl articles that I came 
across about the D. A. R. 
Then when the David  Lind- 
say Chapter was formed in 
Montevallo and I met some of the 
members one of them, Dr. Leah 
‘Dennis, -helped me with sugges- 
tions as to persons and places | 
could write: to. I thought then 
that F was: on my. way. I wrote 
many letters and received court- 
eous replies from historical so- 
cieties, libraries, different branch- 
es of the government, and letters 
from the war department. But 
to Mrs. Robert Brunet and her 
mother’s friend, Mrs. L. L. Brock- 
man, should go the credit for 
making the research to establish 
the record of Lt. John Mahan of 
the Revolutionary War, Major 
John Mahan of the Indian Wars; 
and of his sons in the War of 
1812. I accomplished little of it. 


Tradition had it that John 
Mahan married Mary Scott in Ma- 
ryland, that he Was associated 
with her father in business and 
that they were relatives of Gen- 
eral Winfield Scott. Research 
showed that they lived in Vir- 
ginia in 1772, that they moved 
from Frederick County, Vir- 
ginia, which is a county near the 
Maryland line to# Green County, 
Tennessee. Green County was a 
part of North Carolina at that 
time. Here John Mahan and his 
brother James acquired land in 
1778 and here in North Carolina 
it was that Lt. John Mahan 
earned his titl®s of Captain and 
Major in service against the 
Chickamauga and Cherokee In- 
dians. 


Twenty years later we find Ma- 
jor Mahan living in Sevier Coun- 
ty, Tennessee, three miles from 
the county seat, Sevierville. Af- 
ter the War of 1812 Major John 
and his children sold their hold- 
ings near Sevierville and came to 
this part of Alabama. They did 
not come all at once. 

A word about how and why 
they came to this place. The story 
is that a company of volunteers 
from Sevier County, Tennessee 
got this far on their way to join 
Andrew Jackson at New Orleans 
when they met couriers who told 
them that the war was over. 
Peace had been declared. Among 
those volunteers were Major 
John’s sons. When they got 
back to Tennessee they built »wa- 
gons and brought their families 


here, Thay were not alone. Others 
came with them—Fanchers among 
others. 

The name of one son appears 
in Cahaba County, now Bibb 
County Court records in 1818. By 
1823 the names of all four sons 
and two married daughters ap- 
pear in Bibb County court records. 
The sons were Edward, my grand- 
father, Colonel James, J. Alexan- 
der Moore’s ancestor; John Jr., 
Archimedes, Mrs. Brunet’s an- 
cestor; and the daughters— 
Christian, wife of Obed Lovelady 
and Polly (Mary) wife of Elijab 
Thomas. 

Edward and James remained 
here on this creek, which bears 
our name. John Jr. moved to Tal- 
ladega where he built. the. first 
log house at the big spring. Ar- 
chimedes moved early to Perry 
County, near Perryville, where 
he had acquired land. The two 
married daughters also moved to 
Perry County, where there are 
Mahan and Lovelady negroes still 
living but no white people of 
those names. 

1 All of these people lived a long 
time ago. Even my father was 
fifty-four years old when I} was 
born. Major John’s family has 
not produced any very great peo- 
ple—only just good citizens,

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Report from Washington 





As the demands for water have 
increased throughout the nation, 


‘the problem of conserving our 


water. supply has become more 
acte. By 1975, reliable estimates 
indicate this country will require 
an increase in the current water 
supply of 145 per cent. This. in- 
crease is equal to the continuous’ 
flow of water over Niagara Falls. 

Recognizing the seriousness of 
the problem, the House of Repre- 
sentatives last week passed a bill 
extending and strengthening the 
Water Pollution Contral Act. This 
act, scheduled to expire on June 
30 of this year, deals with varigus 
methods of combating the prob- 
lem of water shortages and im- 
Lue water supplies. Under tke 
terms of the,measure adopted by 
the House, the Water Pollution 
Control Act is extended for a per- 
jiod of ten years, new provisions 
mre added, and many.of the Act’s 
present provisions are enlarged 
and strengthened. 


Pollution Control Grants 


Increased population and the 
spread of industry to all parts of 
the country in recent years has 
caused almost all of the nation's 
surface waters to be affected by 
sewage and industrial waste. As 
our economy expands and as our 
population grows, pollution of the 
nation’s water supply will contin- 
ue to increase unless. control 
measures are materially accelera- 
ted. 


The House of Representatives 
emphasized the importance it at- 
taches to pollution control by’ pro- 
viding in its bill an authorization 
for grants to state, municipal, in- 
tercity or interstate agencies for 
the preliminary planning and con- 
struction of .sewage treatment fa- 
cilities. Under this section of the 
House-approved bill which is an 
addition to the present Water Pol- 
lution Control Act, the sum of 
$50 million a year is! authorized 
for sewage-treatment construction 
grants. At least 50 per cent of the 
funds appropriated for this pur- 
pose is to be used for treatment 
plants serving communities whose 
populations are 125,000 or less. 
The bill stipulates that a grant

Provisions Favor 
By State Bureau 


The 1956 Farm Bill passed by 
Congress and signed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower contains many 
provisions which were advocated 
by members of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation at their 
annual convention last October, H. 
A. Pauly president of the Shelby 
County Farm Bureau says. 

One of the principal ‘features, 
the Soil Fertility Bank, was urged 
by the Alabama farm organiza- 
tion as a means of “building a re- 
serve for use in national emer- 
gencies.” The proposal later was 
adopted by the American FBF, 
which pressed it before Congress. 

The Cotton Export Sales pro- 
gram also was hailed by Alabama 
Farm Bureau Pres. Walter L. 
Randolph as “the first step in re- 
gaining and maintaining a fair 
share of the .world cotton mark- 
et.” This amendment directs the 
Commodity Credit Corporation to 
sell its stocks of surplus cotton 
to foreign countries at competi- 
tive prices. 

A third resolution of the Ala- 
bama group which was embodied 
in ‘the national legislation, was 
one calling for increasing funds 
for “Section 382” operations, 
which were raised to $900,000,000. 
These funds are used in govern- 
ment purchase programs for beef 
and pork for such purposes as 
school lunches. 

Livestock farmers also were 
benefitted ‘by another action 
which had been advocated by 
Alabama Farm Bureau. This state 
opposed “all forms of govern- 
ment regulation that hinder the 
production of cattle.” 

A fifth provision carries out 
angther 1955 Alabama Farm Bu- 
reau resolution, which urged: that 
“the price support for cottonseed 
be . . . at a level comparable to 
that for soybeans.” 

Diseussing -other phases -of 
the bill, Randolph pointed out 
that Alabama’s ‘cotton acreage 
allotment for 1957 and 1958 would 
be about 150,000 acres larger than 
would otherwise be the case if 
the bill had not been enacted.

Other important legislation al- 
ready nassed by both houses of 
Congress and signed by the Pres- 
ident irclndes the revised omnibus 
farm bill; the Upper Colorado 
River storage project; the exten- 
sion of the Sugar Act; continu- 
ation of excise and corporation 
taxes; and the rural library serv- 
ices bill.

More About 


‘The article in last week’s Re- 
porter in reference to stray dogs 
prompts this writer to explain 
some of the provisions-of the 
_ State Dog Control Law. 
Under this Law the County 
Board of Health appoints a Ra- 
bies Inspector. The chief duties 
of the Rabies Inspector is to hold 
Clinics in all sections of the Coun- 


ty, to give every dog owner the 
opportunity of having his dog in- 
oculated against Rabies once each 
year. These clinics are now in 
progress. Should some unenlight- 
ened soul refuse to have his dog 
inoculated, the Inspector has full 
authority to impound the dog for 
7 days and, if the dog is not then 
claimed and expenses paid, to 
humanely dispatch the animal. 


The Inspector’s compensation 
is the’ fee cahgred for inocula- 
tion and out of this fee he must 
pay for the vaccine, for necessary 
help and for transportation. Ob- 
viously he cannot also be a coun- 
ty-wide dog-catcher. 


To successfully control the 
stray dog menace in the incorpor- 
ated towns of the County where 
the greatest concenration of dogs 
exists, the State Law should be 
supplemented by a town dog li- 
censing ordinance. Under such an 
ordinance the dog owner would 
be obliged to buy~a dog license 
once a year. He would have to 
show a certificate from the Ra- 
bies Imspector that the dog had 
received his Rabies inoculation be- 
fore the license would be issued. 
Then on the deadline date, Sep- 
tember 1, the town authorities 
could have a systematic search 
made, under supervision ‘of the 
Police Department, for stray dogs, 
these to be impounded for 7 days 
and, if not called for, should then 
be killed, The license fees would 
defray the expenses involved.

The Health Officer has repeat- 
edly written to and talked to the 
various tow authorities but, so 
far, only a few towns have passed 
this much needed ordinance. Only 
by town ordinance, strictly en- 
forced, can the stray dog menace 
and nuisance be successfully abat- 
ed.

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Warden Bayles 
Explains Fishing 
License Law 

James Bayles, Conservation Of- 
ficer in Shelby County, today said 


that a large number of Shelby 
County residents do not. under- 


stand fully the new fishing license} 


law now in effect throughout the 
state. 


Bayles said he has been asked 
by many county people in the last ; 
few weeks whether they have to 


buy both $2 rod and reel licenses | 
and $1 pole and line licenses, and! 


whether any license is required 
if the fisherman stays within his 
home county. 


“We want everybody to under- 
stand this law so that the correct! 
license can be bought by those 
who need a license,” Bayles said. 
“If you fish with rod and reel, or! 
artificial bait in salt and fresh 
water anywhere in the state, then 
you need a $2 rod and reel license. 


“Pole and line fishermen who 
use. worms, crickets and minnows 
but don’t fish more than one mile 
outside of their home county may 
fish with pole and line with no 
license at all. However, if you do 
fish one mile or more outside the 
county where you live with pole 
and line, then you should buy a 
$1 pole and line license.” Boyles 
said. 

“There is no: need for anyone to 
purchase both the rod and reel 
and pole and line licenses, If you 
fish both ways, then the $2 li- 
cense is good for all sport fishing 
with rod and reel and pole and 
line, anywhere in, the state,’ he 
said. 

The new fishing license law was 
passed by the 1955 Legislature to 
provide increased funds to be 
used in improvement of fishing 
throughout the state. New pub- 
lic lakes, public access to fishing 
areas, fish for pond stocking, and 
increased fisheries research are 
being paid for with the money 
fishermen pay for their licenses, 
plus the increased federal excise 
tax Alabama can secure by sell- 
ing more licenses. 


The Department of Conserva- 


creasing number of fishermen 
each year, anglers of the state 
must put more money into the 
fish conservation program or find 
their fishing get#ing poorer every 
Bayles said. 

Fishing licenses can be bought 
in Shelby County at the Probate 
Judge’s office in Columbiana, Oak 
Mt. State Lake and Western Auto, 
Montevallo.

$169,754,000 and adding 3,201 new 
jobs. 

Exactly half of the 32 new in- 
dustries are Alabama owned, the 
State Chamber president said, 
which reflects well the faith Ala- 
bama investors have in their own 
State.

W. H. Drinkard, director of the 
Alabama Department of Conser- 
vation, today postponed opening 
of Tuscaloosa Public Lake until 
roads and parking areas are com- 
pleted at the new 25Q-acre lake. 

Drinkard said that September 1 
has been set as a tentative open- 
ing date, that the lake could be 
opened earlier if conditions per~ 
mit. An official opening date had 
not been set earlier, but it was 
assumed that Tuscaloosa Lake 
could be opened in late June or 
early July. 

“We had a bad experience with 
opening of Oak Mountain Public 
Lake before the paved roads and 
parking areas were ready. Rain 
caused considerable trouble for 
fishermen who attended the open- 
ing day ceremonies. We want to 
open’ Tuscaloosa Lake as early as 
possible, but will not take a 
chance on the road being dusty or 
muddy enough to create a traffic 
hazard,” Drinkard said. 

Fisheries biologists of the Con- 
servation Department say that 
the fish population is doing well 
in the new lake, with bream 
weighing up to a pound and bass 
up to a pound and a quarter. 

Drinkard said that a definite 
opening date will be set and pub- 
licized throughout the state as 
soon as. possible.

Before leaving Walter Reed 
Hospital last week-end, President 
Eisenhower signed the multi-bil- 
lion dollar road construction 
measure as well as four major ap- 
propriation bills, This week he is 


scheduled to affix his signature to 
two additional appropriation 
measures that have already re- 
ceived both House and Senate ap- 
proval. The first of these, “the 
public works appropriation bill, 
contains the sum, of $856,727,000. 
Included in this measure are funds 
for a number of important pro- 
jects located in our state and dis- 
trict. The second, the defense de- 
partnfent appropriation bill,: con- 
tains a total of $34.7 billion for 
the operation of the Department 
of. Defense during fiscal year 
1957. This amount represents

If the House bill becomes law,

In addition to these several con- 
ference reports, two measures of 
major fmportance also received 
House consideration—the school 
construction bill and the veterans 
pension bill. A final vote was 
reached on the veterans pension 
bill, but it was necessary to post- 
pone the school construction vote 
until this week. 


Veterans Pensions 


The veterans pension bill, as 
reported from the Committee on 
Veterans Affairs, was an otmni- 
bus bill carrying pension’ and 
compensation increases for veter- 
ans of all wars and their de- 
pendents. The bill, as it was fi- 
nally adopted by the House of 
Representatives, applies only to 
the pensions of World War I 
veterans. All other provisions of 
this measure were ruled out on 
points of ordere The House ap- 
proved the revised measure by 
a 364 to 51.vote after an effort 
to return the bill to the Commit- 
ee had failed. 

Under’ present law, a World 
War I veteran who is rated per- 
manently and totally disabled re- 
ceives $66.15 a month provided 
his other income is not more than 
$1400 a year if he is single or 
$2700 if he has dependents. If he 
is 65, or if he has been receiving 
a pension for 10 years continuous- 
ly, he is currently entitled to 
$78.75 monthly. The bill, as ap- 
proved by the House, will raise

In a letter to all 52 members 
of Alabama’s National Demo- 
cratic Convention delegates, form- 
er State Senator J. Bruce Hend- 
erson of Miller’s Ferry, urges 
the delegates to vote in the par- 
ty convention “only for a presi- 
dential candidate who has de- 
clared himself for segregation.”

sponsible for the election of near- 
ly all of those elected. They were 
responsible for the defeat of near- 
ly all of those who were defeated.” 


“It is our hope that your course 
of action will conform to both the 
desires of the people and to the 
policies of the White Citizens’ 
Councils which pinpointed the is- 
sue, and the press which did so 
much to elect you,’ Henderson 
continued. “We hope that you will 
vote against all candidates who 
have declared for integration and 
vote for a candidate—from first 
to last—who has declared him- 
self for segregation.”

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Report from Washington 





Climaxing five days of debate, 
the House of Representatives last 
Thursday defeated. by a vote of 
224-194 a measure that would 
have authorized federal funds for 
the construction of badly needed 
classrooms. Earlier it had ap- 
proved an amendment to the bill 
by Negro Representative Adam 
Clayton Powell*of New York de- 
nying federal funds to school dis- 
tricts, or states, “that did not 
comply with the United States Su- 
preme Court’s decision against ra- 
cial segregation in the public 
schools”. All members of the 
House from Alabama _ voted 
against the Powell amendment 
and, after its passage, also voted 
against the bill. 


Southern Opposition 


Although the adoption of the 
Powell amendment solidified 
Southern opposition to the school 
construction bill, many Southern 
members were convinced during 
the debate on the measure that, 
with or without the Poweil 
amendment, funds authorized un- 
der the bill would ultimately be 
denied to those states that con- 
tinue segregated public schools. 

Represenative Graham Barder 
of North Carolina, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Education 
and Labor, emphasized on several 
occasions that funds could and, in 
his opinion, would be denied all 
states that refused to integrate 
their schools. Represenative Lee 
Metcalf of Montana, a member of 
the Committee, a former justice 
of the Supree Court. of his state, 
and a srong advocate of the bill, 
frankly stated, “. . .J believe that 
under the implementation decision 
of .the Supreme Court, the At- 
torney General of the Unite: 
States. or the Commissioner of Ed- 
ucation has the power to deny 
funds to the schools, for construc- 
tion or for any othen purpose”. 
Although some members\ said they 
did not believe that funds wouid 
be denied to states with segre- 
gated school systems, most admit- 
ted such action was possible. 

In any event, the Southern 
members of Congress made it 
crystal clear that despite the ur- 
gent need for school construction 
funds, they would not vote for a 
measure that could be usei to 
implement the Supreme Court’s 
unprecedented ani] unwise decision 
of May 17, 1954. 

Postal Rate Bill 


The House passed a measure 
last Friday which, if approved by 
the Senate, will increase postal 
tates an estimated $480 million 
annually. Of this amount, $312 
million will be obtained by in- 
creasing the rate on first class 
mail from 3 to 4‘ cents and the rate 
on airmail from 6 to 7 cents. An 
increase on second and third class 
mail would produce and additional 
$112 million. 

Those who opposed the bill cor- 
rectly pointed out that while first 
class mail and airmail have con- 
sistently shewn a profit, there 
is a tremendous loss each year 
in second ard third class mail. 
Yet, under the terms of the House 
bill, the users of first class mail 
will make up the largest part of 
the deficit that has been brought 
about as a result of the present 
rates on second and third class 
mail, 

Despite these convincing arg- 
uments, ° the Administration- 
backed bill was passed by a 217- 
165 vote.

Power Co. Warns 
Of Bogus Checks 


The local office of Alabama 
Power Company urges merchants 
and others to be cautious about 
cashing Alabama Power Company 
checks. Two bogus checks have 
been cashed at different points 
within a couple of weeks. The bo- 
gus checks cashed purport to be 
Company payroll checks issued 
out of its Montgomery office and 
are drawn on the First National 
Bank of Montgomery. They show 
a payee’s\ badge number, which 
in itself identifies the check as 
bogus, inasmuch as Alabama Pow- 
er Company’s payroll checks do 
not carry badge numbers. The 
checks were peach colored with a 
black ornamental border, and bear 
a pen signature purported to be 
that of Franklin L. Simpson. It 
is possible, howdver, that other 
similar checks presented could be 
on different colored paper and 
with a different signature. The 
local office of the Company cau- 
tions merchants and others not 
to cash Power Company checks 
unless’ proper identification is 
given. 

Apparently the same individual 
passed both of the checks reported 
thus far. He is described as being 
a clean-cut, sandy blond, twenty- 
eight to thirty years old, appar- 
ently an outside worker with rud- 
dy complexion, about six feet or 
better in height, and weighing 
about 180 pounds.

Chilton County's 
Oldest Citizen Dies 


Riley Robinson, 105, Chilton 
County’s oldest citizen died Sunday 
night without his final wish 
granted—that he could attend 
church one more time. 

Although Robinson 
confined to a wheel chair and 
unable to attend the Providence 
Baptist Church for the last few 
years, he was still listed as its 
Sunday School superintendent. 

He held the church post for 
more than 50 years, and records 
showed that he had a_ perfect 
record for 42 years. 

The retired farmer was a life- 
long Republican, and received a 
congratulatory message from the 
White House on his 105th birth- 
day. 

Robinson spent his entire lif 
in Chilton County, farming until 
his health failed. He was 14 years 
old when the Civil War ended.

— Three 
Alabama counties were free of 
debt at the end of the last fiscal 
year and most of the other 64 
were in the best shape ever, 

Chief Examiner Ralph P. Eag- 
erton of the department of pub- 
lic accounts last week released a 
voluminous audit of county gov- 
erning bodies as of last Sept. 30.

What To Do During Thunderstorms 


Westinghouse experts on light- 
ning advise that, during a thun- 
derstorm, the first and most im- 
portant action to take is to get 
under a shelter as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Houses, barns and other build- 
ings—the bigger the better—are 
described as good shelters. The 
top and sides of buildings will us- 
ually provide a better conductor 
path than the human body for 
lightning to reach the ground. 

Because lightning usually takes 
the shortest path to ground, it is 
likely to strike tall buildings, 
trees and water tanks. 

When. a storm threatens, keep 
off golf courses, suspend outdoor 
games, don’t ride bicyclas or hors- 
es and don’t operate exposed ma- 
chines sueh as tractors. Avoid 
shelter under trees, particularly 
isolated treés. Stay away from 
poles, masts and other exposed 
objects projecting skyward.

Report from Washington

Last week the House of Rep- 
resentatives spent four days de- 
bating the so-called civil rights 
bill. Although the dangers of this 
loosely drawn and politically in- 
spired legislation were thorough- 
ly exposed during the debate, it 
was obvious the measure would 
ultimately receive House approval, 
However, the final vote was post- 
poned by an agreement until ‘Mon- 
cay of this week. 

Dangers Apparent 

The so-called civil rights bill 
provides first for the creation of 
a Commission on Civil Rights 
with powers greatly exceeding 
those of any other federal com- 
mission. This commission would be 
given the power of subpoena, one 
never before granted to any 
other federal bureau. With this 
power, the commission could sum- 
mon to Washington a citizen from 
any part of this great land on 
the mere suspicion of discrimina- 
tion. 

Other sections of the bill give 
sweeping authority to the Attorn- 
ey General. For example, the At- 
torney General is allowed to in- 
stitute civil proceedings under the 
terms of this legislation on behalf 
of persons allegedly denied civil 
rights: dn other words, the At- 
torney General could provide free 
legal service for one party in a 
civil suit, with or without the

person’s consent. Also, the bill 
gives jurisdiction to the district 
courts regardless of whether state 
remedies have been exhausted. 

“1 my -statement against the 
bill, I pointed out that the at- 
torney General is already author- 
ized to institute criminal proceed- 
ings for violations of the civil 
rights acts and, if crimes are 
committed, the guilty can be pun- 
ished. But I warned against the 
creation of a privileged class for 
whom the Attorney General could 
act as private attorney. I also 
emphasized that the exhaustion of 
|state remedies before application 
|to the federal courts’is a tradition 
of our jurisprudence that should 
|be continued. 


The Southern members of .Con- 
gress also carefully pointed out 
the weaknesses of the so-called 
civil rights bill. Most emphasized 
ithat the bill would not actually 
safeguard civil rights. Rather it 
would undermine the authority of 
the states by transferring new 
and dangerous powers to the fed- 
eral government. 

Bill Will Die 

It was evident that the exten- 
sive.debate on this measure, led 
by Southerners, cast doubts in 
the minds of many members as to 
the wisdom of passing the bill. 
But despite its dangers, it was ap-

Up there, on the 52-acre 
Champion Valley timber forest — 
whieh the state operates to show 
the value of good woodland man- 
agement —a feller figured a tree 
farmer can make at least five dol- 
lars an hour for his work at logging 
time!

Here's how he figured. November 
sales, at Champion Valley, amounted 
to $1185. The harvest required 126 
man hours of work, and $189 for 
chain saw and skidding expenses. 
Taxes would have run about $52, if 
the forest hadn't been publicly owned. 
That leaves a net income of $944, or 
$7.49 an hour for timber work!

That shows what can be done on 
a well-run tree farm. Accordin’ to 
one expert, a tree farmer can make 
as much money as any other kind 
of farmer if he’ll follow two rules: 
He should harvest mature timber 
at frequent intervals. And he should 
never cut more than the natural 
growth between harvests. Put that 
in your pipe and smoke it!

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United Cement Co. 
Begins Production 


Another’ very significant step 
in the industrial activity of the 
Montevallo-Calera area was ac- 
complished last Saturday, July 
28, when the new plant of Unitei 
Cement Company went into the 
actual production ‘of quick , lime. 

Operation has continued since 
Saturday without interruption, 
which fact is considered an un- 
usual record for a newly construc- 
ted plant of this volume. Ordinar- 
ily it takes some time for a plant 
to get the “bugs” out of its sys- 
tem, but United Cement has 
clicked from the very start. 


Operating personnel is made 
up from the men who were en- 
gaged in construction of the plant. 
About 35 men will be employed 
in the making of 225 tons of lime 
per day. 

Mr. Phil J. Kyser states that; 
a complete test of the company’s 
450 acres of surface reveals that 
their vast supply of raw materials 
is the highest quality of limestone 
in this area. 


The new plant is one of the 
most modern with the latest im- 
proved type of rotary kiln and 
equipment, 

The physical appearance of the 
plant is impressive. It is alongside 
highway 25 about midway be- 
tween Montevallo and Calera. All 
of the power distribution system 
is concealed underground, elim- 
inating the usual unsightly wires 
and poles usually seen all about 
such a. plant. The area between 
the plant and the highway is 
to be landscaped, including a nice 
entrance of driveways and park- 
ing space. 

Shipment of lime will begin in 
a few days when the product has 
passed inspection and testing in 
the plant’s modern laboratory. 
‘ The sales organization will func- 
tion out of the home office at the 
plant.

Where Will The Hospital Be Located? 


The Shelby County Hospital Board has progressed in its 
plans to the point where they now face the big question—Where 


will the hospital be located? 


A meeting of the Board is being held today to begin consid- 
eration of that question. The different towns of the county have 
been asked to send a representative to the meeting. 


It is clearly perceived that the duty of the Hospital Board 
is to locate the hospital at a place where it will best serve the 
most people of the county, with all proper and necessary factors 


duly considered. 


Surely. no one man or one community would try to manipu- 
late the hospital location to the unfair advantage of one com- 


munity over all others. 


The Board is composed of able and reasonable men. They 
have in their hands the establishment, location and operation of 
a facility that will belong to all the people of the county, and 
will be expected to serve all the people of the county. 

Any commnunity, of course, would like to have the hospital 
location but it can be put at but one place. 

Now, the question is: Where is that place—the right place— 


to best serve all our people and

Distribution of New 
Seed Studied by 


State Farm Bureau 


How to get improved and new 
varieties of seed into the hands 
of the farmers after they, are de- 
veloped on the Foundation Seed 
Stock Farm at Thorsby or in 
other experimental enterprises is 
a problem now being studied by 


an Alabama, Farm Bureau com- 
mittee. 

The problem was. brought to the 
attention of the state executive 
committee by Jimmy Henderson, 
’ Miller’s Ferry, President, and 
Charles P, Storrs, Wetumpka, 
another spokesman for the Ala- 
bama Crop Improvement Associ- 
ation, says H. A. Pauly, pres- 
dent of the, Shelby County Farm 
Bureau. This is a group dedicated 
to the improvement of existing 
crops and development of ‘new 
ones. 

They explained that the Foun- 
dation Seed Stock Farm, operated 
by the Association and the API 
Experiment Station, was provid- 
ing an important service in trying 
to develop better seed. However, 
the problem has been getting\the 
improved seed to the farmers. 

Mr. Henderson said the pro- 
ject could be made self-support- 
ing after a method of distributing 
the seed js set up, possibly 
thorough an initial legislative ap- 
propriation or legislation author- 
izing other financial arrange- 
ments. He and Mr. Storrs said 
improved seed would add greatly 
to the value of Alabama’s crops. 

The state board pledged its co- 
operation, and authorized Pres. 
Walter L. Randolph to name a 
committee to. work with the Asso- 
ciation and Experiment Station 
officials on the problem. He named

Volunteers Wanted For Montevallo 


Corps Training 


The United States Air Force is 
currently undertaking a campaign 
to recruit volunteers to man the 
Ground Observer Post in Monte- 
vallo. Representatives of the Air 
Force were here and talked to Mr. 
M. Thornton, and Mr. Davis Yeu- 
ell in relation to the Ground Ob- 
server Corps program. 

Civilian “spotters” are needed 
to watch for airplanes and report 
them to the warning network of 
the Air Force. The network con- 
sists of radar stations established 
throughout the country’ and 
Ground Observer Corps Filter 
Centers. Although radar is one of 
the wonders of modern~—day sci- 
ence, it is not fully effective in 
some circumstances. Because its 
beams do’ not follow the earth’s 
curvature, low flying planes rare- 
ly register on radar scopes. Radar 
cannot see through hills, and bad 
weather diminishes its effective- 
ness. 

To plug these gaps in the radar 
network, the Air Force needs hu- 
man eyes and ears, It has organ- 
ized the Ground Observer Corps 
(GOC) as a civilian auxiliary, in 
an attempt to make sure that no 
invading airplane reaches our vi- 
tal installations undetected. 

Here is the way the Ground 
Observer Corps works: The basic 
unit is an observation. post, which 
consists of a human being and a 
telephone. Those two elements 
may be in an, elaborate observa- 
tion tower, they may be in a store 
or filling station, in a farmhouse, 
or they may be in a guard gate 
at an industrial plant. The Air 
Defense system needs at least 
twelve to sixteen such posts per 
1,000 square miles. 

When the person sees or hears 
an airplane, he. or she telephones 
the information to a filter center, 


where other volunteers plot and 
analyze the report. If the filter 
center personnel cannot identify 


the airplane as one that belongs 
in that area at that time, they 
pass the information along to the 
military warning system. Heavily 
armed fighter aircraft are ready 
to take to the air and intercept 
in a matter of minues.

Report from Washington 





The end of the 84th Congress 
came in the final minutes of last 
Friday night as the House and 
Senate adjourned the current ses- 
sion after meeting continuously 
for 14 hours. House adjournment 
came at 11:56 p.m., and the Sen- 
ate adjourned only four minutes 
later at midnight. 


During the final week of the 
84th Congress, the House com- 
pleted action on many bills, res- 
olutions, and conference reports. 
Major activity included House 
passage of the controversial: civ- 
il rights measure, a compromise 
version of the social security bill, 
the foreign aid appropriation, a 
flood insurance measure, and the 
housing bill. Both the~highly-pub- 
licized Fryingpan-Arkansas _ re- 
clamation project and the measure 
providing for federal construction 
of atomic-electric plants were de- 
feated., 


Social Security Passes 


In the last hours of the session. 
the House and Senate agreed on 
@ compromise version of a liber- 
alized social security measure. 
Thés legislation was approved’ by 
the House last year. As it 
sent to the President, the 
permits women to draw reduced 
benefits at the age of 62, with 
widows being eligible for fui! 
benefits at that age. The meas- 
ure also provides disability pav- 


ments for persons who have 
reached age 50 and extends cov- 
erage to an additional 210,00 
persons. ? 


Civil Rights Bill 

On Mondav of last week... after 
f-ur days of heate! debate, the 
House passed the so-called civil 
rights bill on a 270 to 126 roll 
call vote. Onlv 24 Republicans 
vated against the Administration- 
backed measure, along with 102 


Democrats. For the bill were 111) ° 
Democrats and 168 Republicans. 
When the bill reached the Sen- 


ate, it was sent to the Judiciary 
Committee after an attempt to 
bring into the Senate floor with- 


out committee’ referral failed. 
Since the measure was not consid- 
ered in the Senate before adjourn- 
ment, the bili is now dead unless 
a special session of Congress is 
called. The failure of this meas- 
ure to receive Senate considera- 
tion, along with House defeat of 
the school construction bill which 
prohibited funds to segregated 
‘ schools, were major victories for 
our State and the entire South. 


Housing Approved 


The housing bill, which almost 
delayed the adjournment cof- Con- 
gress, received last-minute ap- 


proval by both houses and was} 


sent to the President. The most 
controversial provision of the bil! 
dealt with public housing. A sec- 
tion in the House bill called for 
the construction of 35,000 new 


public housing units annually for!

Other Legislation 


The proposed postal rate in- 
crease bill was killed when the 
Senate’ Post Office and Civil 
Service Committee decided to post- 
pone action on it. Members of the 
House had already passed the Ad- 
ministration-backed bill that would 
have increased the rate on first 
class mail from three to four 
cents and the rate on airmail 
from six to seven cents.

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Veteran Loan 
Program Extended 


The World War II Loan Pro- 
gram ending date has been ex- 
tended for one more year to July 
25, 1958, under an omnibus GI 
Loan Law signed by the Presi- 
dent August 1, 1956, according to 
Harley A. Smith,-Manager of the 
Alabama Regional Office of the 
Veterans administration. 

In the 12 years that the Gi 
Loan program has been in opera- 
tion, 4,466,000 World War II vet- 
erans have borrowed $33.2 billion 
in GI loans to purchase homes, 
farms, and businesses. Of that 
amount, VA has guaranteed or 
insured $17.9 billion. 


The GI Loan program was pre- 
viously scheduled to end July 25, 
1957, and under the wording of 
the original law all loans would 
have to be closed on that date. 

Under the new law any GI loan 
for which the VA receives an ap- 
plication by July 5, 1958, may be 
guaranteed or insured by VA if 
it is completed by July 25, 1959. 

Mr. Smith emphasized that the 
new law affects only World War 
II veterans. Korean conflict period 
veterans have until January 31, 
1956, to obtain GI loans for 
homes, farms, and businesses. To 
date more than 345,000 Korean 
conflict period veterans have bor- 
rowed $3.6 billion in GI loans. Of 
that amount the VA has guaran- 
teed or insured $2 billion. 

In addition this new law will 
permit any veteran who sells res- 
idential property with a GI loan 
to be relieved from liability to 
the, government under certain 
circumstances. Previously the vet- 
eran who sold his property and al- 
lowed the purchaser to assume his 
GI loan still remained liable to 
the government in the event of 
subsequent foreclosure and_ the 
payment of a guaranty claim by 
the VA. Now the veteran may be 
relieved of liability if the pur- 
chaser assumes full liability on 
the loan, the VA approves him 
from a credit standpoint, and the 
loan is current. 

The new law also. permits 
World War If veterans to have 
their GI loan entitlement re- 
stored up to January 31, 1956, if 
their property: (1) was taken by 
a governmental agency for public 
use, () was destroyed by a natur- 
al hazard, or (8) was otherwise 
disposed of for compelling reas- 
ons without fault on the part of 
the veteran. 

The new law also amends the 
GI Bill to permit the restoration 
of GI home loan entitlement to 
a veteran in military service who 
disposes of his home because of 
a transfer under military orders. 

A veteran, under the new lawy 
will have to certify that he in- 
tends to live in the home he is 
buying with the assistance of a 
GI loan at the time of application 
and at the time of closing the 
loan. The new law also clarifies 
and confirms the authority of the 
VA to make the final determina- 
tion of the reasonable value of 
property, irrespective of the es- 
timate of value made by an 
dividual appraiser.

Posts in this area report to the 
Montgomery Air Defense’ Filter 
Center located -in Montgomery. 
Alabama. At least 350 posts oper- 
ated by some 10,000 volunteers 
are needed to adequately cover 
this area. The Air Force hopes to 
have posts at intervals of about 
eight miles throughout Alabama. 

In city and town posts, the nor- 
mal procedure is for observers to 
stand one two hour watch each 
week, and to work in pairs. In 
the rural areas where there are 
fewer people from which to draw 
volunteers, two or three neighbor- 
ing farms share the responsibility. 

The duties of a Ground Ob- 
server Corps volunteer are—(1) 
to constantly be on the alert for 
airplanes over and near his post 
and (2) to place a collect tele- 


phone call to the filter center 
when one is detected. The Air

First-class modern hospitals and 
health centers are continuing to 
rise in all parts of the State, as 
Alabama pushes its big hospital 
program forward. 

Every area of the 


state has 


seen important new hospital fa- 
cilities built in the past few 
years. 

Today, the following hospital 


and health centers are under con- 
struction to add to those already 
built: 

Dothan, 110 bed hospital; Hunts- 
ville, 57-bed; Piedmont, 20; Cen- 
tre, 27; a chronic disease hospital, 
30-bed, at Anniston, and another 
chronic disease, 50-bed, hospital 
for Montgomery (an addition to 
the St. Jude’s Hospital). 

Health Centers are being con- 
structed at Mobile, and Clayton, 
and Out-Patients clinics at Hunts- 
ville and Jasper are being added 
to existing facilities. At Selma, a 
27-bed Nursing Home, long ur- 
gently needed, will be completed 
soon. 

In addition, the State Health 
Department recently opened bids 
for a 30-bed hospital at Clanton, 
and contracts are expected to be 
let for this facility “very short- 
ly”. 

Some weeks ago, a 95-bed ad- 
dition was atded to St. Margaret’s 
Hospital, Montgomery. 

After studying this report, Gov- 
ernor Folsom said “it is most 
gratifying that all these fine mod- 
ern facilities are becoming avail- 
able for our sick and injured . 
Good hospitals are an_ essential 
i kasanis of progress in our State.”

County Hospital 
Board Adopts 
7-Point Program 


At its meeting Monday of this 
week to consider location of the 
proposed Shelby County Hospital, 
the Hospital Board adopted what 
is almost exactly the general 
hospital and health program which 
was devised by the State Health 
Department for Shelby County 
in 1953. 

There are seven parts to this 
overall program of hospital and 
health facilities which were ap- 
proved by the Board in its meet- 
ing Monday, as follows: 

1. A 35-bed hospital to be lo- 
cated in the Alabaster-Siluria 
area. 

2. A 20-bed hospital to be lo- 
cated in the Columbiana area. 

3. A diagnostic center at Vin- 
cent. 

4. A 30-bed nursing home for 
white people (location to be se- 
lected later). 

5. A 20-bed nursing home for 
Negroes (location to be selected 
later). 

6. A 15-bed unit for the care of 
chronic disease patients in connec- 
tion with the hospital in the Ala- 
baster-Siluria area. 

7. A 14-bed unit for care of 
chronic disease patients in con- 
nection with the hospital in the 
Columbiana area. 

Mr. Dean of the State Health 
Department met with the Hospital 
Board. 

By taking the recommendation 
of the State Health Department, 
the Shelby County Hospital Board 
has thus set up a long-range pro- 
gram, which, when completed, will 
adequately serve the needs of the 
people of Shelby County in hos- 
pitalization, clinical diagnosis and 
nursing care. 

This program, it is naturally 
assumed, will be gradually accom- 
plished, step by step, as the -Hos- 
pital Board will determine as 
proper and most feasible. 

Many details yet remain to be 
worked out, such as specific. lo- 
cations in the general areas des- 
ignated for the different units of 
the program; when the different 
units can be built and the order 
in which they will be undertaken. 

A fairly reasonable guess is 
that the first step in accomplish- 
ing the program will be the build- 
ing of the proposed 35-bed hospi- 
tal in the Alabaster-Siluria area, 
and that work on it~ should be 
‘ready to start in about a year 
from now.

Although this newspaper sup- 
ported the Goodwyn Amendment 
which the voters of this state de- 
Zeated soundly, we would hardi;- 
think that it is the better part of 
wisdom .to adopt any sort of a tax 
in this extravagant administration 
under which we are now having to 
live. Moreover, in the light of new 
facts which we now have, it is 
doubtful whether the schools ac- 
tually need more funds. 


These figures reveal that Ala- 
bama has ample funds to operate 
our school system. We do not need 
more funds for schools. What we 
need to do is to plow up and plant 
over our! Department of Educa- 
tion and get people into office who 
are capable of administering the 
funds already available. 

Here are the facts: 

In 19388-’89 there were 691,319 
children enrolled in the Public 
Schools of Alabama. The appro-| 
priation to Education at that time 
‘was $11,562,000. In 1952 there 
were less children enrolled in the 
Public Schools in Alabama than 
there were in 1939, and yet the 
appropriation to Education by the 
state was $84,793,574.12. In the! 
current year of 1956 there are’ 
only 732,724 children enrolled in, 


‘Tennessee it is 3.75%. In Georgia 


the Public Schools of Alabama, 
and the funds available to Educa- 
tion this year amounted to. $110- 
500,000—just¢ a few more students 
since 1939 are enrolled, and yet 
there is an appropriation of near- 
ly $100,000,000 more today than 
they had in 19389. According to 
the estimates for next year Edu- 
cation will have available $102,- 
914,000. 


We do not need any more taxes 
in Alabama for General State 
purposes, nor for Educational pur- 


What we need in Alabama is to 
bring in more industry, so that 
our economy may be better stab- 
ilized. But we will nav\: induce 
new industry into Alabama by 
raising corporate taxes. 

At the present time our tax 
structure on Corporations is 
slightly lower than in our neigh- 
boring states, which means that 
if we leave it where it is and de- 
feat the pending Amendment our 
chances for inducing new industry 
will be better. 

In Alabama the present tax rate 
on corporate income is 3.00%. In 


it is 5.5%; in Mississippi they 
have a graduated tax of 2% on 
the first $5,000 and 6% on all 
over $25,000; in Florida there is 
none at all. We now have the 
advantage of three of our neigh- 
bors from a tax standpoint in in- 
ducing new industry into Alabama 
if we keep things as they are now 
but if we increase our corporate 
tax we may step from the bal- 
cony of advantage into the pit of 
disappointment. — Union Springs 
Herald.

Proposed Amendment 
Attacked As Illegal 


The proposed “freedom of. 
choice” amendment, if adopted, 
would bring us a dangerous piece 
of legislation. 


The assignment law, under 
which. our -elementary and high 
schools successfully functioned 


last year, without any integration, 
though containing no _ provision 
about race, gave a broad authority 
to boards of education, so that 
they would have the “final” judg- 
ment in determining the interest 
of the child or children as to en- 
trance into a particular school, 
and to separate pupils on basis ot 
recognized principles of education, 
such as different home environ- 
ments, community factors, estab- 
lished ties with teachers, ete. 

Under the proposed amendment, 
that authority would be taken 
away from school boards, and 
placed in the parents or guardi- 
ans, who could simply make the 
“choice” for entrance into 
schools—Negro parents, as well 
as white parents. 

That part of the proposed 
amendment _ restricting certain 
schools for members of their own 
“race” would be eliminated by 
federal courts, because it conflicts 
with Supreme Court decision of 
1954. The whole school system in 
Alabama would be open for Neg- 
roes and whites alike simply on 
“choice” of parents, boards of ed- 
ucation no longer having superior 
authority as to entrance.

and we commend them for the 
evidence of work well done as 
shown by these reports. 

All of our number have visited 
the county jail. We found it to be 
clean and sanitary. Prisoners told 
us that they were well cared for 
and that the food was adequate 
and of good quality. It our 
judgment that the jail is adequate 
for the safe keeping of the pris- 
oners confined therein. 

We have been told by the Judge 
of Probate of pending repairs and

alterations to be made on _ the 
old courthouse. Work is to be 
done on the roof; some of the 


floors are to be replaced and the 
courtroom is to be modernized. 
We aprove of this work that has 
been planned. 

A committee from our number 
has examined the courthouse, the 
unnex and the grounds, This prop 
erty was found to be in an ex- 
cellent state of cleanliness and 
we commend the persons respon- 
sible for maintaining this public 
property. In their examination the 
committee noted several need re- 
pairs and we join them in calling 
the following to the attention to 
the county officials; In the office 
of the tax assessor we noticed 
that a transformer in one of the 
light fixtures made a loud and 
unpleasant sound. Those working 
in this office, in answer to in- 
quiry, stated that the light had 
been that way for some time and 
that it did constitute a nuisance. 
The lavatory in this office was 
about to fall from the wall and 
the floor in this part of the build- 
ing is in bad repair. We recom- 
mend that when the alterations 
are made to the Court room that 
more comfortable chairs be pro- 
vided for the jury box. 

We also recommend that an of- 
fice directory be installed in the 
lobby of the courthouse and that 
all offices be numbered on the 
doors and that: the numbers also 
be listed on the directory. We 
think that a lavatory and mirror 
should be installed in the base- 
ment of the courthouse. We no- 
ticed two broken window lights 
in the annex on the third floor 
and a broken glass in the door of 
the Clerks office. We suggest that 
these be repaired. The woodwork 
. on the outside of the courthouse 
is in need of a coat of paint for 
its protection against the weather.

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Statistics Are Misleading 
Says Health Officer 


A new release by the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, State Health 
Department, last week demon- 
strates the misleading possibilities 
of statistics. 

This news item asserted that 
there had been 2 deaths from 
Tuberculosis tm Shelby County 
this year. This statement, while 
correct up to a point, is. not en- 
tirely in accord with a_ recent 
statement by your County Health 
Officer. 

Both of the deaths referred to 
were in young Negro women. One 
of these was a resident of Birm- 
ingham and actually worked at 
one of the hospitals there until 
she became bedridden. After a 
time, when it appeared that she 
was not going to get well, her 
husband deserted her and_ she 
came to Shelby County to. stay 
with her parents, 

One of our midwives who lived 
in the community, told us that 
this woman was confined to her 
bed, had not had a doctor, and her 
appearance suggested Tuberculo- 
sis. The County Health Nurse 
went out to see her and found her 
too weak to come in for an X-ray. 
The Nurse, therefore, left con- 
tainers to get sputum for exam- 
ination, These specimens were all 
positive for Tubercle Bacilli ana 
the woman died, with no treat- 
ment, about the time the reports 
were received from the laborato- 
ry. 
In the other case the woman 
was diagnosed as having active 
Tuberculosis in the County Tuber. 
culosis Clinic. Every effort was 
made to get her under treatment 
She steadfastly refused to take 
treatment at home or to go t 
the Sanatorium. She is now dead, 
although treatment was readily 
available to her. 

Shelby County, however, is 
charged with both deaths.—Dr. E. 
I. Sloan, County’ Health Officer.

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School Finances 


Public education in Alabama 
will face a deficit next year of 
over 8% million dollars accord- 
ing to estimated Education Trust 
Fund taxes next year by Mr. W. 
L. Horn on August 13. Mr. Horn 
estimated the Education Trust 
Fund receipts at $102,817,000. Ed- 
ucational appropriations against 
these receipts total $111,742,000. 

Amendment No. 1, if ratified 
August 28, will remove approx- 
imately $6,000,000 of that deficit. 
The ratification of this amend- 
ment will require corporations to 
pay the same tax rate that indi- 
viduals and other business oper- 
ators now pay. 

Corporations are now paying 
only 3/5ths of the tax rate that 
other business operators and in- 
dividuals pay on taxable income of 
$5,000 or more. Amendment No. 1 
would move the corporations up 
to the maximum 5% along with 
the rest of us. 

The additional State income tax 
will be exempted from the Fed- 
eral income tax and 85% of the 
corporations will save 52 cents in 
Federal tax out of each additional 
$1 paid in State income tax, if 
Amendment No. 1 is ratified. 15% 
of the corporations will save at 
least 30 cents in Federal tax on 
each $1 over State income tax. 

Education budget requests have 
been reduced $15,000,000 in order 
to balance the budget this year. 
$14,360,000 this year is coming 
from a one-time surplus and one- 
time income tax windfalls that 
will not be available from these 
sources next year. 


Alabama does not have any 


care of the increased enrollment 
that is expected to enter schoo] 
at the rate of approximately 20,- 
000 annually over and above pre- 
vious enrollments as long as the 


birth rate continues to be 20,000 
over the birth rate prior to 1942. 

The State Revenue Department 
estimates for the Education Trust 
Fund this year total $106,313,000 
plus $4,360,000 surplus brought 
over from last year to total $110,- 
673,000 to meet appropriations to- 
taling $110,800,000. 

Major items reduced in the 
appropriations to balance the bud- 
get this year included $6,600,000 
for school buildings, $6,000,000 
Minimum Program Fund to re. 
lieve overcrowding and provide ur- 
gently needed building mainten- 
ance, $447,000 for State-owned 
textbooks, and cuts to vocational 
education, trade schools, and col- 
leges. Schools are in dire need for 
funds to meet appropriations and 
to provide for increasing enroll- 
ments and these needs justify ur- 
ging every voter to vote for 
Amendment No. 1 to place cor- 
porations on the income tax max- 
imum rate that everybody else is 


already paying. It is a matter of | 


record that General Motors Cor- 
poration last year showed a prof- 
it over and above all taxes of 
over one billion dollars. Certainly, 
the corporation tax dollar that 
will be earned in the future part- 
ly because of education should be 
required to pay at least the same 
income tax maximum rate that 
evervbody else already pays.—A.

Another NAACP-ADA Defeat 


(By Grover C. Hall, Jr., in The Montgomery Advertiser) 


The NAACP and the Americans 
for Democratic Action have found 
themselves in plowed ground from 
Chicago to San Francisco. They 
are going away from both con- 
ventions mad. For, taking the 
Democratic and Republican civil 
rights programs together, the sum 
is a net loss to the NAACP® and 
associate fire bugs. 

True it is that both planks bris- 
tle and portend challenges to the 
ingenuity of Southern. evasion. 
Any Southern politician who 
blessed a single sentence, period 
or comma in either of the planks 
would embrace doom. 

Nevertheless neither of the two 
planks is as strong as was ex- 
pected. 

First and foremost is the fact 
that neither party this year en- 
dorsed a federal cop Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission to 
compel private business to hire 
persons not wanted. 

This seems reactionary to the 
NAACP and ADA because in 1952, 
the Democratic plank specifically 
called for enactment of an FECP.

Second, despite the threats and 
entreaties of the NAACP and 
ADA, neither party would regis- 
ter opposition to Senate Rule 22, 
which is the filibuster shield of 
the South,

Both in Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco these were the two addi- 
tions to the two party planks 
‘sought by the NAACP, ADA. and 
such collaborators as Walter Reu- 
ther, Gov. G. Mennen Williams of 
Michigan, Senator Herbert Leh- 


man, Senator Paul Douglas, May- 
or Robert Wagner of New York, 
et al. 

In Chicago—oddly the story got 
very little attention even in the 
Chicago press despite a dramatic 
open meeting in the Congress Ho- 
tel—the inflamed Walter Reuther, 
a proprietor of the Democratic 
Party, went so far as to complain 
that the platform committee would 
not even talk to them after the 
regular sessions and walled them- 
selvas off with cops in the tow- 
ers of the Conrad Hilton Hotel. 

When the Republican plank was 
released here, Roy Wilkins, ex- 
ecutive director of the NAACP, 
and Joseph Rauh, ADA chairman, 
popped a testy verdict on the 
press bulletin board: “On _bal- 
ance ....a thin shade stronger” 
than the Democratic plank.

On Tuesday, August 28th we 
vote in Alabama one of the most 
vital and urgent amendments that 
has ever been submitted to. the 
people of our State.

dered null and void by the U. S.| 


Supreme Court in its infamous | 
decision,on black Monday, May 
17th, 1954. In this decision the 


Supreme Court swept aside all 
past rulings to the effect that sep- 
arate but equal facilities for each 
race met requirements of the U. 
S. Constitution. 

It is tragic but true that deci- 
sions of the U. S. Supreme Court 
override provisions of our State 
Constitution. Hence the provisidn 
for separate schools in our State 
Constitution is now a dead letter. 

The situation that we in Ala- 
bama now face is this: Under our 
present Alabama Constitution we 
are helpless and defenseless. We 
have no legal safeguards by which 
we can insure the maintenance of 
segregation in our schools and de- 
feat the efforts of the N.A.A.C.P. 
and other agitators to force in- 
tegration through federal courts. 

In brief, under our State Consti- 
tution as it stands today, strong-

The beloved J. Miller Bonner of 
Wilcox Coynty, known in the 
Legislature as “Mr. Segregation- 
ist”, whose county is almost 90% 
colored and who is the only Sen- 
ator to have ever been elected 
7 times, was .the author of this 
resolution. Legislators named to 
serve with him were: Senator Her- 
bert Byars of Hale County in the 
heart of the Black Belt; Senator 


Albert Boutwell of Jefferson 
County who was born in Mont- 
gomery and reared in Butler 


County, as chairman; Ira D. Pru- 
itt, Representative from Sumter 
County; Robert Kendall, Repre- 
sentative of Conecuh County and 
Jack Gallalee of Mobile County--- 
all from South Alabama where 
the problem is most acute. 
Recognizing that many compli- 
cated constitutional legal ques- 
tions were involved, this com- 
mittee of the -Legislature asked 
the Alabama Bar Association to 
appoint a committee of lawyers to 
work with them in drafting the 
needed Constitutional Amendment 
and enabling legislation. The Ba: 
Association named Jos. F. ‘John- 
ston; Birmingham, grandson of : 
former Alabama Governor and 
United States Senator; Gessner 
T. McCorvey, Mobile, long tim 
chairman of the State Democratic 
Executive Committee and also :

man Jackson, Birmingham, an¢

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Provisions of New Social Security 


Amendments Are 


Four very significant provisions 
are contained in the new Social 
Security Amendments signed by 
President Eisenhower on August 
1, but the different provisions do 
not all take effect at the same 
time. This was announced today 
by J. W. Overstreet, Jr., District 
Manager of the Birmingham So- 
cial Security office, in response 
to many inquiries. Mr. Overstreet 
said these far-reaching changes 
apply particularly to women who 
are fifty years or older, to certain 
self-employed people who have not 
been covered by social security 
previously, and to disabled child- 
ren over the age of eighteen. 

Working women, wives of men 
receiving old-age insurance pay- 
ments, and widows of insured 
werkers can start getting monthly 
benefits at age 62. The dependent 
mother of an insured worker who 
dies leaving no spouse or child 
eligible for benefits, may also get 
benefits at 62. Payments for wom- 
en who are already 62 and who 
qualify under the Amendments 
can begin with the: November ben- 
efit checks, due early in Decem- 
ber. Application must be made for 
these benefits. 


Working women and wives who 
apply before age 65 will receive 
benefits at reduced rates, on a 
sliding scale. Benefits for widows 
and dependent mothers of insured 
deceased workers at age 62 will 
not be reduced. 

Disability benefits at age 50 
may be paid to workers who are 
totally disabled for substantial 
gainful ‘work of any kind. Under 
the new law, these persons may 
get monthly disability payments 
beginning with July 1957. Mr. Ov- 
erstreet emphasized that applica- 
tions cannot be accepted for these 
dis@Bility payments before Octo- 
ber 1, 1956. ,

ance payments, a worker must 
meet strict requirements as_ to 
the amount of work to his credit 
under social security. The defini- 
tion of disability is the same as 
the one which has been in the 
law as one of the requirements 
for a disability freeze since 1954. 
The payments can be made only 
to a worker who has a disability 
which prevents him from engag- 
ing in any substantial gainful ac- 
tivity. The disability must have 
lasted at least 6 months, and must 
be expected to continue indefinite- 
ly. 

To prevent duplication, the 
amount of any disability payment 
will be reduced if the beneficiary 
is receiving disability benefits 
from another Federal agency or 
under a State or Federal work- 
men’s compensation law. 


Many disabled persons over fif- 
ty have already filed applications 
designed to freeze their benefit 
level. It is-not necessary for these 
persons to taka any action at the 
present time because the social 
security office will notify them 
before June 1957 so that they 
may file applications for cash ben-

Sam says he’s plannin’ 
to harvest some of his trees for the 
paper mill, and wondered how to 
go about it. I told him tree farmers 
who sell to the pulpwood market 
usually“cut their logs into lengths 
of about five feet. Most mills won't 
take wood that’s less than four 
inches in diameter at the small end, 
The largest diameter wood they'll 
take depends on the individual mill. 
Before you do any harvesting, it’s / 
best to check with the mill people.

Paper mills buy lats of wood that 
might otherwise be wasted. They 
don’t object to knotty wood if the 
knots are trimmed close to the logs. 
They'll generally take trees that 
have been unhealthy or deformed. 
But not dead wood—because there’s 
so little strength in it. They don’t 
like burnt wood either —'cause a 
piece of charcoal|may ruin the qual- 
ity of a whole run of paper.

There was a time when most mills 
would take only peeled wood, Not any 
longer! Today many prefer it un- 
peeled, in fact. This, of course, means 
cutting and hauling can now be done: 
the year around, instead of being lim- 
ited to the busy growing season.

Self-employed law- 
yers, dentists, chiropractors, vet-

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Alabama College Opens Sept. 17; 
New Faculty Members, Courses Added 


Registration of freshmen and 
transfer students for the fall 
semester at Alabama College will 
start Monday, September 17. 


Dormitories for men and women 
will open Saturday, September 15. 
Classes will begin at 8:00 a.m, 
Thursday, September 20. 


The first class of men students 
in the history of Alabama College 
will begin college level studies at 
Montevallo this fall. Permissive 
legislation was passed by the Ala- 
bama Legislature last winter, call- 
ing for tha conversion of Alabama 
College to a coeducational school. 
The College’s Board of Trustees 
set September, 1956 as the date 
for the first class of men to en- 
roll. 


Advance enrollment figures in- 
dicate the school will have the 
largest freshman class in recent 
Years and a twenty to twenty-five. 
per cent increase over last year’s 
total enrollment. 


Several new programs of study 
have been added to the College’s 
curricula for the start of its 61st 
year, Courses in pre-law, pre-en- 
gineering, pre-veterinary medicine, 
and pre-dentistry have been ad- 
ded. 

A new four-year curriculum in 
counseling and guidance leading 
to a bachelor of arts degree and 
new subjects in the field of Bus- 
iness Administration and econom- 
ics will be offered.

Dr. Bailey Has 
Papers Published 


Dr. Paul C.’ Bailey, Professor 
of Biology at Alabama College re- 
cently had two papers published 


by the International Journal of 


Cytology (cell study) in Japan 
for the fall of “57 giving the re- 
sults of the study of*cell division- 
—a problem closely associated 
with cancer. 

The papers explain the results 
of research emphasizing the fact 


that there are a number of en- 
vironmental factors which exert 
influence upon cell division. 


Dr. Bailey said that these fac- 
tors are comparable to tthe re- 
sults obtained by researchers us- 
ing chemical and other experi- 
mental agents used in the labora- 
tory to control cell divisions. 

A third paper written by Dr. 
Bailey on the. same subject ap- 
peared in the Bulletin of Torrey 
Botanical Club. The Alabama Col- 
lege professor said that other 
papers will be published in the 
very near future. ; 

Dr. Bailey’s research project 


has been extended for the third 
year, with a continuing grant 
from the Research Grants and 
Followships Branch of the Nation- 
al Cancer Institute, Washington, 
D. C. He is using the plant Tril- 
lium and the chick embryo as a 
source of material in his research 
project. 

Past chairman of the Alabama 
Academy of Science, Dr. Bailey 
is editor of the Journal of the 
Alabama Academy of Science. He 
joined the Alabama College facu- 
Ity in 1947. He is a member of 
Sigma Xi; American Association 
for the Advancement of Science; 
American Genetic Association; 
Beta Beta Beta; and the Torrey 
Botanical Club. 

A native of Baileyton, Ala., Dr. 
Bailey received his M. A. and Ph. 
D. degrees from Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity. He is the author of a 
number of articles appearing in 
scientific journals and is a 1952 
recipient of a research grant from 
the Alabama Academy of Science - 
for research on the plant Trilium.

(An Editorial’ from The Birmingham News) 


With the admission this Fall of 
men students at Alabama Oovllege 
at Montevallo, that institution, we 
believe, opens a period of heigh- 
tened and broadened opportunity 
in the servica of education. 

Through the years it has, as a 
college for women, been a greatly 
useful unit*in the state’s system 
' of higher education. But in recent 
years enrollment had been de- 
clining to an extent | \giving much 
concern. There can be no doubt 
that a major factor in this trend 
was the fact that the college was 
not co-educational. We expect to 
see ample confirmation of that in 
the enrollment trend in the next 
few years. It is plainly evident 
that young men and women enjoy 
going to college together. 

That does not mean that all 
colleges should be co-educational 
but it does mq@an that the demand 
for such institutions is high. By 
recognition ‘of that reality Ala- 
bama College has put itself in 
position for a new expansion of its 
service. 

It seems to us that it has 
marked advantages for attaining 
new distinction as a center for 
the teaching and fostering of the 
liberal arts. Its size; its beautiful 
campus in a favorable location 
near the state’s largest metro- 
politan area, with many cultural 
activities; its high traditions; its 
devoted leadership and faculty 
—these are among factors of ad- 
vantage in teaching, and inspiring 
love of, those insights, values and 
ideals asociated with a well-bal-

anced and stimulating education. 

Of course, we continue in this 
age in critical need of specialized 
education along many lines. Our 
kind of inter-dependent, technical 
civilization, so obviously relying 
heavily on many different sorts 
of special services and products, 
requires vast numbers of men and 
women of specialized training. 

The University, Auburn and 
other state colleges, of course, 
have their own Ifberal arts courses 
which are contributing much to 
the general educational instruction 
of their great numbers of stu- 
dents. They offer, too, specialized 
courses which are in great de- 
mand. Alabama College, as a co- 
educational institution emphasiz- 
ing the liberal arts, will fit well 
into the state’s over-all program 
of higher education. 

Dr. F. E. Lund and his admini- 
stration associates and the faculty 
confront a high challenge in the 
years ahead. They seem to us to 
have an opportunity to do a par- 
ticular job of great importance. 
In this age of science and tech- 
nology we are in urgent need of 
the ‘maintenance of the kind of 
educational training and empha- 
sis required to provide broad per- 
spective and sound balance in a 
time of imperative concentration 
and emphasis on specialization. 

We have confidence that this 
challenge will be well met and 
that Montevallo will become mor¢ 
and more an influerce for the 
understanding and the -living of 
the good’ life in Alabama.

Farmers Converting Cropland to Grass 
And Trees as Conservation Measure 


Auburn, Alabama, September 19, 
1956 — Farmers in Alabama’s 
twelve ‘soil conservation districts 
last year converted more than 66,- 
500 acres of cropland to grass and 
trees, said O. C. Medlock, State 
Conservationist for the U. S. Soil 
Conservation Service in a Con- 
servation summary just released, 

Medlock stated that this shift 
has taken place as part of the re- 
gular soil and water conservation 
program. Tree planting alone 
totaled more than 23,700 acres in 
1954 and 1955. 


“This is a significant measure 
of the interest that farmers have 
in shifting their poorer acres to 
grass and trees—a move that will 
be given tremendous added ssti- 
mulus by the Conservation Reserve 
of the Soil Bank’, Medlock said. 

Alabama farmers will have their 
share of a national 1957 goal of 
20 million acres of cropland to be 
converted to grass and trees. SCS 
data indieate that in the interest 
of good land use Alabama has at 
least 1,055,000 acres of land now 
in crops, that need to be placed in 
permanent grass cover and 175,900 
acres of present cropland should 
go to trees. Nationally, 47 million 
acres of land now in crops need 
to be in permanent grass cover 
and 7 million acres of present 
cropland should go into trees. 


Farmers in soil conservation 


‘| districts in fiscal year 1956 plant- 


ed trees on 9,481 acres. Tree 
planting in districts, in coopera- 
tion with SCS and the State Div- 
ision of Forestry has now reached 
a total of 81/245 acres, of which 
about 32,980 acres were planted 
during the past three years. 

Farmers in districts planted 
370,000 acres of pasture plantings 
in the last three years, the 
summary showed. 


Pointing to another major ac- 
complishment Medlock said that 
1956 was a high year in the con- 
struction of farm ponds. Last 
year, 1,239 were built, bringing 
the total to date to more than 
10,280 constructed wih SCS help 
in districts in Alabama. 


Some 715,000 farm ponds have 


been built in districts throughout 
the nation, for water conservation, 
better livestock management, and 
better wildlife and waterfowl 
habitat. Averaging from 1 to 2 
acres each, these ponds have a 
water area of more than 1,000,090 
acres, Medlock said. 


Another conservation practice 
last year was 2,493 miles of 
terracing. Bicolor plantings re- 
commended by SCS and the State 
Department of Conservation were 
planted to improve wildlife food 
and cover on more than 1,020 
acres last year, bringing the 
total 25,240 acres in districts. 

These and many other interre- 
lated practices are carried out, 
Medlock explained, as part of SCS 
assistance to 57,626 individual 
farmers cooperating in soil con- 
servation districts in Alabama, 
as of July 1, 1956. These operate 


10,031,408 acres of farm lands in 
twelve soil conservation districts. 
There are now 2700 soil conserva- 
tion districts in the nation, in- 
cluding 91 percent of all farms 
and 86 percent of all farm lands.

Montevallo High School Chosen To 
Receive Traveling Science Library 


‘Montevallo High School has been 
chosen as one of 100 schools in the 
United States to receive during 
1956-57 the Traveling High School 
Science Library, sponsored by the 
National Science Foundation and 
the American Association for the 
Advancement’ of Science, both 
located in Washington, D. C. This 
is an experimental program, now 
in its second year, designed to de- 
termine the influence upon the 
better-than-average high - school 
student, of an outstanding collec- 
tion of science books for his volun- 
tary assigned reading.

science books. Even the collections 
of science books in the libraries 
in many large cities are poor. 
This program actually tests the 
reactions of students to good sci- 
ence books and demonstrates to 
school and public libraries the 
books they should buy. 

The Traveling Library consists 
of 200 books chosen by leading 
scientists, mathematicians, libr- 
arians, and _ science teachers. 
Twenty-five sets of books are 
being circulated in different parts 
of the country. Each school re- 
ceives 50 books at a time, begin- 
ning October 1, which may be 
used for two months. Then books 
are exchanged with other schools 
in the State every two months 
until the end of the school year 
when the local school will have 
had an opportunity to use all 200 
books. The program involves no 
cost to the schools. Transportation 
charges and other expenses. are 
paid by the sponsoring agencies. 

The Nantional Science Founda- 
tion, which finances the program, 
is an agency of the United States 
Government established to pro- 
mote the progress of science, and 
supports ‘several programs to im- 
prove and extend education in 
the sciences. The American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, which administers the 
Program, was organized in 1848 
and is the oldest national scienti- 
fic society. Actually a scientific 
federation, it has 264 affiliated 
and associated scientific and pro- 
fessional societies, and over 50,000 
individual members.

Music Professor 
Attracts Students 


With musical talent ranging 
from Bach. to Brubeck, John 
Fesperman, associate professor of 
music at Alabama College draws 
students magnetically. 

Beginning his first year at Ala- 
bama College, Mr. Fesperman ‘re- 
cently completed two years of 
study in Europe on a Fulbright 
scholarship. A native of Kanna- 
polis, N. C., he is a former as- 
sociate professor of music at 
Catawba College, Salisbury, N. C. 

Mr. Fesperman is an accomp- 
lished organist. He has been play- 
ing the instrument for over 12 
years. When he was a student at 
the Amsterdam Conservatory in 
Holland and the Mozartum, Sals- 
burg, Austria, he was invited to 
play the pipe organ in several 
cathedrals and ancient castles in 
that section of Europe. 

Prior to his study in Europe, 
the associate professor received 
his B. §. degree from Davidson 
College, Davidson, N. C., and his 
Bachelor of Music degree from 
Yale University. 

Having contributed several art- 
icles to musical publications, Mr. 
Fesperman received acclaim from 
authorities on his “Interpretation 
of Music of 17th and 18th Cen- 
turies,” and “The Organ in Protes- 
tant Churches.” 

People in the central Alabama 
area will be hearing Mr. Fesper- 
man’s organ music in a weekly 
series of radio broadcasts this fall 
from the Alabama College campus 
entitled “Music from Montevallo.” 
Several of the broadcasts will in- 
clude harpsichord music. 

While studying in Europe, Mr, 
Fesperman’s prime interest was 


organ and harpsichord music of 
the Baroque period. He visited 
many organ and harpsichord buil- 
ders in England, Denmark and 
Holland. 

Mr. Fesperman gathered a vast 
amount of material concerning 
the construction and history of 
these instruments. He hopes to 
use this data in a book he plans 
to have published. The organist 
someday desires to be known as 
“a player of Bach.” 

Accompanying Mr. Fesperman 
to Alabama College was a harpsi- 
chord which he purchased in Eu- 
rope. The harpsichord resembles 
the piano in many ways and is 
currently enjoying a new vogue. 
The instrument was very popular 
during the 17th and 18th century. 
Unlike the piano the keyboard is 
smaller and contains only hajf 
as many keys. The sound is lighter 
and more melodic. 

At every convocation Mr. Fes- 
jerman is at the keyboard of the 
Alabama College organ and the 
music of Bach penetrates the 
entire campus. ;

The American ‘Cancer Society, 
Alabama Divison, Inc., announced 
today the making of three grants 
totaling $19,108.22 for research 
and service projects within the 
state. 

The allocations. announced by 
Mrs. Lillian G. Meade of Birm- 
ingham, executive director of the 
Alabama division, were as follows: 

$6,698.22 to the Alabama As- 
sociation of Pathologists for con- 
tinued support of the Tumor Re- 
gistry in Birmingham, which the 
ACS’ Alabama Division has sup- 
ported since its inception. 

$2,500 to the Tumor Clinic of 
the University Hospital, Medical 
College of Alabama, for the pur- 
chase of medicine and hormones 
for medically indigent cancer 
patients who attend the Tumor 
Clinic. These patients have no 
other source for this aid. This 


project is under direction of Dr. 
Howard L. Holley. 

The board of directors of the 
Alabama Division also appropri- 
ated. $10,000 for the support of 
experimental work: by four young 
scientists at the Medical Collage 
of Alabama: Samuel Richardson 
Hill, M. D.; Thomas B. Patton, 
Ph.

Shelby County Has 
No Polio This Year 


With the peak of the Polio 
season passed Shelby County has 
not had a case of Polio reported 
this year. This is the first year 
since the organization eof the 
Health Department (1929) that 
the County has failed to have 
several cases of Polio. 

The initial phase of the Polio 
immunization programa was spon- 
sored by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis. Congress 
then appropriated sufficient funds 
for the USPHS to buy Polio vac- 
cine and distribute it to the 
States. 

The Shelby County Polio Im- 
munization Program, with the 
combined efforts of the | local 
chapter of the NFIP, the USPHS, 
the State Coordinator, the phyi- 
cians of this County, the school 
authorities and the County Health 
Department has been successful. 
Many children have been immuniz- 
ed and more are being immunized 
daily. 

Much credit is due the School 
Personnel and to members ; of 
the Vignette Club whose coopera- 
tion and assistance has been in- 
valuable. 

It is believed that, before the 
advent of another Polio season, 
a sufficient number of children 
will have been immunized to ob- 
viate the danger of a Polio out- 
break in this” County. However 
all parents are urged to have 
their children immunized since 
they will no doubt come in con- 
tact with healthy carriers from 
time to time. 

All individuals between the ages 
of 6 months and 20 years,’ and 
all expectant mothers, are eligi- 
ble for these shots.

Any Cropland Eligible 


For Conservation Reserve 
Any farm land regularly used | 
in the production of crops in- 
cluding tame hay may be _ in- 
cluded in the Soil Bank’s Con- 
servation: Reserve, advises H. C. 
McDanal, Chairman of the Shelby 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committe. Land 
which is not eligible under the pro- 
gram includes non-crop land, 
land that is designated for the 
Acreage Reserve, and land owned 
by the Federal Government. 
When an approved practice is 
carried out on land designated 
for the Conservation Reserve, 
the farmer will receive a pay- 
ment varying by practices but 
which may represent up to 80 


‘percent of the cost of establishing 


the practice. He will also receive 
jan annwal payment, including 
the first’ year, at the rate of 
$9.00 per acre. 

Tto qualify for payment, the 
farmer must reduce the prior 2- 
year average acreage for crops 
harvested on his farm by the 
number of acres he places in the 
Conservation Reserve. 

Chairman McDanal advises 
that the closing date for 
signing up in Conservation Re- 
serve program for 1956 is Octo- 
ber 15. Information on practice 
specifications and contract forms 
which must be submitted before 
the closing date are available at 
the County ASC Office at Colum- 
biana, Ala.

Funds For State Mental Hospitals 


Thousands of mentally ill Ala- 
bamians who could get well don’t. 
They are jammed and crowded 
together in wards that aren’t 
big enough to handle half their 
numbers. They’re in old buildings 
badly in need of rebuilding. A 
single bathroom serves a ward 
of 84 patients. It’s a grim, con- 
crete-floored room in need of 
fresh paint and showing the stains 
of many years’ use. Hospital beds 
are lined three-deep along the 
walls of some wards. In. a ward 
of bedfast patients where bed 
linens must be changed frequently, 
. attendants must pull cach bed 
out of its row and into the nar- 
row aisle to make changes. There 


isn’t room to work between the 
beds. 

In mental hospitals that have 
enough space, good buildings, 
adequate eqipment and staff, 80 
to 85 per cent of the patients ad- 
mitted are discharged as cured 
or improved within a single year: 
In Alabama only about 40 per 
cent are discharged in their first 
year. Many of them spend half 
a lifetime there in the hospital. 

On November 6th, Ajabama 
voters will have a chance to im- 
prove the physical surroundings 
of the mentally ill and mentally 
retarded.

will pay for desperately needed 
new buildings, will renovate old 
ones-and will purchase equipment 
needed in treatment of mental! 
patients. This is the first time an 
opportunity to help this segment 
of the population has been placed 
directly before the voters. 

Apart from relieving human suf- 
fering, what does it mean to 
the voter in terms of dollars and 
cents? 

First, it does not mean new or 
additional taxes. These bonds, 
carrying a maximum interest of 
three per cent, are to be paid 
off from the general tax fund. 
This is the same fund that pays 
for the long, drawn-out custodial 
care of patients who could get 
well but don’t. 

Second, it means Alabama’s 
mental hospitals will have a better 
chance to attract the necessary 
professional staff. Psychiatrists 
and psychiatric nurses are scarce 
and can’t always be had, even 
when appropriations are avail- 
able. But physcial improvements 
that will help Alabama _ hospital 
meet standards that will make 
them eligible for training per- 
sonnel to relieve the shortage. 

At present, Alabama mental 
hospitals have about 8700 patiqnts, 
and the load is growing each 
year. The present trend indicates 
that one in 10 of Alabama’s citi- 
zens will spend some time in a 
hospital because of mental illness.

He is that unique store- 
keeper who must have a college 
degree in pharmacy and pass the 
rigid examination of the State 
Board of Pharmacy in order to 
win the honored title of ‘“Re- 
gistered Pharmacist.” But he does 
not stop there. Through profes- 
sional journals and meetings he 
is up to date on the latest re- 
search and developments in phar- 
macy and medicine. 

He is the physician’s colleague 
and trusted aide. In direct contact 
with drug manufacturers, he helps 
keep the busy physician informed 
on the hundreds of new pre- 
scription drugs developed each 
yaar. 

He is the physician’s “ware- 
house.” He must stepk every 





drug that many be prescribed by 
the doctors he serves . me- 
dicines for hay fever, arthritis. 
the common cold . . . thousands of 
them. Many resemble one another, 
but there are no substitutes. The 
pharmacist fills every prescription 
exactly as ordered. 

He is a good neighbor. He 
knows and likes his customers. 
He values stheir friendship and 
confidence in his professional skill 
—that skill which stands always 
dedicated to the wellbeing of his 
neighbors. 

He is a public servant. President 
Eisenhower, in proclaiming Na- 
tional Pharmacy Week, has called 
attention to “the splendid services 
rendered by the pharmacists of 
America to the health of our peo- 
ple.” 

Because the pharmacist is ail 
these things, he deserves a tribute 
ef thanks for his devoted and 
indispensable service throughout 
the year.

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STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Le ture of 
Alabama at the First Special Ses- 
sion 1956, ordered an election to be 
held by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 

roposed amendment to the Consti- 
Pition of Alabama, which said 
amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that the said election be 
held at the general election next 
succeeding the session of the Legis- 
lature at which the amendment was 


roposed; and 

PYWHEREAS, the general election 
next succeeding the session of the 
Legislature at which the amend- 


ment was proposed will be and 
occur on Tuesday, November 6, 
1956; and 


WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 


mitting the sinenement, 10 be given, 


by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the 
election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. 
Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 6th day of November 1956, 
an election will be held at the 
several polling places within the 
State of Alabama, in the manner 
and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901: 

“The State is authorized to be- 

come indebted for building con- 

struction and improvement pur- 
poses at the Alabama State Hos- 

itals and at the Partlow State 

chool for Mental Deficients, 
and in evidence of the indebted- 
ness so incurred to sell and 
issue, in addition to all other

A Tribute To Dr. 


Since our last meeting this 
Society has lost its oldest and 
most honored member. In the 
passing of Dr. Acker we have lost 
a man who represented the high- 
est ideals of the medical profes- 
sion and who has_ contributed 
much to the dignity and the 
prestige of the profession. He 
was admired, loved and respected 
by all who knew him. He had 
prepared himself well for his 
great life’s work; having received 
his A. B. degree from Southern 
University and his M. D. degree 
from Alabama Medical College he 
further pursued his studies in 
several of the great European 
Medical Clinics and in some of 
the large Medical Centers in 
this country. Having thus prepar- 
ed himself he returned to Ala- 
bama to spend his life in the 
service of the people of his native 
State. 


As a physician true to the 
traditions of the old school, he 
dedicated his life to the service 
of others, giving cf his best to 
rich and poor alike, never violat- 
ing a. trust and abiding strictly 
by his Hippocratic Oath and his 
Code of Ethics. Dr. Acker had 
been a member of this Society 
for 44 years. He had been its 
President several terms and had 
been a member of the Board of 
Censors the past 30 years. He

was our leading light and we 
trusted his judgment implicitly. 
In the State Medical Association 
he was a member of the College 
of Counsellors the past 20 years 
and at the next annual meeting 
of the State Association would 
have been elevated to the post of 
Life Counsellor. He was a member 
also of the American Medical 
Association. 


Dr. Acker was active in the 
civic life of his community and 
took a leading part. in every 
worthwhile enterprise. He had 
served Montevallo as Councilman 
and as Mayor. He was a devout 
Christian and a pillar of strength 
in his church. He was Chairman 
of the Board of Deacons of the 
Montevallo Baptist Church. 

It is seldom that we have the 
privilege of being associated 
with one who so commands our 
admiration, respect and genuine 
friendship as did Dr. Acker. We 
admired him for his many per- 
sonal achievements, his force of 
character, his indomitable will 
and his magnificent courage, and 
we loved him for the warm. and 
loyal friendship which he bestowed 
upon us and for his unfailing 
cheerfulness. It was a real privi- 
lege to have known and been as- 
sociated with such a man. 

If any man was ever prepared 
to meet his Maker it was Dr. 


Acker and when on the first day 
of October he was led to his 
eternal home we can_well believe 
that he went with no regrets, 
no fear and with the cheerfulness 
so characteristic of him. 

His chair is vacant but his 
spirit will ever abide with us 
and his memory shall always be 
cherished.

“J like young people,” Dr. 
Richard Powers, Dean of Alabama 
College, told a visitor recently. 
“Work with youth and age keeps 
it’s distance.” 

As an adminstrative head at 
Alabama College, the duties of 
Dr. Powers range from outlining 
academic programs to advising 
troubled students. 

Entering his fifth year as Dean 
of Alabama College, Dr. Powers 
has achieved a high reputation in 
southern . education with his 
student counseling program, 
streamlined curriculum setun and 
his professional relationship with 
faculty members. 


Before coming to Alabama Col- 
lege the Dean was an associate 
professor of Business Adminstra- 
tion at Wake Forest College in 
North Carolina. He aided in the 
organization of the School of 
Business Adminstration there. 
From 1946-48 he was assistant 
professor of Economics at Clemson 
College, South Carolina. 

The Dean is a native of Vir- 
ginia.

Shelby County’s first case of 
Polio for 1956 was reported this 
week This case is in a 6 year old 
white child who had never had 
a shot of Polio Vaccine. This 
child has four brothers and sisters, 
three of whom took one Polio 
shot many months ago. All are 
within the eligible age group. 

Dr. Salk’s great discovery of 
an effective anti-Polio Vaccine 
avails nothing unless parents see 
to it that their children are given 
the Vaccine at the proper in- 
tervals. 


No immunizing agent will pro- | American 


tect 100% of people to whom it 
is given. However, a child who 
has received 3 doses of Polio Vac- 
cine has an 85% to 90% chance 
of avoiding the infection entirely 
and, should he develop Polio, it 
is rarely of the paralytic type. 
Every physician in the County 
and the County Health Depart- 
ment are prepared to give Polio 
Vaccine and all parents are urged 
to have their children between the 
ages of 6 months and 20 years 
protected from this diasase.

1955 Auto Accident 
Deaths Total 858 


Motor vehicle accidants claimed 
858 lives in Alabama in 1955, in 
an increase over the 1954 motor 
accident toll of 801. 

This amounted to an average of 
more than two deaths in this ac- 
cident category for each day of 
last year, the State Health De- 
partment said today. 

‘A summary prepared by the 
Department’s bureau of vital 
statistics revealed that totals for 
the various counties ranges all 
the way from no motor vehicle 
accident deaths in a single county 
to the top 129-death toll in an- 
other county. 

Shelby county’s record showed 
11 deaths from this particular 
cause. 

The 1955 figures included are 
provisional, and may vary slight- 
ly from the final ones which will 
be available later.

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Voters Can Help 
Mental Hospitals 


Rapid progress in treatment of 
mental illness has been made in 
recent years. While it appears 
that mental illness will strike one 
in every 10 persons in Alabama, 
there is more hope than ever that 
its victims can be rehabilitated 
and returned to society. But the 
state’s mental hospitals can’t do 
the job with their present limita- 
tions. 

That diagnosis was made by Dr. 
J. S. Tarwater, superintendent 
of Alabama State Hospitals for 
the mentally ill. 

“We beg the interest, help and 
support of the public in Alabama 
in providing adequate facilities 
for the treatment of your mentally 
sick people,” he said. “We must 
have public support if we are to 
tun good hospitals.” 

Right now Bryce Hospital has 
about 4800 patients. The number 


grows a little each year. With 
the hospital’s rated bed space 
at something like 2370 beds, 


some wards are serving more than 
double the number of patients 
for which they were intended. 

In wards built for 50 patients 
and serving 105, no new plumbing 
facilities have been added. In 
other wards, day rooms have 
been converted to other purposes 
and sleeping rooms crowded with 
row after row of beds ‘must serve 
as sitting rooms too. 

Last February the state legisla- 
ture decided to submit a $4,000,000 
bond issue for improvements at 
the State Mental Hospitals and 
Partlow State School to thé Ala- 
bama voters. For the first! time, 
the voters of the state will have 
a direct opportunity to do some- 
thing for the mentally ill and the 
mentally deficient in these three 
institutions. 

The bond issue is covered in 
Constitutional Amendment No. 2, 
which earmarks the $4,000,000 
fund for three purposes: con- 
struction of new buildings, re- 
novation of old ones and purchase 
of new equipment. 

The bond debt is to be paid off 
over a 20-year period from the 
state’s general tax fund. No new 
taxes are to be levied to retire 
it. Provisions of the amendment 
also specify that the funds can- 
not be diverted to other purposes 
without approval of the voters. 

“I sincerely hope that the peop): 
of Alabama will give approval to 
Amendment No. 2 so that this 
situation long overdue may be 
corrected,” said Lewis E. McCray. 
department commander of the 
American Legion of Alabama. 

“I have visited the hospitals, i 
Tuscaloosa on many occasions,’ 
said Thomas B. Dean, state com- 
mander of Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. “I know the crowded con- 
ditions and since this is the first 
time the people themselves have 
had an opportunity to do some- 
thing for these institutions, I be- 
lieve they will go along.”

Alabama Voters To Vote on Eight 
Constitutional Amendments Nov. 6 


Eight amendments to the sige fos, aaa in Colbert county on a 


Constitution will be voted on in 
the coming general election to be 
held Tuesday, November 6. Only 
three of the amendments are for 
the whole state. Of the other five 
four apply to only one county and 
one applies to only one city. 


Amendment “No. One, if ap- 
proved by the people would pro- 
vide for an increase of members 
of the Legislature from the pre- 
sent 141 in both houses to 219. The 
membership of the House of Re- 
presentatives would be increased 
from the present 106 to 152. The 
number of Senators would be in- 
creased from the present 35 to 
67. This would mean a total in- 
crease in the membership of the 
law making body of 78 from 141 
to 219. 

Amendment No. Two would 
authorize the State to issue Bonds 
in the amount of Four Million dol- 
lars to provide new buildings and 
imprevemtnts at the State Mental 
Hospitals and the Partlow School 
for Children. 

This amendment would provide 
relief from over-crowded conditions 
at these hospitals and the school 
for children. It would not require 
the levy of a new tax; but would 
be paid from the general fund, 
from taxes that would be collected 
anyway. 

Amendment No. Three would 
authorize the issuance of Bonds 
up to Two Million dollars ‘to 
be’ used for building and equip- 
ping hospitals, health centers, 
tuberculosis hospitals or sanatoria. 
This would enable the state to ap- 
ply for additional funds provided 
by the Hill-Burton Act. Neither 
does this amendment provide for 4 
new tax, but would be paid off 
from the taxes that would be col- 
lected anyway. 

Amendment Number Four would 
authorize the Legislature to fix 
the costs and charges of the courts

Amendment No. Seven would 
authbrize Tuscaloosa county to 
issue Bonds in the amount of two 
and a half million dollars to build 
and equip a court house and jail, 
after being approved by the voters 
of the county in a special eiection. 
Amendment No. Eight would 
authorize the City of Gadsden to 
levy a special tax to pay off bonds 
now oustanding and to pay off 
bonds that may be issued later.

During the past summer the 
Angeles returned to Germany for 
a visit. “It was one big home- 
coming,” Barbara said. “All of 
our relatives and friends were 
still there. Just about all we did 
was talk about the past and tell 
about our life in America.” 


“We were surprised at the new 
Berlin,” Barbara continued. “Ber- 
lin was our home during the 
war. Christiane and I practically 
grew up during the bombings. We 
were very young when the bomb- 
ings first started. As the years 
rolled by we got used to it and 
considered it more irritating than 
fearful.” 


Christiane said when they left 
for America the cities were mass- 
es of ruins and the people looked 
as if the last shreds of hope had 
vanished. “On our return every- 
thing had changed. New buildings 
loomed over bomb craters. The 
scars of war were practically gone. 
Even the people lookyi different. 
They had gained hope and signs 
of prosperity were evident every- 
where.” 


Prior to thetr arrival in Ameri- 
ca, the Angele sisters had receiv- 
ed abou five years of schooling.

The proposal to be voted 
on would increase the size of the 
House of Representatives from 
106 to 152 members, and the 
size of the Senate from 35 to 67. 


Although no county would lose 
legislators it now has, some would 
gain additional representation 
and some would not. Relative 
gains and losses in representation 
can be shown by comparing thé 
proportion of total representation 
in each house as it now exists 
with that as proposed in the 
amendment. When this comparison 
is made, it appears that 31 coun- 
ties would have a net gain in 
representative strength in the 
House of Representatives and the 
other 36 would lose. In the Senate 
40 counties would gain and 27 
would lose. 


Fifteen counties would gain in 
beth houses. Eleven counties would 
lose in both houses. However, 
the majority of 41 counties would 
gain in one ‘house and lose in 
the other. For example, Jefferson 
County would have a 2.6 per cent 
gain in representation in th@ 
House of Representatives. Losing 
proportionately in the Senate, 
Jefferson County would have a 
net gain in average representa- 
tion for both ‘houses, changing 
from 4.7. per cent of total re- 
presentation to 5.4 per cent. 

By adding the proportions of 


total representation which each' 


county has in the Senate and 
in the House and dividing by 
two, it is possible to show the 
net impact of the proposed 
amendment on the representative 
strength of the county. On this 
basis, 32 counties would have a 
net gain in representative streng- 
th, 33 counties would- sustain a 
net loss, and two counties would 


ment since the: amendment must 
be accepted or rejjected in its 
entirety. However, it should be 
pointed out that the fate of 
many measures is decided in one 
house, so that relative changes 
proposed by the amendment must 
be considered for both the Senate 
and the House. If a bill is killed 
in the Senate, the House is not 
likely to consider it because enact- 
ment requires passage by _ both 
houses. This fact suggests that 
the actual effect of the reap- 
portionment measure on the vot- 
ing strength of a particular coun- 
ty would depend on which house 
first acted on the bill in question. 
Should initial action be taken 
in the Senate, the new proposal 
might be advantageous while in 
the House the opposite result 
might be felt. It was pointed out 
above that the majority of coun- 
ties would gain strength in the 
Senate, while the majority would 
lose in the House of Representa- 
tives. 


The accompanying map shows 
the relative net gains and losses 
in-represtntation of the counties 
on the basis of averaging the 
changes in the House and Senate 
for each county. Since it is neces- 
sary to have a standard for pur- 
poses of comparison, the map 
shows the direction of changes in 
representation in relation to each 
county’s proportion of total state 
population. Six counties would re- 
ceive increases in representation 
which would bring them closer 
to their population ratio. These 
are scattered from Baldwin Coun- 
ty in the south to Colbert in the 
North. Twenty-three counties 
would sustain net decreases which 
would bring them nearer their 
population ratio. These counties 
are grouped in south-central Ala- 
bama with the exception of Mor- 
gan and Jackson Counties in the 


counties would, there fore, be 
counties would, there-fores, be 
closer in representation to their 
proportion of the state’s popula- 
tion. Two counties, Etowah and 
Butler, would have the same de- 
gree of representation that they 
now have. Ten counties, scattered 
from Mobile and Houston in the 
south to Lauderdale and Jackson 
in the north would have a _ net 
decrease in representation.

tree branches and monsters no longer pursue you. | 
Most likely it won’t be the goblins who will “getcha if ya don’t 
watch out.” It’s those crazy drivers. And they’ll really getcha. 
Those who walk at night seem to be in danger, after all. At 
o 


least, the Traffic Safety Associa-¢ 
tion says so. In winter, with more 
dark hours, it’s most dangerous. 
There are twice as many pedes- 
trian fatilities after dark, the as- 
sociation says. 
Here is a classic example from 
the Traffic Safety Association’s 
files: 
“The typical 
fat al accident 
victim was a 
t male pedestrian 
fF in his late fif- 
= ties or early 
* =: sixties who had 
: never driven a 
s motor vehicle. 
He was killed 
at night when 
‘ies Chgeran. he stepped 
carelessly into the street without 
looking for approaching-—cars.” 
Notice that part which says, 
“had never driven a motor vehi- 
ele.” That’s important because 
those who do not drive often 
don’t realize how long it takes to 
stop a moving car. They may 
walk out in front of a car com- 
pletely innocent of the fact that 
they are in danger. 


Children Cautioned 


Children at least are taught to 
“stop, look and listen,” and this 
caution which is drilled into them 
when they are ‘at an impression- 
able age may go far toward sav- 
ing their lives. Perhaps the older 
citizens have crossed so many 
streets during their lives thai 
caution. seems less urgent to 
them. | 

Walking out into traffic from 
between parked cars in the mii-! 
dle of the block is the most c:~- 


mon way pedestrians are struck 

down. Darkness makes it almost - 
impossible for the driver to see 

them until it is too late. 


Can’t See Pedestrian 


Let’s say you shine a flashlight 
\] at someone some distance’ away 
from you in the dark. He can see 
your light long before you can 
spot him,with the beam. It’s the 
same with the pedestrian. He 
sees the car’s headlights and 
feels safe because he thinks the 
driver can see him. But often 
the driver cannot see him—espe- 
cially if he wears dark clothes— 
until it’s too late to stop. 

A driver is further handi- 
caped by his eyes. Even if you’re 
eating your~carrots, you still 
ean’t see—as_well at-night as in 
the daytime. Our vision is such 
that we can’t distinguish depth, 
exact shapes or even color quite 
so well when it’s dark. We are 
restricted to silhouette vision, 
say the eye experts. You might 
be driving along, thinking that 
black shape on the curb is a fire 
hydrant, until it steps suddenly 
into the street. Then you realize 
it’s a child, or a man who was 
tieing his shoelace. 

The safe driver adjusts his 
speed to night driving, and keeps 
in mind those who walk at night.

Our Educational 
Heritage 
By Dr. Charles Gormley 


During most of the year we 
ought to give attention to the 
problems and the shortcomings of 
our schools, for only by studying 


problems do we solve them and 
by recognizing deficiencies can 
we hope to remove them. In 
short, we should usually take a 
negative view of educational af- 
fairs, continually wondering what 
needs to be improved. American 
Education Week is a good time, 
however, to restore the balance 
by taking account of some things 
that are right with American 
education. These strengths are 
easy to discover; all we need do 
is recall a little of our history. 
To immigrants, America has 
always been a land of opportunity, 
a place where one might climb 
as high as ability and enterprise 
could take him. At first the 


abundant free land, and _ then 
expanding business and industry, 
provided the meuns by which a 
man could better himself. But 
during the past hundred years, 
our schools have become more 
and more important for this pur- 
pose. School doors open just as 
freely to the laborer’s son as to 
the capitalist’s son, and they sit 
in class together. The poorest 
bright youth, if he has enough 
determination, can hope to climb 
the educational ladder to the very 
top. 

In other countries, too, almost 
every child may go through ele- 
mentary school, but relatively few 
enter a secondary school from 
which they can go on to eol- 
lege. Virtually every boy and 
girl in America can attend such 
a school, and four-tenths of the 
graduates enter college. Our edu- 
cational ladder has room for 
many to climb even the highest 
rungs, and the extent of op- 
portunity it offers is perhaps the 
chief glory of American educa- 
tion.

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THE TOTAL PROGRAM OF EDUCATION 


By M. Thornton 


Today our educational program 
is somewhat different from that of 
twenty years ago, or that of five 
or ten-years ago. A program of 
education must change as it causes 
change and as changes come. Be- 
cause of the outstanding con- 
tributions made by vocational 
education, certainly today, it is 
recognized and accepted as an 
essential in a total program of 
education. I quote from Dr. Verd 
Peterson of South Carolina. 

“A total program in ‘public 
education must find its roots 
deep in the problems of all the 
people and must make a real 
contribution to the solution of the 
problems of each individual. It 
must provide much for stimulating 
the growth of the individual. 


The whole educational program 
is larger than any of its parts, 
but there can be no whole with- 
out the parts. It is the responsi- 
bility and opportunity of educa- 
tional workers in each area of 
education to develop to the maxi- 
mum their area so as to make a 
real contribution to the whole. 


Any individual who assumes 
that there is a conflict between 
the workers in the different areas 
in education and proceeds to as- 
sert himself as a coordinator is 
likely to fail to make his con- 
tribution in his own area and 
may cause disturbance’ in other 
areas.” 


Vocational education and Voca- 
tional experiences are of a specific 
nature and only through specific 
subject matter and definite ex- 
periences can the workers develop 
skills. Training a boy in diversi- 
fied farming sounds good but 
may be a very ineffertive way of 
developing a _ self-supporting 
farmer. So-called diversified oc- 
cupations may sound Jike voea: 
tional education but unless the 
specific vocational experiences of 
a vocation are acquired and the 
proper related subject matter con- 
tent is available to be used, it 
may .be only confused g¢nerai 
education. 


In order that a total program 
in education, including vocational 
education, may deal effectively 
with the problems of the people, 
that program must be built upon 
sound research including study of 
as many phases as possible of the 
problems involved. This research 
should be supported by public 
funds and under the direction of 
public supported ‘institutions so 
that it may be more sensitive to 
the problems of the masses of the 
people. 


As the total program of educa- 
tion becomes better geared to the 
lives of individuals, it must be 
realized that vocational education 
is by nature tied directly inte 
the economic ferces with which 
men must deal. There must be 
effective programs in guidance 
that go outside the academic 
procedures in education to help 
the individual who is being trained 
to find his place in society. Pro- 
grams in guidance, to be effective, 
must recognize the major choices 


the individual must make and 
one of these must always be a 
choice of a vocation if: the indi- 
vidual wants to be useful in 
society. 

If the public schools of this 
country are to carry on an ef- 


fective total program in education 
that will take care of the educa- 
tional needs of all the people and 
help provide for real life develop-

ment, then teachers, supervisors 
and administrators need a com- 
mon understanding of the total 
program. Those designated to ad- 
minister the total program should 
have complete understanding of its 
purposes; they should be able to 
stimulate and lead those working 
in each area of education to pro- 
vide the maximum progress as the 
program develops.

Hints Given .For 
Christmas Mail 


Reporting that the “Mail Early 
for Christmas” campaign is really 
in high gear, Postmaster Watson 
teday gave some helpful hints 
on how you can be sure that 
your Christmas cards will reach 
every one on your list before 
Dec. - 25. 


“When you’. use_ three-cent 
stamps on your Christmas cards 
you get first-clss mail service,” 
he said. “First class friends de- 
serve first class mail and the 
use of first class postage makes 
it certain that your Christmas 
ecards will be delivered promptly. 
Also use of first class postage 
insures forwarding service if the 
recipient has moved or the card 
will be returned to you if the 
recipient camnot be located. Then, 
too, on Christmas cards sent by 
first class mail, you can include 
handwritten messages making 
your greetings more personal. 


It is advisable to include your 
return name and address on each 
Christmas card envelope. This 
helps your friends to keep their 
mailing list up-to-date and_in- 
sures correction of your list if 
the card is returned as undeliver- 
able. | 


Postmaster Watson warns that 
if any of your Christmas cards 
are larger than 9 x 12 inches or 
smaller than 234 x 4 inches they 
must be sent by first class mail 
because such cards require hand 
cancellation. 


When your Christmas cards are 
ready to mail, you will do both 
yourself and the post office 
clerks a real favor by putting the 
ecards with local addresses in one 
bundle and those for out-of-town 
destinations in another. Then mark 
each with special identification 
labels you can get free at the 
post office which read: “All for 
Local Delivery” and “All for Out- 
of-Town Delivery.” 


Regarding the mailing of Christ- 
mas gifts, Postmaster Watson 
points out that right now the 
big double rush is beginning with 
the outgoing Christmas’ mails 
paralleling the flood of incoming 
packages and Christmas Cards. 
He urges that you get your out- 
of-state packages into the post 
office within the -next day or 
two and do everything possible 
to mail all of your Christmas gifts 
for local delivery by Dec. 10. 

The postmaster said that he and 
the post office clerks would ap- 
preciate , cooperation from all 
business firms to step up their 
regular correspondence mailings 
to 4:00 p.m. or earlier every day 
until after the Christmas rush is 
over '

Not Sponsoring Suicide 
(Montgomery Advertiser) 


President Eisenhower sounded a 
timely note in a statement on the 
Hungarian tragedy the other day. 
Expressing sympathy with the 
Hungarian people and censuring 
Russia’s use of force in suppres- 
sing the independence movement, 
the President added: 


“But [ must make one thing 
elear; the United States doesn’t 
now, and never has, advocated 
open rebellion by an undefended 
populace against force over which 
they could not possibly prevail. 
We ... have always urged that 
the spirit of freedom be kept 
alive, that people do not lose 
hope.” 

It is no act of a friend to incite 
a subject people to rise up when 
they don’t have a chance. It only 
invites massacre, misery, and a 
firmer riveting of the chains. 


To what extent outside  in- 
fluences contributed to the Hun- 
garian uprising is not clear. It is 
a fact that exiles from various 
countries behind the Iron Curtain 
have set up shop in the United 
States. From, comfortable desks at 
a safe distance from any fear of 
reprisals, they have dispensed 
brave talk to their captive bre- 
thren in the communist grip. How 
much influence this talk carried, 
whether it gave an unwarranted 
implication of American aid, we 
don’t know. 

To keep the spirit of freedom 
alive, as President Eisenhower 
said, is a commendable thing. To 
stir up brave men to crash their 
heads against a stone wall is 
another. 

In this matter of incitement 
from afar, it is quite possible that 
when and if the countries behind 
the Iron Curtain achieve freedom, 
their people will look for leaders 
to men who stuck it out and went 
through the mill with them, rather 
than to those who fled. 

The appeal to American sympa- 
thies by such events as those in 
Hungary is strong, but it is one 
to which we cannot yield to the 
extent of going to war. The con- 
cept of Unclé Sam as a modern 
Sir Galahad riding abroad to re- 
dress human wrongs has definite 
limitations. Certainly it is a tragic 
error to even imply that help will 
be forthcoming to a people trying 
to shake off their shackles, when 
such is not the case.

Construction of a nine-hole golf 
course for the Montevallo area 
was begun this week at Alabama 
College. 

The course, being constructed 
jointly by Alabama College and 
the Alabama College Golf Club, is 
a cooperative venture between the 
college and the community. 

More than sixty memberships 
in the golf club have been obtained 
from golfers in Alabaster, Calera, 
Columbiana, Montevallo and Silu- 
ria.

Ed_ Bennett, Montevallo; Paul 
Posey, Siluria; and Charles Gorm- 
ley, Alabama College. 

Officers, also elected on a 
temporary basis, are: Lee Bar- 
clay, Alabama College, treasurer; 
Eddie Downg, Calera,. secretary; 
Fred Phillips, Siluria, vice-presi- 
dent; and Ralph Sears, Alabama 
College, president. 

The officers and the board of 
governors will serve during the 
construction period of the golf 
course. When construction is com- 
pleted and the course is playable, 
a permanent Board-of Governors 
and set of officers will be elected. 
The course will be ready for play 
in the spring or early summer of 
1957. 

Located on college property, the 
golf course is adjacent to the col- 
lege’s 28-acre recreational lake.

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Why Buy Christmas Seals? 


By Dr. E. F. Sloan 


‘In the decade 1930 to 1940, 250 

Shelby County citizens died of 
Tuberculosis, an average of 25 
deaths each year. During the past 
year there has been one death 
from Tuberculosis—tiis in a 
patient who would neither take 
treatment at home nor go to 
the Sanatorium. Great progress 
has been made in the treatment 
of Tuberculosis but the actual 
control of the disease is still a 
major problem. 


In one recent X-Ray Clinic two 
active cases, both moderately ad- 
vanced, were found and just this 
week our Public Health Nurse, 
purely by chance, saw a man with 
suggestive symptoms and_ sent 
him to the County Clinic for 
x-ray. He was found to have 
Miliary Tuberculosis and is acutely 
ill. This man had been confined 
to his bed for 5 weeks and still 
had not consulted a doctor. 


Three chest x-ray surveys on 
special groups have been done 
this year. In one group 1 active 
Tuberculosis case was found; in 
another 2 active cases and 1 
suspicious early minimal infection 
were found; the complete results 
of the third survey of 581 in- 
dividuals are not yet available. 


Shelby County is the only Coun- 
ty in State which furnishes both 
diagnostic facilities and furnishes 
drugs and supplies for active 
cases found. The active case 
ean decide for himself whether he 
wishes tb go to the Sanatorium 
or be treated at home. Often it 
is necessary to treat the patient 
at home for some weeks or months 
while waiting for a bed to be- 
come available at the Sanatorium. 

The State Health Department 
demonstrated their interest in the 
work being done in Shelby County 
by asking the Medical Director 
of your County Tuberculosis As- 
sociation to present-a paper on 
Shelby County’s Tuberculosis pro- 
gram at the annual meeting of 
Alabama’s 600 Public Health 
Workers. The State Health De- 
partment also recognizes’ the 
‘Medical Director, whd is a mem- 
ber of the American Trudeau 
Society, as an accredited film in- 
terpreter, 

There are yet many cases of 
undiscovered active Tuberculosis 
and oné “of our problems of the 
near future will be to routinely 
skin test all children under 12 
years and provide treatment for 
the several hundred who are 
positive, in order to prevent the 
future development of active 
Tuberculosis. 

All this work would be im- 
possible without your support of 
the County Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion by the purchase of Christmas 
Seals.

Postmaster Watson said today 
he was glad to see that so many 
people are getting their Christ- 
mas, gifts for distant points into 
the mail this. week, pointing out 


that packages addressed to folks 
lwing in other states should be 
mailed before Dec. 5 and those 
for nearby points before Dec. 10. 

Stressing. the need for everyone 
to cooperate on the, 1956. “Mail 
Early for Christmas”: campaign, 
Postmaster Watson says: that by 
following these three Simple rules, 
you’re certain to*have your gifts 
delivered before Christmas. day: 
Wrap them securely. address them 
correctly, and mail them early. 

Early mailing of al} Christmas 
cards and gifts is a big factor in 
getting everything delivered be- 
fore Christmas. Keep in mind 
that careful~ packing and correct 
addressing is equally important. 
Every year many poorly wrapped 
*packages break open despite care- 
ful handling and postal clerks 
often have to puzzle over ad- 
dresses which are incomplete or 
simply cannot be read at all. 

It is always better to use cor- 
rugated cartons for shipping gifts, 
especially where there are a num- 
ber of various sized objects. Use 
plenty of wadded tissue or news- 
paper in the .cartons for extra 
protection against shock. Complete 
each package by wrapping in 
heavy paper and tying it with 
strong cord. 

As extra precaution against: loss, 
Postmaster Watson advises plac- 
ing both your address and the 
recipient’s inside the carton or 
package before it is wrapped. 

Mf you use Christmas stickers 
or seals put them on the back 
of your Christmas ¢ards and 
packages so that they will not 
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conflict with the address on the 
front. j 

When your Christmas cards are 
ready to mail, you will do both 
yourself and the post office clerks 
@ real favor by putting the 
ecards with local addresses in one 
bundle and those for out-of-town 
destinations in another. Then 
mark each bundle with special 
identification labels you can get 
free at the post office which read 
“All for Local Delivery” and “All 
for Out-of Town Delivery.”

Heart Diseases are the cause of 
death of more than 8,000 people 
in Alabama every year. This is 
almost equal to the combined 
number of the 9 other leading 
causes of death. 

If the heart disease is found re- 
asonably early, and the patient 
abides by the advice of his doctor, 
it need not necessarily materially 
shorten the life of the individual. 

Many heart conditions can -be 
diagnosed by the ordinary means 
of a history of the patient’s past 
and present complaints and a 
physical examination. In others 
the information derived from an

things, adopted for Shelby Coun- |; 


ty the Regulations Governing the 
Production, Handling, Distribution 
and Sale of Milk and Certain 
Milk Products, as . promulgated 
by the State Health Department. 

These Regulations will 
effective January 1, 1957 and after 
that date it shall be illegal to 
serve any milk, other 
A Pasteurized milk, in any 
lunch room, soda fount, 
other establishment in 
County. 

Many serious infectious dis- 
eases such as Septic Sore Throat, 
Searlet Fever, Typhoid and Para- 
typhoid Fever, Enteritis, Undulant 
Fever, and others can’ be trans- 
mitted by raw milk. 

This action of the Board of 
Health is therefore considered to 
be, of vital importance in the pre- 
vention of outbreaks of these in- 
fections.

In a_ simultaneous announce- 
ment made in Liberty, Missouri 
this morning, Dr. Walter Pope 
Binns, President of William Jewell 
College said: “Dr. Powers was 
chosen to be Dean of William 
Jewell after the president and a 
committee from the trustees had 
interviewed five prospects care- 


fully selected from a larger list 
representing, colleges and  uni- 
versities in all sections of the 


country.” 

“We believe that we have in 
Dr, Powers the man who will 
perform brilliantly im the newly 
created office of full-time dean. 
Under the authority of the trus- 
tees and the president, he will 
have full responsibility in all 
matters relating to curriculum, 
instruction and faculty. 

“Though a young man, Dr.

Beef Production 


A classroom study of the possi- 
bilities of beef production, and a 
joint field trip with neighboring 
Montevallo Chapter to the farm of 
A.. L. Little, one of Shelby Coun- 
ty’s leading breeders of Angus 
cattle, seems to be leading twenty- 
five members of the Siluria Chap- 
ter Future Farmers of America 
into doing something about their 
own future in the beef production 
business. 

Last week several members of 
this chapter, located at Thompson 
High School in Siluria, attended 
a very good field trip conducted 
by Mr. Little at his farm located 
near Montevallo. Mr. Little told of 
of his 15 years in the beef business 
on his Shelby County farm. He 
also explained his aims in develop- 
ing a strain of Angus cattle to 
suit his needs. He showed the 
visiting F. F. A. boys cattle from 
two blood lines that he is breeding 
in an effort to combine the good 
characteristics of each line into a 
herd of animals to suit his needs. 

As a result of this first hand 
information concerning beef cat- 
tle, some 35 members of the 
Siluria chapter began to consider 


the possibility of purchasing a 
purebred Angus bull to use in the 
improvement of cattle on their 
own farms. Thesg boys formed a 
Siluria Chapter Angus Club and 
the club took as its first project 
the purchase of an outstanding 
purebred Angus bull. 

Several of the’ club members 
plan to purchase purebred Angus 
heifers from Mr. Little and other 
Angus breeders. This could well 
be the starting point for some of 
tomorrow’s leading Angus breed- 
ers. 

Charles Knowles, chapter ad- 
visor, states that most club mem- 
bers favor showing the bull at 
the county and state fair so 
that members may gain experience 
in grooming and showmanship. 
The heifers will also show, 

In addition to these Angus cat- 
tle, the Siluria Chapter now has 
on the farm of member Jack 
Lacy of Maylene, Alabama, a 
purebred Polled Hereford bull for 
use by members and farmers of 
the school community. This animal 
was donated by Sears Roebuck 
and Company through the Ala- 
bams.

Forest Industries 
Provide Many Jobs 


The forest industries of Ala- 
bama provide full-time jobs for 
47,000 persons, according .to the 
1957 edition of Alabama Forest 
Facts, just released by the Ala- 
bama Forest Industries Com- 
mittee 


The booklet shows that one out 
of every five industry-employed 
Alabama workers has a job in 
the forest industries. Wood-using 
industries rank second in the 
state in number of people em- 
ployed and third in wages and 
salaries paid. 

The industry facts book ‘pub- 
lished in cooperation with Ameri- 
can Forest Products Industries, 
Inc., the national Tree Farm 
sponsor, points out that these in- 
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dustries for the most part are 


supported by wood harvests from 
lands that have produced two, 
three or even four timber crops. 
Nearly two thirds of Ala- 
bama today. is clad in forests, 
virtually all of it of commercial 
quality, and—far from becoming 
depleted—this rich natural re- 
source has increased 10 per cent 
in area during the past 19 years. 
The fact book says every coun- 
ty in the state has important 
forests, ranging from 25.3 per 
cent in Limestone County to 86.9 
per cent of Washington County. 


More than 95 per cent of this 
forest land is privately owned. 


Alabama is the third-ranking 
state in the industry-operated 
Tree Farm program, both in num- 
ber of certified Tree Farms and 
in acreage enrolled. There are 
currently 727 Tree Farms com- 
prising 3,614,041 acres of well- 


managed .timberland in the state 
enrolled in the program to grow 
timber as a crop. 

The Tree Farm program is 
sponsored in Alabama by the 
Alabama Forest Industries Com- 
mittee with cooperation from the 
Alabama Conservation Depart- 
ment’s Division of Forestry.

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Samira Khaki, Egyptian Student, 
Plans Return to Her Native Land 


“The holiday is coming to an 
end,” said Samira Khaki, 21 
year old Alabama College senior. 
“In January I will return to my 
native country, Egypt. She will 
need me.” 


The tall black haired Egyptian 
beauty is an English major here. 
For the past four years she has 
been a campus leader .... as- 
sistant editor of the college news- 
paper, a member of the debating 
team, yearbook beauty and a 
popular personality amongst the 
student body. 


“The past month has been very 
hard to endure,’ Samira said. 
“Here I am 6,000 miles away from 
my family and country. I try to 
tell myself that the best thing 
I ean do is study hard so that I 
can finish in January. But ‘when 
my country is going through a 
crisis and the welfare of my 
family and friends is at stake, 
it takes will power to remain 
here in a peaceful land. Yet’ I 
try to convinca myself that I’m 
doing right by completing my 
studies before going home.” 

Samira’s father, Ahmad Khaki, 
is gn influential member of the 
Egyptian government. He was 
recently made head of a com- 
mission to Egyptianize the educa- 
tion system there. Samira learned 
of this position through the news- 
papers when her father wads 
quoted in a speech he made 
several days ago in Cairo. 

Samira has three brothers 
and one young sister, Her brother, 
Moustfa. is a jet pilot with Egyp- 
tian army and an older brother, 
Wagdi, is an advisor to King 
Iben Saud of Arabia. 

Before coming to. America in 
1952, Samira ‘attended a private 
school in. England. At that time 
her father was director of the 
education bureau with the Egyp- 
tian embassy in London. 


“T hope Egypt hasn’t changed 
too much,” Samira reflected. “It 
seems a lifetime ago when I would 
sit listening at sunset to the 
Moazen making his call from a 
minerette. One of my _ favorite 
memories concerns the time when 
I was allowed to wander alone 
through the crowded bazaars of 
Cairo listening to a babel of 
voices advertising their ware.

684 Lives in September 


Heart disease, Alabama’s lead- 
ing single cause of death claimed 
684 lives during September. 

The State Health Department 
said today that 426 of this num- 
ber came from the white popula- 
tion, while the remaining 258 were 
Negro deaths. 

A provisional report of the De- 
partment’s bureau of vital statis- 
tics shows that: 3 of the September 
deaths from heart disease oc- 
curred in Shelby county. 

When final reports are avail- 
able, the provisional figures may 
vary slightly, tha Department 
said.

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Westinghouse Contributes To The 
Development of Formosa Electricity 


NEW YORK, DEC. 14—By 1959 
Taiwan (Formosa) will have a 
complete high-efficiency 75,000- 
kilowatt steam-electric plant, larg- 
est generating unit on the island, 
William E. Knox, president of 
Westinghouse Electrical Interna- 
tional Company, said here today. 
Total value of the plant is $12 
million, of which about $4.5 mil- 
lion is for electrical apparatus. 

Mr. Knox also revealed that the 
Ta Tung Engineering Company, 
Taipei, Taiwan’s largest electrical 
manufacturing concern, has begun 
production of electrical motors, 
fans and other items under a 
Westinghouse technical assistance 
argreement. The agreement also 
calls for assistance to the com- 
pany in training skilled workers 
and advanced technical personnel. 

The announcements were made 
at an interview held jointly this 
afternoon -at the Metropolitan 
Club with Dr. Hollington Tong,

The new power plant will be 
located in tha north at Shen Ao, 
near Keelung, the island’s main 
port, and close to a coal supply.

ballasts and control equipment, 
Mr. Knox said. These will be 
manufactured with the aid of 
Westinghouse design and  pro- 
duction information. The company 
also produces watt-hour meters, 
in addition to steel products. 

Ta Tung operates a_ fully- 
equipped industrial vocational 
school, Mr. Knox added, turning 
out trainees for its own operations 
for other industries. The school 
has a complete curriculum in 
Chinese, English, history and geo- 
graphy as well as electrical and 
mechanical engineering subjects. 

“The Shen Ao project and the 
Ta Tung agreement are evidence 
that the Republic of China is pro- 
gressing toward a greater measure 
of industrial self-sufficiency and 
development of a new generation 
of trained citizens,” Mr. Knox 
concluded.

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Communications Workers Accept 
Decision of National Labor Board 


The Communications Workers of 
America union has agreed to ac- 
cept without further hearing an 
order by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board against the Interna- 
tional Union and 27 of its locals 
for strike practices employed dur- 
ing the strike against the South- 
ern Bell Telephone Company in 
1955, the company reported to- 
day. . 

This action followed an _ ex- 
tensive investigation by the NLRB 
of charges that officers, agents, 
representatives and members of 
the GWA restrained and coerced 
Souther Bell employees by at- 
tempting to keep them from 
their jobs. 

Specifically, the NLRB charged 
the union with violating Sections 
7 and 8 of the National Labor 
Relations Act, which deals with 
the right of employees to or- 
ganize, carry on collective bar- 


gaining and to strike, and also 
guarantees emplyees the right to 
“refrain therefrom” when they so

Southern Bell filed the charges 
against the International Union 
on May 12, 1955, before the 
strike had ended. The charges 
were filed with the regional office 
of the NLRB in Atlanta, which 
conducted the investigation and 
the subsequent hearings. 


The settlement requires the in- 
ternational union representing 
Southern Bell employees and the 
27 locals to refrain from the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Assaulting, physically harming 
or otherwise using force or viol- 
ence against Southern Bell em- 
ployees and applicants for em- 
ployment, or attempting or threat- 
ening to do so. 

2. Picketing the premises of 
Southern Bell in such a manner as 
to keep employees, supervisors 
and others from entering or leav- 
ing the premises.

Charged with over-all responsi- 
bility for the new division will be 
John §S. Hutchins, executive vice 
president and director of Ameri- 
can Brake Shoe. Mr. Hutchins 
was formerly president of both 
Ramapo Ajax and National Bear- 
ing Divisions.

Home Accidents Claim 
42 Lives in October 


Home accidents claimed 42 lives 
in Alabama during October, ac- 
cording to provisional figures pre- 
pared by the State Health De- 
partment. 

Most of the victims were young 
children or elderly people, 13 of 
the accidents occurring in the 0-4 
age group and 17 in the 65 or 
over. Four deaths occurred in the 
5-14 age group, 1 in the 15-24, 
2 in the 25-44, and 5 in the 45-64 
bracket. 

Sixteen of the deaths-were caus- 
ed by falls and 13 by fires. Other 
causes were listed as poisoning, 
suffocation, and firearms.

Sparkman Opposes 
Debate Limitation 


Senator John Sparkman, Ala- 
bama, declared today that those 
who advocate limited debate in 
the Senate are doing so in order 
to make possible the passage of 
the so-called civil rights legisla- 
tion. “I always” have opposed such 
legislation,” he said, “and thus I 
will oppose a change in Senate 
rules that would make passage of 
such legislation likely.” 

Sparkman said that he would 
vote and work against any effort 
to weaken the Senate rule that 
permits unlimited debate. He said 
a weaker rule would destroy the 
one weapon which protects the 
South from those who for politi- 
cal purposes would impose on 
southern people a way of life alien 
to their traditions and not in 
keeping ,with racial harmony and 
economic well-being. 

Senator Sparkman stated that 
the present Senate rule is neces- 
sary to protect the minority from 
a ruthless majority. He said that 
he does not believe those propos- 
ing a change in the rule had 
thought through the significance 
of their action. “While the right 
of debate,” Sparkman added, “is 
now necessary to protect the 
South, the time may come when 
this right is_essential for the pro- 
tection of some other minority 
group.” 

The Senator said if the North, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, 
“will leave us alone we can work 
out our own problems in harmony 
and justice.”

So the 
retailers themselves have gone all 
out in the use of store posters, 
banners, and streamers, plus at- 
tractive displays of the product 
itself.

ting over the Eat More Beef cam- 
paign. Each worked hard in a na- 
tionally organized effort to put 
more beef on American dinner 
tables. 

All this nation-wide and indus- 
try-wide effort deserves much 
credit for the increase of meat. 
consumption from 55 pounds per 
person in 1951 to 83.5 pounds in

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BEEF PRODUCERS ACT 
NOW FOR 1958 PROFITS 

Beef producers with a weather 
eye out for future markets are 
mow laying the groundwork to 
build their 1958 profits to a peak 
level. 

API Extension Assistant Live- 
stockman Robert Farquhar said 
this week that these producers use 
a controlled breeding program. 
And under this program the re- 
union of the bulls and herd comes 
now before the end of January. 
This practice will bring a calf 
crop ready for market in June, 
1958, when prices are at.the high- 
est level for the year. 

Farquhar said a. controlled 
breeding program is a must for 
every beef farmer whd wants to 
show a profit. He pointed out that 
sales at the Union Stock yards in 
Montgomery this year showed 
that calves sold on June 22 
brought about 20 cents a pound, 
while those sold on October 22 
averaged only about 15 cents per 
pound. And this difference can 
add up to success or failure for a 
producer. 

Farquhar declared that farmers, 
not practicing controlled breeding, 
are still living back in the days of 
the old moodel-T. They allow the 
bull to stay with the herd through- 
out the year. While those who are 
in the know turn the bull with 
the herd in December or January 
and take him out in June or July 
—in other words, breeding for fall 
dropped calves. Then by the fol- 
lowing June these calves, with 
good grazing, will weigh 500 and 
600 pounds, and will arrive at the 
market when prices are highest. 

Toward the end of July prices 
start downward and hit a low, us- 
ually in October. This low price

pel them to follow our wishes 
rather than their own? What 
right has any group just because 
it can’ gain control of govern- 
ment to enforce its will upon 
others? 

Governments are often con- 
trolled by small minorities and 
even though they represent a 
majority does that give govern- 
ment the right to dispossess the 
minority and do what it pleases 
with their wealth. If so, the age 
of freedom and self government 
which has brought so many 
blessings to the world during the 
past two centuries is drawing to 
a close, for the process will not 
stop until wealth declines to the 
point where freedom and self- 
government are no longer possi- 
kle. Only men who have houses, 
lands, food and supplies can 
oppose government. When gov- 
ernment succeeds in depriving 
them of their wealth the power 
of resistance is at an end and 
they become its slaves.
